WiEELES-s  Licences 
It  was  stated  in  the  House  of  Commons,  on  February 
19,  that  the  total  number  of  annual  licences  issued  from 
November  1922,  when  the  broadcasting  service  was  intro- 
duced, up  to  the  end  of  last  month,  was  about  1.942,000, 
including  the  renewals  of  expired  licences.  Of  this  total 
about  1,200,000  are  now  current.  The  total  revenue 
collected  was  £1,108,000,  of  which  about  £850, COO  accrues 
to  the  British  Broadcasting  Company. 

Shop  Closing  Hours 

Mr.  Evan  Davies  aisked  the  Home  Secretary,  on  Feb- 
ruary 24,  whether  his  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the 
desirability  of  amending  the  Shop  Hours  (Early  Closing) 
Act,  1920,  giving  the  local  authority  the  option  of  closing 
on  any  day  of  the. week  at  9  p.m.;  and  whether  he  will 
introduce  legislation  to  give  effect  to  this  general  request  ? 

Sir  W.  Joynson-Hicks  replied  that  various  representa- 
tions have  been  received  in  favour  of  the  present  law 
being  amended  to  enable  Friday  or  fsome  other  day  to 
be  substituted  locally  for  Saturday  as  the  late-closing 
night.    This  suggestion  will  be  carefully  considered.

E.  Mellanby,  Mr.  J.  A.  Murray,  Professor  J.  Proudman, 
Mr.  R.  V.  Southwell,  Dr.  L.  J.  Spencer,  Dr.  R,  J. 
Tillyard,  Professor  R.  Whiddington., 

Dr.  F.  A.  Freeth,  O.B.E.,  M.Sc,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  is 
chief  chemist  to  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd.  When 
supplies  of  ammonium  nitrate  for  explosives  wanted 
during  the  European  war  proved  to  be  insufficient, 
Messrs.  Brunner.  Mond  &  Co.,  with  Dr.  Freeth's  expert 
assistance,  adapted  plant  at  their  Lostock  works  to 
make  supplies  from  sodium  nitrate  by  reaction  with 
ammonium  bicarbonate,  a  process  of  great  complexity. 
A  long  and  difficult  laboratory  investigation  was  carried 
on  simultaneously,  and  as  a  result  Dr.  Freeth  and  his 
staff  worked  out  a  successful  process  for  the  direct  pre- 
paration of  ammonium  nitrate  from  ammonium  sulphate 
and  sodium  nitrate. — Dr.  J.  Kenner,  F.C.S.,  is  Lecturer 
in  Organic  Chemistry  in  the  University  of  Sheffield,  and 
has  devoted  special  attention  to  ring  compounds. — Dr, 
E.  IMellanby  is  Professor  of  Pharmacology  at  Sheffield 
University;  he  is  widely  known  for  his  original  work 
on  deficiency  diseases. — Dr.  R.  Whiddington,  M.A.,  was 
appointed  Cavendish  Professor  of  Physics  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Leeds  in  1919 ;  he  is  an  acknowledged  authority 
on  radiation. 

Private  Arrangements 

A  meeting  of  the  creditois  of  Mr.  Jonathan  Reginald 
Adams  (trading  as  the  Castra  Manufacturing  Co.).  68 
Watergate  Street,  Chester,  sundriesman,  was  held 
recently  at  Chester,  when  a  statement  of  affairs  was 
presented  which  showed  liabilities  £695  2s.  7d.,  of 
which  £658  12s.  2d.  was  due  to  the  trade.  The  assets 
consisted  of  stock,  estimated  to  realise  £150,  and  other 
items,  making  a  total  of  £239  14s.  5d.  (net,  £221  8s.  8d.). 
The  debtor,  it  was  explained,  purchased  the  business 
in  November  1923  for  £3C0.  At  that  time  he  had  no 
capital  of  his  own,  and  only  £50  of  the  purchase  money 
had  been  repaid.  The  turnover  had  been  at  the  rate  of 
about  £1,000  a  year.  The  debtor's  drawings  for  the 
last  fourteen  months  had  amounted  to  £262,  and  he 
had  employed  a  lady  traveller  on  a  10  per  cent,  commis- 
sion basis.  No  offer  was  submitted  to  the  meeting,  and 
after  discussion  it  was  resolved  that  the  debtor  be 
recfucisted  to  execute  a  deed  of  assignment  in  favour  of 
Mr.  Parkin  S.  Booth,  Liverpool,  as  trustee,  with  a 
committee  of  inspection. 

A  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  Mr.  W.  M.  Inglis, 
chemist  and  drugg-st.  King  Richard'is  Road,  Leicester, 
and  Earl  Shilton,  was  held  recently,  when  a  statement 
of  affairs  was  presented  which  showed  liabilities 
£5,265  12s.  6d.,  of  which  £3,013  3s.  5d.  was  due  to 
the  trade.  There  we.re  fully  secured  creditors  for 
£794  16s.  The  assets  consisted  of  stock-in-trade, 
£841  9s.  ;  fixtures  and  fittings,  £302  8s.  ;  book  debts, 
£42  2s.  ;  and  cash  in  hand,  £14  13s.  7d.  ;  making 
total  assets  of  £1,200  12s.  7d.  (net,  £1,083  4s.  9d.). 
The  business  originally  belonged  to  the  debtor's  father. 
When  he  died,  in  March  1921,  the  business  was  left 
to-  the  widow,  with  a  clause  that,  when  debtor  was 
in  a  pcisition  to  purchase,  he  could  do  so  on  valuation 
terms,  less  33  per  cent.  In  April  1922  debtor  entered 
into  an  arrangement  to  purchase  the  business  for  £800, 
and  the  purchase  price  was  left  in  the  business,  the 
interest  to  go  to  his  mother.  Soon  afterwards  he  acquired 
the  business  at  Earl  Shilton  for  £1,000.  and  his  mother 
lent  him  the  money  to  purchase  it.  Debtor  had  pre- 
viously acquired  a  business  at  Oadby,  but  it  was  sold  in 
.S'eDtember  1924  for  £1,800,  and  that  sum  was  principally 
utilised  in  paying  off  pressing  creditors.     The  business 
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at  Eaii  SliiH&n  was  con.ducted  by  a  manager,  and  the 
returns  for  the  last  twelve  months  were  roughly  £1,000. 
The  turnover  of  the  King  Richard's  Road  business  was 
approximately  £2,500  per  annum.  The  present  position 
was  attributed  mainly  to  heavy  rates  of  interest  paid 
and  ill  health.  A  deed  Qf  assignment  executed  to 
Mr.  G.  G.  Cook,  Leicester,  was  confirmed,  and  a  com- 
mittee of  inspection  was  appointed. 

Inquests 

An  inquiry  was  held  at  Oldham,  recently,  into  the 
circumstances  of  the  death  of  Joseph  Henry  Benson,  Man- 
chester Road,  Werneth,  a,  chemist's  assistant,  aged  forty- 
three.  The  medical  ev'idence  was  to  the  effect  that  the 
deceased  had  been  suffering-  from  alcoholism,  and  that 
death  wais  due  to  acute  nephritis  and  cardiac  failure. 
The  coroner  recorded  a  verdict  correspondingly. 

An  inquest  was  concluded  in  South  London,  on  Feb- 
ruary 25,  on  the  body  of  EiTuira  Louise  Lord  (C.  tfc  D., 
February  7,  p.  181).  Dr.  J.  A.  Gardiner,  St.  George's 
Hospital,  isaid  that  in  the  stomach  of  the  deceased  he 
found  gi"-  of  morphine  and  traces  of  heroin  and 
atropine.  IMuch  more  had  been  taken,  and.  the  tablet 
form  had  been  used.  A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  of 
unsound  mind  "  was  returned. 

The  Biraiingham  coroner  held  an  inquest,  on  Feb- 
ruary 25,  on  the  bodies  of  Mr.  Alfred  Edward  Donagan, 
L.D.S.,  a  lecturer  at  the  University,  and  his  wife.  'The 
jury  found  that  Mrs.  Donagan  died  from  taking  a 
cyanide  supplied  by  her  husband  in  cachet  form,  and 
that  there  was  no  evidence  that  she  knew  she  was  taking 
poison.  The  verdict  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Donagan,  who 
died  from  wounds  in  the  throat  and  wrist,  was  ''  Suicide 
while  temporarily  insane." 

At  an  inquest  held  in  East  London,  on  February  24,  on 
the  body  of  Elizabeth  Brewster,  G)yn  Road,  Hackney, 
who  died  at  Homerton  Infirmary,  a  verdict  was  returnecl 
that  the  deceased  woman,  took  poison,  not  realising  what 
she  was  doing,  thereby  causing  he.r  death.  The  jury 
added  the  rider  :  "  We  are  also  of  the  opin'ion  that  Dr. 
Robert  Carnegie  did  not  give  suificient  medical  attention 
to  the  case."  Dr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  coroner,  said  that 
before  being  admitted  to  the  infirmary  Mrs.  Brewster 
had  become  almost  unconscious  and  was  seen  by  a  doctor, 
who  thought  her  to  be  suffering  from  a  severe  attack 
of  influenza  or  commencing  pneumonia.  After  his  visit 
Bymptoms  arose  which  made  it  evident  that  Mrs.  Brewster 
had  swallowed  s.ome  poison,  and  an  empty  Ijnsol  bottle 
was  found  near  lier  bed.  John  Brewster  stated  in 
evidence  that,  after  the  lysol  bottle  had  been  found,  he 
went  to  Dr.  Carnegie,  who  had  seen  his  mother  just 
previously,  took  the  bottle  with  him,  and  told  the 
doctor  what  he  suispected.  The  doctor  thereupon  gave 
him  a  not©  for  his  mother's  admission  to  the  infirmary. 
A  juryman  (inquired  if  lysol  would  leave  any  marks  in 
the  mouth.  Dr.  William  Brander,  medical  superintendent 
of  the  infirmary,  said  they  were  rather  in  the  dark 
about  lysol  to-day.  Before  the  war  it  was  a  German 
product,  and  there  was  not  now  the  same  degree  of 
scarring  of  the  mouth  which  was  so  marked  a  charac- 
teristic at  one  time. 

Birmingham 

A  wagon  belonging  to  Southall  Brothers  &  Barclay, 
Ltd.,  while  passing  through  Bilston,  on  February  20, 
crashed  into  a  shop.    A  child  was  killed. 

A  correspondent  who  recently  made  a  tour  of  the 
subm-bs  of  Birmingham  states  that  in  the  Dudley  Road 
area  he  saw  more  chemists'  windows  decorated  with  the 
old-style  glass  bottles  full  of   coloured  fluid .  than  he 
-  hats  seen  in  any  other  town  visited  in  recent  years.

The 
prosecuting  counsel  said  that  it  appeared  fi-om  a  state- 
ment made  by  the  accused  that  the  girl  had  suggested 
taking  quinine  and  gin,  and  Greenwood  bought  quinine 
at  four  chem'ists'  isbops.  He  suggested  to  her  that  a 
^  oz.  of  quinine  would  do,  but  she  dissented,  and  took 
an  ounce.  According  to  medical  testimony,  200  gr.  was 
a  fatal  dose,  and  the  normal  dose  wais  from  2  gr.  to 

10  gr.  The  manager  of  a  chemist's  shop  at  which  some 
of  the  quinine  was  purchased  said  the  law  did  not 
require  registration  for  the  sale  of  quinine,  and  there 
•was  nothing  on  the  packet  to  indicate  the  danger  of 
an  overdose.  The  judge  said  that  if  the  prisoner  bought 
the  quinine  knowing  for  what  purpc&e  it  was  to  be 
used,  he  was  guilty.  But  it  was  for  the  jury  to  say 
whether  the  chaTge  was  made  out.  The  jury  return-ed  a 
verdict  of  "  Not  siuilty,"  and  Greenwood  was  discharged.

Owing 
to  a  timely  warning  by  the  chief  chemist,  no  on©  was 
seriously  iniurei,  although  the  vat  contained  a  mineral 
acid. 

Compensation  for  disturbance.— To  continue  certain 
street  improvements,  Cardiff  City  Council  has  decided  to 
"demolish  various  premises  in  Duke  Street,  including  those 
of  D.  Morgan  &  Cri.,  chemists;  the  present  arrangement 
is  that  Messrs.  Morgan  will  receive,  according  to  an 
agreed  scale,  the  sum  of  £2,500  ais  compensation.

A  deputation  from  the  Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade 
Association  waited  on  the  Home  Office,  Belfast,  recently, 
to  make  representations  with  regard  to  lysol.  Mr.  J.  C. 
Culbert  introduced  the  deputation,  Mr.  R.  1.  Edwards 
and  Mr.  J.  Maeauley,  who  urged  that  in  fixing  a  stan- 
dard the  word  lysol  should  not  be  iised  in  preparations 
containing  less  than  50  per  cent,  of  phenol.  Mr.  A.  P. 
Magill,  on  behalf  of  the  Home  Office,  promised  sympa- 
thetic consideration  of  the  matter. 

At  the  Police  Court,  on  February  18,  Grattan  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  chemists.  Corn  Market,  were  prosecuted  for  failing 
to  comply  wjith  the  weekly  half-holiday  order  on  Decem- 
ber 31.  Inspector  McMullan  said  that  on  that  date 
the  shop  should  have  been  closed  at  1  p.m.,  and  at 
3.30  he  bought  a  card  of  shaving  cream.

The  magistrates  decided  to  convict,  and 
imposed  a  fine  of  2s.  6d.  and  costs. 

Dublin 

In  the  District  Court,  on  February  24,  before  iNIr. 
Cussen,  district  justice,  i\Ir.  David  Eppel,  Ph.C,  13 
Mary  Street,  Dulilin,  was  charged  with  breaches  of  the 
Free  State  Intoxicating  Liquor  Act,  1924  :  (1)  By  selling 
methylated  spirit  to  a  person  to  whom  sale  was  pro- 
hibited and  (2)  by  selling  methylated  spirit  by  retail 
without  recording  in  a  book  the  particulars  required  by 
the  Act.  Mr.  Cussen  held  that  he  could  not  convict 
on  the  first  charge.  He  was  bound,  however,  to  convict 
on  the  second  charge,  and  he  imposed  the  minimum 
penalty  of  £10.

Mr.  W.  Duncan's  Retirement 

The  retirement  of  Mr.  William  Duncan,  Ph.C,  from 
the  principalship  of  the  Royal  Dispensary  School  of  Phar- 
macy of  Edinburgh  will  have  come  as  a  surprise  to 
friends  and  past  students,  some  of  whom  may  not  be 
aware  that  Air.  Duncan  has  almost  completed  forty 
years'  service  in  one  of  the  busiest  and  most  popular 
of  schools,  in  which  time,  we  understand,  between  three 
and  four  thousand  men  and  women  have  qualified  from 
the  school. 

The  Royal  Dispensary  possesses  one  of  the  oldest 
schools  in  Britain.  It  was  founded  so  far  back  as 
1776  by  Dr.  Andrew  Duncan,  President  of  the  College 
of  Phvsicians.  Duncan,  in  the  winter  months,  delivered 
a  course  of  lectures  on  the  practice  of  medicine,  the 
summer  being  devoted  to  materia  medica  and  pharmacy. 
Chemistry  was  taken  by  Dr.  Charles  Webster,  one  of 
the  Jacobite  Episcopal  ministers  of  Edinburgh  whose 
pastoral  work  had  been  practically  destroyed  by  penal 
laws  against  Scottish  episcopacy  then  in  force.  Since 
its  foundation  the  Royal  Dispensary  has  had  its  ups 
and  do\vn,s.  In  1885  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill,  Ph.C, 
was  appointed  apothecary  and  teacher  in  the  pharmacy 
department,  but  occupied  the  office  for  only  a  few 
months.  At  that  time  Mr.  Peter  MacEwan,  Ph.C,  was 
the  resident  secretary  m 
Edinburgh  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society ;  but, 
he  having  accepted  the 
post  of  assistant  editor  of 
The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist, Mr.  Hill  was  ap- 
pointed secretary  in  his 
place.  To  release  Mr. 
Hill  and  to  complete  the 
work  of  the  session,  Mr. 
Duncan  was  approached 
by  the  .managers  of  the 
dispensary  and  eventu- 
ally, but  very  unwill- 
ingly, consented.  He 
went  temporarily,  to  com- 
plete the  work  of  the 
session,  and  has  remained 
for  thirty-nine  years.

spective  students  rapidly 
increased,  necessitating 

additions  to  the  laboratory  accommodation  three  times 
within  the  first  ten  years. 

Mr.  Duncan  is  a  "man  of  the  Mearns,"  born  sixty- 
five  years  ago  at  Laurencekirk,  a  village  lying  in  the 
"  How©  "  at  the  foot  of  the  Grampians.  He  served 
his  apprenticeship  in  the  shop  of  his  kinsman,  the  late 
Mr.  George  Burrell,  Ph.C,  Montrose,  after  which  he 
had  experience  in  Edinburgh,  first  with  James  Robertson 
&  Co.,  George  Street — where  he  had  as  fellow-assistants 
Mr.  Peter  Boa,  Ph.C,  and  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Arthur 
(who  eventually  became  pliarmacist  to  the  Edinburgh 
Royal  Infiirmary) — and  finally  with  T.  &  H.  Smith, 
Duke  Street.  He  studied  chemistry  at  Surgeons'  Hall 
under  Dr.  Stevenson  MacAdam,  and  botany  at  the 
school  of  medicine  under  Professor  MacAlpine,  finishing 
at  the  Royal  Dispensary  in  1885  under  Mr.  J.  R.  Hill 
for  his  INIajor  examination.  On  his  retiring  at  the  end 
of  last  session,  he  was  offered  a  retiring  allowance,  but 
as  the  managers  of  the  Royal  Dispensary  were  anxious 
that  he  should  join  their  board,  they  presented  him 
instead  with  a  cheque,  a  silver  salver  bearing  a  suitable 
inscription,  and  an  engrossed  excerpt  from  their  minutes. 
He  was  also  entertained  to  dinner  by  the  medical  staff 
and  presented  with  an  inscribed  silver  quaich.  Last 
month,  at  the  statutory  annual  meeting  of  the  managers, 
Mr.  Duncan  was  unanimously  elected  a  member  of  the 
board,  so  that  he  still  retains  an  honorary  connection 
with  the  school.

M.  Albert  Buisson,  director  of  the  cabinet  of  the 
Minister  of  Finances,  who  has  just  been  nominated  Com- 
jnander  of  the  Legion  of  Honour,  is  a  Doctor  in 
Pharmacy. 

Sunday  closing  referendum. — As  a  result  of  the 
referendum  organised  by  the  Paris  jMunicipal  Council  on 
the  question  of  Sunday  closing,  549  Parisian  pharmacists 
have  declared  in  favour  of  the  maintenance  of  the 
present  rules,  while  527  voted  against.  There  are  1,399 
pharmacists  in  the  Paris  district,  so  that  278  failed  to 
send  in  a  reply.  These  figures  require  verification,  since 
all  qualified  chemists  do  not  i^eep  open  shop,  and  it  is 
only  those  really  interested  who  are  entitled  to  vote 
on  this  matter. 

Marseilles  pass-book  affaire. — In  the  Marseilles  pass- 
book affaire  (fraudulent  manipulations  in  supplying  medi- 
cines to  victims  of  the  war)  the  Aix  Court  of  Appeal 
hajs  sentenced  three  pharmacists,  MM.  Louis  Diaiioux, 
Jules  Raynaud,  and  Paul  Durand,  to  a  fine  of  3,000 
francs  and  10,  8  and  5  months'  imprisonment  respectively  ; 
a  pharmacist's  brother  and  a  pharmacist's  assistant  were 
each  fined  1,000  francs  and  sentenced  to  three  months. 
Sixteen  medical  men  and  officials  of  benevolent  societies 
were,  also  condemned,  and  similar  penalties  inflicted. 
■  Alkaloid  estimation. — The  Ninth  Codex  Subcom- 
mittee of  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy,  considering  the 
system  of  calculating  the  total  percentage  of  alkaloids  in 
■galenical  preparationis  of  cinchona,  as  laid  down  in  the 
1908  Codex,  somewhat  complicated  and  defective,  has  pro- 
-posed  a  triple  extraction  by  chloroform  in  presence  of 
ammonia,  with  weighing  of  the  residue  left  by  tih>e  chloro- 
■fofm.  MM.  Mascre  and  Bainier,  in  a  recent  paper,  point 
:out  the  reasons  of  their  preference  for  the  Belgian  system, 
-■which  operates  a  volumetric  estimation  on  the  chloro- 
formic  extract. 

Control  of  serums. — The  control  of  the  sale  and  distri- 
bution of  S3rums  was  discussed  at  the  Academy  of  Medi- 
-cine  recently.  Professor  Cazeneuve  said  the  law  of  1895, 
passed  just  after  the  anti-diphtheric  serum  was  discovered, 
■was  insufficient  to  control  the  numerous  serological  pro- 
ducts now  on  the  market.  He  thought  that  a  special 
decree,  empowering  the  State  Council  to  issue  periodical 
decrees,  after  consultation  with  the  Serum  Committee  of 
the  Academy,  was  necessary  to-  deal  with  the  matter.  The 
question  was  referred  to  the  Serum  Committee  for  con- 
sideration, MM.  Roux  and  Cazeneuve  being  added  to  the 
list  of  its  members. 

Secret  remedies. — The  feeling  against  non-pharmacists 
"  who  in  the  guise  of  companies  are  allowed  to  exploit 
pharmacy,"  expressed  by  Mr.  0.  Routly  in  your  corre- 
spondence columns  (C  <£•  D.,  December  i'3,  19*24,  p.  858), 
is  very  prevalent  on  this  side  of  the  Channel,  though 
here  it  is  directed  solely  against  manufacturers.  The 
Tindesirability  of  the  qualified  man  becoming  a  mere 
"  automatic  machine  for  the  distribution  of  their  wares  " 
is  generally  admitted,  and  on  more  than  one  occasion 
the  General  Association  has  been  urged  to  bring  a  test 
case  against  some  large  firm  manufacturing  proprietary 
articles  and  run  exclusively  by  non-pharmacists.  How- 
ever, among  retail  pharmacists  there  are  men  of  more 
moderate  views.  One  speaker  (I  am  not  at  liberty  to 
give  names  or  dates)  pointed  out  pretty  plainly  that  a 
good  firm  placing  on  the  market  articles  which  would 
stand  the  severest  scientific  examination,  was  really 
rendering  a  public  service,  and  a  conviction  would  be 
most  unlikely.  The  same  diffidence,  based  on  real 
ethical  difficulties,  may  be  noticed  in  the  innumerable 
drafts  of  new  pharmacy  laws  which  are  periodically  pre- 
sented to  us  here,  and  periodically  die  a  natural  death. 
Opinions  vary  as  to  whether  such  an  Act  should  require 
that  the  whole  or  only  part  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  a  company  of  pharmaceutical  manufacturers  should 
be  qualified  men,  or  whether  an  acting  manager  holding 
the  diploma  should  bt  given  complete  control,  and  so  on. 
Thus,  even  in  this  country,  where  no  non-qualified  man 
can  (nominally  and  legally)  sell  a  pennyworth  of  pills, 
we  mark  time,  and  continue  to  be  governed  nominally 
by  an  out-of;date  Act. 
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American  Notes 

By  "  The  Man  from  London." 

A  receiver  has  been  appointed  for  the  National  Drug 
Stores,  which  operates  a  chain  of  drug  stores  in  New 
York  and  other  cities.  Liabilitieis  are  estimated  at 
$140,000,  with  assets  of  $280,000. 

JIiLLiONS  IN  U.S.  snuff  TAXES.— The  Grovernment  took 
more  than  $7,000,000  in  taxes  from  snuff  and  its 
users  during  the  past  year.  Snuff  is  still  largely  used 
m  some  rural  districts  of  the  South,  and  by  mountaineers 
in  the  Alleghanies. 

What  doctors  prescribe.— In  17,577  prescriptions  re- 
cently examined  by  Dr.  Charters,  of  the  Commonwealth 
Fund,  the  substances  prescribed  were  :  Chemicals,  organic, 
11,414;  chemicals,  inorganic,  7,694;  galenicals,  15.235: 
drugs,  559;  proprietary  preparations,  4,461;  and  animal 
products,  517. 

Retail  Druggists'  Associations. — There  are  380  drug 
stores  in  Baltimore,  Maryland,  of  which  only  111  phar- 
macist owners  belong  to  the  local  druggists'  association. 
At  a  recent  meeting  fourteen  members  only  were  present, 
and  beyond  a  little  social  talk,  etc.,  nothing  was  accom- 
plished.   In  fact,  the  drug  businesis  was  not  mentioned. 

New  President  of  the  A.P.A.^Lucius  L.  Walton, 
pharmacist,  of  Williamsport,  Pa.,  has  been  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association.  Other 
officials  to  be  installed  at  the  forthcoming  meeting  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association  are  William  C. 
Anderson,  Brooklyn,  New  York,  as  Vice-President;  Clyde 
L.  Eddy,  New  York  City,  second  Vice-President.  Mr. 
Walton  was  President  of  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  in  1908,  and  in  1923  President  of  the 
National- Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy. 

Natural  menthol  in  America.— The  Vick  Chemical 
Co.,  of  Greensboro,  N.C.,  is  to  begin  active  operations 
for  the  production  of  natural  menthol  in  the  United 
States.  For  the  past  two  years  this  firm  has  been 
engaged  in  experimental  work,  conducted  jointly  with  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  on  the  cultiva- 
tion of  the  so-called  Japaneise  mint  from  the  volatile  oil 
of  which  menthol  is  obtained.  The  preliminary  experi- 
ments indicate  that  this  mint  can  be  grown  successfully 
in  the  United  States  under  proper  soil  and  climatic 
conditions. 

Alcohol  tax  criticised. — ^Some  secrecy  attended  the 
$75,000  tax  settlement  between  the  U.S.  Government  and 
the  Fleischmann  Company  on  434,354  gallons  of  alcohol 
alleged  to  have  been  diverted  from  industrial  purposes. 
The  case  was  before  the  Senate  committee  which  is 
investigating  the  prohibition  enforcement  unit.  Agents 
of  the  unit  had  recommended  the  collection  of  $2,350,000 
in  taxes.  The  company  offered  to  settle  for  $25,000. 
This  sum  was  later  raised  to  $50,000,  and  later  still  to 
$75,000.  .James  J.  Britt,  counsel  for  the  unit,  had  recom- 
mended that  the  civil  liability  be  settled  at  not  less 
than  $1CO,OCO,  and  that  there  be  no  immunity  from  prose- 
cution under  the  Prohibition  Act.  Mr.  Britt  told  of 
criminal  prosecutions  that  had  been  brought  against  some 
of  the  agents  handling  the  alcohol.  In  no  case  was  a 
conviction  cbtained. 

A  NEW  AND  po-vverful  germiclde  is  reported  from  John 
Hopkins'  School  of  Hygiene  and  Public  Health,  Balti- 
more, Md.  The  discovery  is  said  to  be  the  result  of  ten 
years'  research  on  the  part  of  Dr.  Veader  Leonard, 
chairman  of  the  Clinical  Committee  on  Internal  Anti- 
se]5sis  of  the  National  Research  Council.  .  The  new 
germicide  has  been  named  hexylresorcinol,  and  is  claimed 
to  be  fifty  times  as  strong  as  carbolic  acid  in  its  power 
to  kill  disease  germs,  and  yet  so  harmless  to  man  that 
it  can  be  swallowed  without  injury.  In  the  case  of 
long-standing  infections  of  the  kidneys,  cures  were 
ra;.-idly  effected,  some  clearing  up  in  forty-eight  hours, 
according  to  the  records.  The  cures  appeared  to  be  per- 
manent. Samples  of  hexylresorcinol,  the  new  synthetic, 
have  been  sent  to  a  number  of  medical  schools  and 
hospitals  throughout  the  LTnited  States  for  additional 
tests. 
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Legal  Reports 

Apothecaries  Act  Case. — In  Nuneaton  County  Court, 
on  February  13,  judgment  was  given  in  the  case  in 
■which  Mrs.  Lawrie  Ashton,  drug-store  protprietor,  was 
sued  by  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London  for  the 
recovery  of  a  penalty  for  having  practised  as  an  apothe- 
cary {G.  <£•  D.,  January  17,  p.  77).  It  had  been  con- 
tended for  the  defence  at  the  hearing  that  a  person  who 
did  not  hold  herself  out  as  a  dis^penser  of  physicians' 
prescriptions  could  not  be  said  to  act  as  an  apothecary. 
The  judge  now  said  that,  having  looked  into  the  authori- 
ties, he  must  give  judgment  for  the  Society  for  the  sum 
of  £20  Claimed. 

Perpetual  Injunction  Granted.— An  action  by  Ashton 
&  Parsons,  Ltd.,  London,  E.C.,  against  C.  Robinson 
(trading  as  Robinson  Brothers)  and  G.  Robinson,  both 
of  Whitehouse  Lane,  Sheffield,  came  before  Mr.  Justice 
Romer  in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  on 
February  20,  on  a  motion  for  judgment  in  default  of 
appearance.  Mr.  Evan  Jackson,  for  the  plaintiffs,  tstated 
that  the  action  was  to  restrain  an  infringement  of  trade- 
mark and  passing  off  by  selling  goods  not  manufactured 
by  the  plaintiffs  as  "  Phosferine."  His  lordship  granted 
a  perpetual  injunction  restraining  the  defendants  from 
using  bottles,  labels,  or  advertisements  bearing  the  word 
"  Phosferine,"  and  consequential  relief. 

Unlawful  Practice  of  Dentistry. — At  Folkestone,  on 
February  24,  Mr.  Robert  Robertson,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, was  summoned  for  having  practised  as  a  dentist, 
he  not  being  registered.  The  chief  constable  stated  that 
the  defendant  had  previously  been  on  the  Dentists 
Register,  and  had  paid  a  registration  fee  up  to  1922. 
He  had  been  warned  by  the  Dental  Board,  it  was  added, 
that  he  must  not  practise  again  till  his  name  was  restored. 
A  fine  of  £10  was  imposed. — At  Leigh,  on  February  18, 
John  Gregory,  collier,  Atherton,  was  fined  £10  for  prac- 
tising dentistry  without  being  registered.  It  was  stated 
for  the  prosecution  that  on  January  15  the  defendant 
administered  a  preparation,  extracted  a  tooth,  and 
charged  Is.  3d.  He  had  ignored  a  warning  by  the 
Board. 

British   Oxygen   Co.,   Ltd.,  v.   Liquid   Air,  Ltd.— In 

the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court,  London,  on 
February  13,  Mr.  Justice  Romer  had  again  before  him 
the  motion  by  the  British  Oxygen  Co.,  Ltd.,  for  an 
interlocutory  injunction  restraining  Liquid  Air,  Ltd., 
from  dealing  with  a  private  bnsiness  letter  written  by 
one  of  the  plaintiffs'  Lancashire  district  managers  to  a 
customer  of  the  plaintiffs  (C.  <L-  D.,  February  14,  p.  220). 
Mr.  Upjohn,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  that  Sir  Henry 
Slesser,  K.C.,  now  appeared  for  the  defendants,  and  had 
put  in  a  great  deal  of  evidence  which  it  was  desired  to 
answer.  It  had  been  arranged  that  the  motion  should 
again  stand  over  for  a  week.  His  lordship  assented.— 
In  the  same  court,  on  February  20,  Sir  Henry  Slesser, 
for  the  defendants,  stated  that  each  side  had  received 
many  heavy  affidavits  from  the  other  which  required 
answering,  and  it  had  been  arranged  that  the  motion 
should  stand  over  for  another  week.  His  lordship 
assented. 

Breach  of  Contract  Case. — ^At  Glamorgan  Assizes,  on 
February  17,  Mr.  Richard  Lloyd,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Glenroy  Street,  Cardiff,  sued  Clarke's  Chemists  (South 
Wales),  Ltd.,  for  damages  for  breach  of  contract.  There 
was  a  counter-claim  against  the  plaintiff  for  permission 
to  assign  the  premises,  164  Glenroy  Street.  Mr.  D. 
Powell  appeared  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  K.  Jenkins 
for  the  defendants.  Mr.  Lloyd  gave  evidence  to  the 
effect  that  in  1920  he  started  in  business  at  Glenroy 
Street,  and  later  entered  into  a  partnership  with  two 
others,  by  which  he  was  to  receive  £4  per  week  as 
manager  and  60  per  cent,  of  the  profitis.  Eventually 
the  business  was  taken  over  by  the  defendants,  and 
plaintiff  under  an  agreement  was  to  be  employed  as 
manager  for  fourteen  years  at  the  Gleni'oy  Street 
premises.  Later  the  defendants  offered  him  a  position 
at  the  Newport  shop,  and  while  he  was  prepared  to 
accept,  he  wished  that  the  agreement  should  be  honoured. 


His  salary  had  been  stopped.  Judgment  was  given  for 
the  plaintiff,  and  the  counter-action  was  withdrawn  on 
terms. 

Dispensing  Tested.- At  the  Kensington  (London) 
Petty  Sessions,  on  February  17,  the  adjourned  summons 
taken  out  by  the  Kensington  Borough  Council  against 
Mr.  Isaac  Bowen,  chemist  and  druggist,  Goldborne  Road, 
W.IO  {O.  <L-  D.,  January  24,  p.  112),  came  on  for  hearing. 
The  case  had  been  adjourned  for  an  independent  analysis 
to  be  made  at  Somerset  House.  Mr.  Whitwham,  for  the 
Council,  said  he  had  been  in  communication  with  Mr. 
Kirby,  solicitor  for  the  defendant,  and  he  had  asked  for 
a  further  adjouriunent  for  a  month,  in  view  of  the 
short  time  he  had  had  to  consider  the"  Government 
analyst's  certificate.  The  Bench  agreed  to  the 
adjournment. — At  Islington  (London)  Petty  Sessions, 
on  February  20,  Mr.  W.  G.  Phillips,  chemist 
and  druggist,  94  Richmond  Road,  N.l,  was 
summoned  for  having  supplied  medicine  not  of 
the  nature,  substance  and  quality  demanded.  Mr. 
Braniall  appeared  for  the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  H.  Glyn- 
Jones,  barrister,  defended.  Mr.  Bramall  having  stated 
that  the  mixture  was  27  per  cent,  deficient  in  quinine 
sulphate,  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  that  the  defendant  frankly 
admitted  that  a  mistake  had  been  made,  and  that  there 
was  no  answer  to  the  charge.  Mi.  Phillips,  who  had 
served  four  years  in  the  Army,  qualified  in  1921,  and 
had  been  in  business  on  his  own  account  for  fourteen 
months.  In  _  these  circumstances,  counsel  asked  the 
Bench  to  refrain  from  recording  a  conviction  against  him, 
or  in  any  case  from  inflicting  a  heavy  penalty.  There 
was  no  suggestion  that  there  was  any  intention  of  doing 
wrong.  A  fine  of  £5,  with  £2  2s.  costs,  was  imposed. — 
At  the  same  court,  Mr.  W.  Moody,  33  Papham  Road, 
N.l,  was  summoned  for  a  similar  offence.  Mr.  Bramall 
said  that  considerable  carelessness  had  been  shown  in 
dispensing  the  prescription,  which  was  23  per  cent,  short 
in  quinine  sulphate,  19  per  cent,  deficient  in  ammonium 
bromide,  and  contained  phosphoric  acid  which  was  not 
in  the  prescription.  Mr.  Moody's  explanation  was  that, 
being  short  of  hydrobromic  acid,  he  used  phosphoric 
acid.  This  was  a  hopeless  v/ay  of  making  up  a  prescrip- 
tion. Another  feature  of  the  matter  was  that  he  did  not 
know  whether  Mr.  Moody  was  a  qualified  chemist ;  a 
label  with  another's  name  on  it  was  pasted  over  his 
on  tlie  bottle.  When  the  prescription  was  presented, 
the  defendant  told  the  messenger  that  he  had  no  hydro- 
bromic acid,  but  said  he  would  send  out  and  get  some. 
Mr.  II.  Ricketts,  who  appeared  for  the  defence,  admitted 
that  the  prescription  as  not  accurately  dispensed.  Mr. 
Moody  was  not  himself  a  qualified  chemist,  and  did  not 
very  often  make  up  prescriptions,  although  with  his  long 
experience^provided  that  tlisy  contained  nolhing  danger- 
ous— he  was  very  capable  of  making  them  up.  When 
the  prescription  was  presented,  his  assistant,  \Vho  was 
a  qualified  chemist,  was  not  in  the  shop,  and  it  was  the 
defendant's  wish  that  the  prescription  should  be  made 
up  by  him.  As  to  the  presence  of  phosphoric  acid  in  the 
prescription,  the  defendant  was  under  the  impression 
tliat  the  effect  of  it  was  to  dissolve  the  other  ingredients. 
He  regretted  that  the  pres;  ription  had  not  been  accu- 
rately dispensed,  which  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
qualified  assistant  was  not  in  the  shop  when  it  was 
presented.  The  chairman  sa:d  that  this  case  was  much 
more  serious  than  the  last  one,  and  the  Bench  had 
decided  to  inflict  a  fine  of  £7.  with  £2  2s.  costs.  They 
viewed  with  alarm  the  amount  oi  wrong  making  up 
that  seemed  to  be  taking  place  in  regard  to  prescriptions. 
If  there  was  a -tradesman  to  whom  the  public  looked  for 
reliability  it  was  to  the  chemist,  and  they  hoped  that 
more  care  would  be  exercised  in  the  dispensing  of 
prescriptions. 

Patent  Rights  Appeals. — In  the  House  of  Lords,  on 
February  3,  Viscount  Haldane  and  Lords  Dunedin,  Shaw, 
Buckmaster  and  Blanesburgh  delivered  judgment  in  two 
appeals — one  from  the  Scottish  Courts  and  the  other  from 
the  English — which  arose  out  of  actions  by  the  British 
Thomson-Houston  Co.,  Ltd.,  for  alleged  inf ringement  of 
letters  patent  relating  to  an  invention  of  "  improvements 
in  and  relating  to  the  treatment  of  tungisten  to  facilitate 
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working."  The  action  was  concerned  with  the  use  of 
tungsten  as  a  material  from  which  the  wire  filaments  of 
incandescent  lamps  are  made.  In  the  first  action  against 
Charlesworth,  Peebles  &  Co.,  Glasgow,  the  Scottish  Courts 
held  that  the  patent  was  valid  and  had  been  infringed. 
In  the  action  against  the  British  Insulated  and  Helsby 
Cables,  Ltd.,  the  English  Court  of  Appeal,  reversing  a 
decision  by  Mr.  Justice  Russell,  held  that  the  subject  of 
the  letters  patent  lacked  novelty  and  subject-matter. 
Lord  Haldane,  in  a  lengthy  judgment,  reviewed  the  two 
actions  in  detail.  The  patent  of  1909  sued  on,  said  his 
lordship,  followed  on  a  previous  patent  belonging  to  the 
British  Thomson- Houston  Co.,  and  taken  out  in  1906. 
The  invention  which  was  the  subject-matter  of  the 
earlier  patent  had  been  communicated  from  the  General 
Electric  Co.,  of  Schenectady,  in  the  L'nited  States.  The 
invention  in  the  later  patent  now  sued  on  had  been 
similarly  communicated.  Tungsten  as  ordinarily  obtained 
assumed  the  form  of  a  finely  divided  dark  powder,  and 
could  not  be  agglomerated  into  a  coherent  product  unless 
subjected  to  some  fspecial  treatment.  The  natentees  found 
that  tungsten  might  be  consolidated  and  put  into  condi- 
tion for  the  rolling  and  drawing  treatment  in  the  manner 
therein  described.  Before  the  date  of  this  patent  it 
was  in  the  main  true  that  it  was_  not  known  how  to 
work  tungsten  efficiently,  as  no  body  of  tungsten  could 
be  nroduced  to  which  the  metal  worker's  art  could  be 
applied  for  the  really  satisfactory  pi'oduction  of  filaments. 
Nor  even  under  the  processes  disclosed  by  this  patent 
were  tungsten  wire  filaments  rolled  or  drawn  satisfac- 
torily until  a  period  after  its  date.  Tlie  tungsten  fila- 
ments in  use  had  so  far  been  produced  by  what  was 
known  as  the  Just  and  Hanaman  process,  out  of  tungsten 
powder  held  together  by  an  organic  binding  material, 
and  ihen  squirted  after  being  sintered,  so  that  the 
particles  were  kept  together  by  incipient  fusion.  The 
new  melhod  of  1906  indicated  in  addition  that  if  tung- 
sten was  rolled  when  sufficiently  hot,  and  if  heating  to 
excess  wore  avoided,  it  was  possible  to  do  the  necessary 
work  in  the  air  at  a  temperature  up  to  dull-red  heat, 
which  approximated  to  7C0°  C  a  temperature  somewhat 
higher  than  that  at  which  steel  could  be  rolled.  Accord- 
ing to  the  new  invention  of  1909.  it  had  been  found 
that  as  the  tungsten  was  worked  while  hot,  as  by 
hammering,  rolling,  drawing,  or  the  lilce,  it  progressively 
changed  in  some  peculiar  manner,  and  after  a  certain 
amount  of  working  took  such  physical  or  molecular 
structure  as  would  permit  mechanical  working  at  room, 
temperatures.  In  other  words,  the  tungsten  thus  treated 
was  so  ductile  as  to  admit  of  bending,  rolling,  drawing, 
or  the  like,  either  at  ordinary  temperatures  (say,  40°  C.) 
or  hot,  as  might  be  preferred.  Reading  the  two  patents 
together,  it  did  not  appear  to  him  that  tungsten  made 
ductile  hot  under  the  patent  of  1906  was  materially 
different  from  tungsten  that  was  ductile  when  it  had 
cooled  down  after  treatment  by  tlie  method  of  1909. 
The  metal  worker  of  ordinary  skill  appeared  caoable 
of  getting  the  same- 'product  by  either  method  of  work- 
ing. In  this  connection  it  was  significant  to  notice  further 
that  a  valuable  comnxercial  pr.»duct  did  not  appear  to 
have  emerged  before  1911  or  l!jl2.  Reading  the  jDatents 
together,  he  tlmught  that  the  claim  was  one  reall,v  for 
tuncfsten  ductile  c:)ld.  and  not  for  new  steps  by  which 
the  metal  was  hammered,  rolled,  or  drawn  in  a  graduated 
fashion.  In  the  light  of  the  evidence,  he  was  unable  to 
believe  that  repeated  mechanical  working  was,  b,v  itself, 
a  new  discovery  or  a-  patentable  invention  under  the 
patent  of  1909.  He  thought  that  the  English  appeal 
should  be  dismissed,  with  costs.  As  to  the  Scottish 
appeal,  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  case  should  be  re- 
mitted to  the  Court  of  Session,  the  interlocutors,  of  the 
Courts  below  recalled,  and  the  defenders  assoilzied  from 
the  conclusions  of  the  action,  with  costs  above  and  laelow. 
The  other  members  of  the  Court  delivered  judgment  to 
the  same  effect. 

Conspiracy  Charge.— At  Tower  Bridge  Court,  London, 
on  February  17,  Morris  Lipski,  Daniel  De  Kovnick,  and 
Solomon  Diamondstein  were  charged  on  remand  with 
conspiring  to  obtain  goods  {€'.  ct  D.,  rebruar,v  14,  p.  220). 
Joseph  Fisher,  103  Brick  Lane,  said  he  assisted  his 
father,   Harry   Fisher,   who   carried   on   business  ais  a 


druggist  at  that  address.  On  December  4  or  5,  1924, 
Diamondstein  called  at  the  shop,  showed  him  samples 
of  Fiver's  Pompeii  powders,  and  asked  witness  if  he 
was  in  a  position  to  buy.  Diamondstein  said  that  he 
dealt  in.  job  lines.  He  offered  the  face  powder  to  witness 
at  17s.  6d.  per  dozen.  AVitness  offered  him  17s..  and 
the  accused  said  he  had  only  one  gross.  He  then 
offered  one  gross  of  Yardley's  "  ily  Lady  "  face  powder 
at  8s.  6d.  per  dozen.  Witness  agreed  to  buy  them,  and 
they  were  delivered  the  following  day.  They  were  paid- 
for — £15  6s.  About  a  week  later,  Diamondstein  called 
and  offered  him  50  gross  of  Melrose  tablets  at  10s.  a 
grosis.  The  ^Magistrate  :  Diamondstein  comeis  to  y9U 
and  describes  himself  as  a  furrier.  How  long  had  you 
known  him  ? — That  was  the  first  t  ime.  The  Magistrate  : 
Where  is  your  father  ? — He  is  at  home.  It  is  a  one- 
man  business.  The  IMagistrate  :  Well,  you  had  better 
tell  your  father  that  both  he  and  you  had  better  be 
careful  about  this  one-man  business.  Yardleys  are  very 
well-known  people  in  the  trade.  What  is  their  wholesale 
price  for  these  face  powders? — Nine  and  sixpence.  The 
Magistrate  :  So  you  are  dealing  with  a  stranger  at  Is. 
per  dozen  less  than  trade  price.  Let  me  tell  you  again 
you  had  better  be  careful.  Isaac  Silberberg,  drug-store 
proprietor,  79  Clifistian  Street,  E.,  said  he  received  a 
communication  on  the  telephone  on  December  10.  He 
recognised  the  voice  as  that  of  De  Kovnick.  He  had 
known  him  eighteen  months  as  a  drug-store  owner.  He 
said  he  had  ten  gross  Melrose  tablets  for  sale,  and 
asked  witness  if  he  could  do  with  them.  Witness  asked 
the  price,  and  De  Kovnick  said  "  Ten  shillings."  He 
brought  the  receipt  (produced).  He  could  not  remember 
the  makers'  name,  but  the  market  price  was  12s.  He 
still  had  nine  gross  left.  Cross-examined,  witness  said 
he  thought  De  Kovnick  w  as  in  a  substantial  way  of 
business.  The  ^Magistrate  :  Have  you  one  of  these 
tablets  with  you?  The  witness  handed  one  to  his  worship. 
The  Magistrate  :  I  see  the  makers"  name  is  on  the  carton. 
It  is  Roberts  &  Sheppey.  These  things  are  in  good  con- 
dition. I  advise  you,  as  I  advised  the  last  witness  : 
you  had  better  be  careful,  or  you  will  find  yourself  in 
the  dock  for  receiving  stolen  property.  Aaron  Levene, 
wareliouseman.  131  and  132  Houndsditch,  said  that  on 
December  10  he  received  a  call  on  the  telephone.  The 
Magistrate  :  Now  we  are  entitled  to  have  the  'phone 
mesisage. — The  message  on  the  'phone  was  :  "  We  are 
the  Devon  Drug  Stores,  Brick  Lane.  We  are  closing 
down,  and  have  a  big  stock  of  jNJelrose  tablets  for  sale. 
Can  you  do  with  some?  "  Cross-examined,  witness  said 
he  remembered  De  Kovnick,  as  he  used  to  work  in 
Houndsditch.  He  did  not  know  him  otherwise.  The 
Magistrate  :  Did  you  ask  for  any  explanation  why  you 
were  offered  this  at  2s.  Jess  than  the  market  priee  ?  I 
say  to  you  as  I  have  said  ta  the  others  :  you  had  better 
be  careful.  Lewis  Frankenberg,  sundriesman  and  general 
merchant,  15  Stoney  Lane,  E..  deposed  to  a  similar 
transaction,  and  formal  evidence  as  to  banking  and  print- 
ing transactions  was  given.  May  E.  Goldsworth,v, 
employed  by  Mr.  Solomon  Barlow,  said  she  recognised 
all  three  prisoners.  They  had  all  been  to  witness's 
emplo,yer's  premises.  Lipski  brought  a  note  saying 
he  had  been  recommended  to  Mr.  Barlow  for  face 
powders,  for  cash.

After  making  provision  for  all  the 
usual  disbursements  (including  a  sum  of  £25,000  placed 
to  the  general  reserve  fund),  there  was  a  balance  of 
£165,733  to  be  carried  forward,  an  increase  of  £28,652 
over  that  of  the  preceding  year.  During  the  past  twelve 
months  the  company's  trade  had  been  fairly  steady; 
"  and  while  there  has  been  no  marked  recovery  either 
for  the  home  or  export  trade,  we  hope  that  more  settled 
political  coiiiditions  will  lead  to  an  expansion  of  trade, 
b->'  which  we  should  benefit.  So  far  as  export  business 
is  concerned,  the  unstable  exchange  situation  compels  one 
to  exercise  special  caution.  .  .  ."  The  chairman  referred 
to  boric  acid  as  a  food  preservative  in  the  following 
terms  : — "  We  have  supplied  a  specially  pure  make  of 
boric,  acid  for  food-preservative  purposes,  but  the  Quan- 
tity involved  is  only  a  small  percentage  of  our  total 
buisiness,  and,  therefore,  while  there  will  be  some  loss 
of  profit  if  boric  acid  is  entirely  prohibited  as  a  food 
preservat'ive,  it  will  not  amount  to  a  serious  figure.  .  .  . 
During  the  very  large  and  extended  experience  we  have 
had  in  the  production  of  boric  acid  and  oorax  in  our 
refineries  in  various  parts  of  the  world,  we  have  never 
known  illness  to  occur  which  could  be  attributed  co  these 
products  in  the  case  of  employees  working  year  in  and 
year  out  in  an  atmosphere  of  them,  breathing  and 
absorbing  them  continually,  but,  on  the  contrary,  our 
workers  are  exceptionally  free  from  the  troubles  which 
it  is  claimed  in  some  quarters  arise  from  their  use.  Our 
works  are  open  for  medical  examination  as  to  the  correct- 
ness of  this  statement,  and  we  are  always  ready  in  every 
wav  to  assist  at  an  investigation  and  to  arrive  at  the 
truth.  We  have  no  wiish  to  benefit  by  the  sale  of  our 
products  for  any  particular  purpose  if  it  can  be  con- 
clus'ively  shown  that  in  such  case  they  are  harmful  to 
the  public.  There  is,  on  the  other  hand,  ample  evidence 
spread  over  the  past  fifty  years  of  the  beneficial  effect 
of  the  moderate  and  reasonable  use  of  boric  acid  as  a 
food  preservative,  enabling  producers  in  distant  places 
to  shin  their  products  here  to  arrive  in  a  wholesome  state 
and  fit  for  consumption,  and  so  to  cheapen  some  of  the 
most  necessai-y  and  perishable  food  products.  We  look 
upon  much  of  the  agitation  that  has  occurred  afs  largely 
factitious,  supported  by  faddists  or  by  well-meaning 
peoole,  misled  bv  incorrect  or  insufficient  information, 
investigation,  or  by  unjustifiable  inferences,  and  possibly 
also  supported  by  trade  interests  which  might  hope  to 
obtain  an  advantage  by  its  prohibition.  We  have  con- 
fidence, therefore,  that  a  careful-  and  impartial  investi- 
gation will  establish  that  on  balance  the^  advantages 
derived  from  the  reasonable  use  of  boric  acid  as  a  food 
preservative  far  outweigh  any  theoretical  disadvantages 
that  can  be  advanced  as  an  argument  against  it."  The 
report  wais  adopted.

ruary 4  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court.  The  debtor 
attributed  his  failure  and  insolvency  to  bad  trade,  lack  of 
capital,  and  excessive  expenditure.

Local  Reports 

Barrow-in-Furness. — During  the  quarter  ended  Septem- 
ber 30.  22.11B  prescriptions  were  dispensed,  at  a  cost  of 
£753  15s.  9d.,  an  average  of  8.2d.  per  prescription. 

Cariiiff. — A  meeting  of  Panel  cliemistis  was  held  at 
Cardiff  recently,  Sir.  J.  D.  Jenkins  in  the  chair. 
There  was  an  attendance  of  sixty  panel  chemists.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Statutory  Committee  reported  that  the 
secretary  (Mr.  A.  S.  Johnson)  had  been  re-apipointed 
by  the  IMinister  of  Health  to  the  Cardiff  In- 
surance Committee,  and  in  turn  had  been  co- 
opted  a  member  «f  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-com- 
mittee, Finance  Subcommittee,  and  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal. Joint  Service  Subcommittee.  During  1924,  212,497 
prescriptions  were  dispensed  at  a  '  total  coist  of 
£7,309  18.3.  5d.,  an  increase  of  over  20,000  on  the  year 
1923,  with  an  approximate  increase  of  £1,000,  whilst  the 
expenses  levied  upon  the  Panel  chemists'  accounts  for 
the  Statutory  Committee's  expenses  were  in  1923 
£54  4,s.  5d.,  and  during  1924  £52  Ss.  2d.  During  1923 
the  error  in  pricing  was  only  7s.  2d.  on  prescriptions 
valued  at  £612,  whilst  during  a  portion  of  1924  there 
was  the  small  error  of  4s.  3d.  on  prescriptions 
valued  £427. 

Devon. — A  meeting  of  the  Devon  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee was  held  at  Exeter  on  February  11,  Mr.^  J.  E. 
Calkin  (chairman)  presiding.  Complaint  was  received  of 
a  dispensing  advertisement  which  took  the  form  of  a 
prize  scheme,  numbered  coupons  being  given  away  with 
each  dispensing  transaction.  It  was  resolved  to  send 
full  particulars  both  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union,  with  a  request  that  the 
strongest  possible  action  be  taken.

Tussis  Rub.,  delete 
syr.  pruni  virg.,  add  liq.  rubri  51]-  The  formula  for 
Liq.  Bubri  is  amaranth,  gr.  xxv.,  aq.  clilorof.  (ex  cone. 
1-40),  3xx.  Liq.  rubri  has  been  adopted  in  place  of 
iiq.  cocci,  which  was  incompatible  in  the  acid  mixture. 
The  following  formulas  are  added  Collyrium  acidi 
borici  (ac.  borici  sij.,  aq.  dest.  .Iviij.)  ;  pil.  aperiens 
(p'il.  coloc.  CO.  gr.  v.);  pil.  aper.  c.  calomel,  (pil.  cal. 
col.  et  hyoscy.  B.P.). 

Kent.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
February  11  the  Pharmaceutical  Subcommittee  reported 
that  of  eleven  samples  of  medicine  taken  for  analysis  one 
was  inaccurate.  The  mixture  supplied  contained  87.3 
grains  of  potassium  iodide,  whereas  only  60  grains  were 
prescribed.  The  firm  concerned  acknowledged  and  re- 
gretted the  error,  and  the  subcommittee  recommencled 
that  a  caution  be  administered.  The  recommendation 
was  adopted. 

Middlesex. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee, held  on  February  18,  Mr.  Thomcis  Marns  in  the 
chair,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  appointment  of 
delegates  to  attend  the  R.P.U.  Conference  on  March  25.

Portsmouth. — An  appreciation  expressed  by  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  panel 
chem^ists  during  the  past  year  wa,s  acknowledged  by  Mr. 
F.  -  H.  Ruoff,  secretary  of  the  Portsmouth  Phar- 
macists' Association,  in  a  letter  read  at  the  monthly  meet- 
ing of  the  Insurance  Committee  recently.  Mr.  Ruoff 
also  .intima,ted  that  .Messrs.  W.  R.  Atterbury  (Somers 
lioad,  Southsea),  T.  0.  Barlow  (Palmerston  Road,  South- 
sea),  and  T.  Brevvis  (Twyford  Avenue,  Stamshaw)  had 
been  re-elected  upon  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Subcom- 
mittee. Payments  to  the  diemisits  wers  approved  for  the 
month  of  November  amounting  to  £709  13.5.  8d.,  a.nd  to 
the  dO'Ctors  for  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  amounting  \o 
£5,582  5s.  lid.  The  Pharmaceutical  Committee's  eslimato 
of  administrative  expenditure  for  1925,  £50,  vv'as  pa.s»ed 
for  submission  to  the  iMinistry,  and  the  receipt  of  the 
following  advices  of  credit  for  1924  were  reported  :  Drug 
fund,  £7,350;  practit)oi]er,s'  fund,  £29,970;  prescription 
pricing,  £353;  and  special  arrangements  fund,  £19  5s.' 
Payments  to  chemists  on  the  panel  for  1924  amounted 
to '£8,759  Is.  5d.  (1923,  £7,023  8s.).  The  expenses  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  were  £42  10s.  Id.  (1923, 
£46  6s.  lid.). 

Surrey. —  At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
recently,  the  IMedical  Benefit  Subcommittee  reported  that 
the  amount  available  for  the  1924  drug  fund  was 
£20,500.  Four  chemists  have  resigned  from  the  panel. 
A  complaint  made  against  a  chemist  for  the  non-dispens- 
ing of  a  prescription  for  belladonna  ointment  was 
e.x.plained  by  the  fact  that  the  chemist's  manager  was  on 
holiday,  his  place  being  taken  by  a  locum  tenens.  It 
was  not  known  wdiy  he  had  refused  the  prescription.  The 
explanation  was  accepted.  The  subcommittee  received  a 
request  from  the  Joint  Committee  for  Pricing  Prescrip- 
tions (South-Eastern  Division)  as  to  whether  the  com- 
mittee, in  conjunction  with  the  Panel  Committee,  would 
agree  to  participate  in  the  issue  of  a  Regional,  as  distinct 
from  a  County,  Pharmacopoeia.  The  subcommittee  is 
referring  the  matter  to  the  County  Panel  Committee.  The 
Minister  of  Health  advised  that  the  credit  on  account 
of  the  cost  of  prescription  pricing,  etc.,  for  the  year  1924 
was  £823.  The  clerk  of  the  Joint  Committee  had  made 
application  for  £111.  In  the  statement  of  accounts  the 
value  of  scripts  under  testing  of  drugs  scheme  was  given 
as  £1  5s.  Payments  included  Drug  Fund,  1923, 
£3,642  12s.  lid.,  and  1924,  £20,567  7s.  lOd. 
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Pharmacy  in  Esthonia

In  Czarist  Russia,  of  which  Esthonia  was  formerly  a 
part,  pharmacies  and  pharmaceutical  laboratories  were 
placed;  under  the  supervision  of  the  provinical  boards  ox 
health,  which  consisted  of  a  medical  officer,  who  acted 
as  inspector  of  pharmacies,  his  assistant,  a  chemist- 
pharmacist,  and  a  secretai'y.  The  pliarmacist  played  a 
secondary  role,  and  only  accompanied  the  medical  officer 
when  town  businesses  were  being  inspected,  in  order  to 
assist  him  in  controlling  the  prices  charged  for  prescrip- 
tions and  to  examine  the  galenical  preparations,  etc. 
Otherwise  his  duties  were  chiefly  confined  to  forensic 
investigations  in  cases  of  poisoning.  The  chief  authority 
resided  in  the  Imperial  Medical  Council,  which  included 
two  delegates'  of  the  Russian  Pharmaceutical  Society  as 
representatives  of  the  profession.  For  long,  Russian 
pharmacists  had  aspired  to  take  a  more  effective  partici- 
pation in  the  administration  and  supervision  of  phar- 
macy, and  what  they  failed  to  achieve  has  been  realised 
by  the  pharmacists  of  Esthonia  since  it  became  an 
independent  State.  Already  in  1918  the  Board  of 
Health  in  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior  of  the  new 
Republic  was  divided  into  two  departments,  a  medical 
and  a  pharmaceutical  section,  the  director  of  the  Board 
being  a  medical  officer.  The  chief  of  the  pharmaceutical 
department  must  be  a  pharmacist  (the  present  holder  of 
this  position  is  the  writer  of  this  article. — Editor). 
assisted,  since  1921,  by  an  inspector  of  pharmacies  and  a 
secretary,  both  of  whom  are  pharmacists.  In  1919  the 
department  entered  into  its  duties  by  proceeding  to 
register  all  pharmacists,  as  well  as  the  pharmacies,  drug 
stores,  laboratories  and  mineral  water  factories,  which 
are  placed  under  its  control,  in  the  country.  The  next 
task  was  to  elaborate  new  regulations  in  keeping  with 
the  times  and  to  meet  the  altered  conditions.  During 
the  troublous  years  which  followed  the  proclamation  of 
Esthonia's  independence,  the  control  over  all  exports  and 
imports  of  medicaments  was  vested  in  the  pharmaceutical 
department,  and  it  also  had  to  supervise  the  supply  of 
medicinal  agents  to  privately-owned  businesses  from  the 
stocks  purchased  by  the  Gtovernment.  The  regular 
periodic  inspection  of  pharmacies,  laboratories,  drug 
stores  and  mineral  water  factories  was  initiated  in  1921, 
and  revealed  how  very  superficial  this  control,  carried 
out  by  a  medical  man,,  had  been  under  Russian  domina- 
tion. As  a  result  of  these  inspections,  coupled  with  the 
good  will  shown  by  pharmacists  to  remedy  existing 
defects  and  irregularities,  often  at  considerable  expense, 
it  has  been  possible  to  raise  the  general  standard  to  a 
satisfactory  level.  Although  many  pharmacists  have 
openly  declared  to  the  writer  that  the  present  control  by 
a«  pharmacist  is  much  more  rigorous  than  the  supervision 
formerly  exercised  by  the  doctors,  they  willingly 
acquiesce  in  the  new  requirements,  recognising  that  it 
is  undertaken  by  a  pharmaceutical  department  in  which 
they  have  confidence,  and  which  is  animated  by  the 
firm  desire  to  act  in  the  best  interests  of  the  profession 
at  large,  and  of  the  population.  Particularly  bad  were 
the  conditions  prevailing  in  tlie  drug  stores.  Under  the 
Russian  regime  the  latter,  owing  to  the  lax  supervision, 
had  ostensibly  encroached  on  the  privileges  legally  re- 
served to  pharmacists,  and  by  openly  selling  all  medica- 
ments for  which  a  prescription  was  not  required,  had 
become  dangerous  competitors.  Although  an  official  drug 
tariff  was  in  existence,  the  Russian  medical  authorities 
openly  countenanced  these  illegal  practices,  ostensibly  to 
cheapen  the  price  of  remedies  to  the  public,  a  striking 
example-  of  the  dual  system  so  common  in 
linperial  Russia.  Of  forty  mineral  water  fac- 
tories inspected  in  1923,  only  one  'was  found  to 
be  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  the  task  of  enforc- 
ing the  official  regulations  ajDplicable  to  drug  stores, 
and  to  mineral  water  factories,  throws  a  heavy  burden  of 
work  on  this  department.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  latter, 
and.  with  its  active  co-operation,  an  institute  for  the 
analysis  of  medicaments  was  created  and  attached  to 
the  University    of   Tartu    (Dorpat),    in    which  all  new 


remedies,  pharmaceutical  specialities,  toilet  preparations, 
etc.,  are  examined.  All  applications  for  licences  to 
manufacture,  or  to  import,  any  such  products  are  dealt 
with  by  the  pharmaceutical  department,  its  decision 
depending  on  the  result  of  the  examination  undertaken 
in  this  institute.  Since  1923  the  department  is  charged 
with  tlie  task  of  issuing  the  official  drug  tariff,  and  has 
also  been  entrusted  with  the  work  of  elaborating  the  first 
national  Esthonian  Pharmacopoeia,  to  replace  the  Russian 
Pharmacopoeia  of  1910,  which  is  still  the  official 
standard  in  use.  as  w  ell  as  the  Russian  Military  Pharma- 
copoeia of  1913.  In  addition,  it  is  now  engaged  in  pre- 
paring a  "  Manuale  Pharmaceuticum."  The  journal  of 
the  Esthonian  pharmaceutical  profession,  a  monthly 
publication  which  bears  the  title  Pharmacia,"  is  edited 
by  the  director  of  the  pharmaceutical  department,  and  last 
year  tiie  Government  granted  a  subvention  toward.s  the 
cost  of  its  production.  Since  the  introduction,  on 
January  9,  1923,  of  the  new  lew  regulating  the  exercise 
of  pharmacy  (C.  S  D.,  II,  1921,  index  folio  83) ,  all 
applications  for  opening  new  businesses  and  changes  in 
ownership  are  dealt  with  by  the  pharmaceutical  depart- 
ment. In  addition,  it  takes  an  active  part  in  the  work 
of  promoting  the  cultivation  and  collection  of  indigenous 
medicinal  plants,  in  conjunction  with  the  special  institute 
for  this  purpose  attached  to  the  University  of  Tartu 
(Dorpat)  [the  activities  of  which  were  described  in  the 
C.  ct-  D.,  II,  1921,  index  folio  684.— Editor.].  The 
department  is  also  considering  ways  and  means  of 
entrusting  the  control  of  foods  to  pharmacists,  since 
they  are  eminently  fitted  to  conduct  food  analyses.  As 
will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing,  the  pharmacists 
of  E,sthonia  enjoy  a  liberal  measure  of  self- 
government,  and  have  achieved  much  that  was 
denied  to  them  under  the  Russian  rule.  However, 
they  regard  these  advantages  merely  as  a  preliminary 
step  towards  their  real  aim— that  the  entire  administra- 
tion of  all  matters  pertaining  to  pharmacy  should  be 
vested  in  the  members  of  the  profession  itself,  free  from 
any  interference  by  medical  men,  on  the  basis  of  a  resolu- 
tion passed  at  the  first  Esthonian  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
gress, held  in  1918  under  the  presidency  of  the  writer, 
to  the  effect  that  the  pharmaceutical  department  should 
be  separated  from  the  Board  of  Health  and  made  an 
independent  section  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior. 
The  doctors  advance  the  following  reasons  to  account  for 
their  opposition  to  this  proposal: — (1)  There  is  no  inde- 
pendent department  for  pharmaceutical  affairs  in  countries 
without  a  Ministry  of  Health,  and  in  other  countries  the 
postulated  form  of  self-government  by  the  pharmaceutical 
profession  is  non-existent  ;  (2)  doctors  desire  to  retain 
the  right  of  controlling  the  dispensing  of  their  prescrip- 
tions by  pharmacists;  (3)  the  general  educational 
standard  and  university  training  of  pharmacists  in  many 
countries  is  inadequate;  (4)  pharmacists,  on  the  whole, 
refrain  from  participating  in  the  political,  municipal  and 
social  life  of  the  community,  and  therefore  do  not  enjoy 
quite  the  same  degree  of  respect  as  is  accorded  to  medical 
practitioners.  It  is  an  open  question  how  long  these 
reasons  will  prevail,  and  a  revulsion  will  certainly  take 
place  in  time,  as  the  pharmacist's  standard  of  education 
is  raised  and  his  position  among  the  university-trained 
section  of  the  community  is  improved,  and  with  a  more 
active  participation  in  public  affairs.  In  the  meantime, 
the  medical  profession  is  willing  to  concede,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  proposed  new  health  law,  that  the  existing 
pharmaceutical  department  should  have  administrative 
powers,  and  that  the  representation  of  the  profession  in 
the  Medical  Council  should  be  increased  by  the  inclusion 
of  three  pharmacists,  viz.,  the  director  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical department,  a  representative  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical faculty  of  the  University,  and  a  representative 
nominated  by  the  pharmaceutical  associations.  The 
question  of  pharmaceutical  self-govei'nment  is  an  im_port- 
ant  point  in  the  progressive  advancement  of  the  profession 
as  a  whole,  and  the  realisation  of  this  aim  should  be 
investigated,  and  furthered,  by  the  International  Pharma- 
ceutical Federation,  which  should  assist  the  national 
associations  in  their  struggle  to  achieve  this  goal. 
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Labelling  Poison  Preparations 

III 

In  the  second  article  of  this  series  ifi.  d-  D.,  February  7, 
p.  188),  chloroform,  1  in.  96,  was  given  ais  a  scheduled 
poison  without  an  explanation  which  it  wais  intended  to 
add.  The  entry  in  Part  II  of  the  Poisons  Schedule  is 
"  Chloroform  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures  contain- 
ing mor-e  than  20  per  cent,  of  chloroform."  The  position 
is  that  the  "  preparation  "  is  not  a  poison  in  dilutions 
higher  than  1  in  5.  It  'is  customary  in  making  stock 
preparations  to  start  from  chloroform  rather  than  a 
dilution  such  as  sp.  chlorof . ;  the  former  is  a  poison, 
but  the  latter,  usually  less  than  20  per  cent.,  is  not, 
and  the  Labelling  Order  says  "  every  preparation  contain- 
ing as  an  ingredient  thereof  any  poison  thereof  to  which 
the  Acts  apply."  The  Acts  apply  to  "  chloroform,"  which 
is  a  poison  within  the  terms.  The  position  was  most 
probably  foreseen,  and  officially  would  be  interpreted  in 
the  sens©  that  the  article  sold  is  not  a  poison  so  long  as 
it  is  greater  than  the  specified  ddution,  and  as  such  need 
not  be  declared  an  the  label. 

Typical  instances  in  which  this  difficulty  of  'interpreta- 
tion occur  are  as  follows  : —

The  proportion  of  chloroform  in  this  mixture  is  about 
1  in  420,  and  the  preparation  may  be  regarded  as  made 
with  freshly  prepared  chloroform  water,  and  therefore 
to  be  outside  the  Labelling  Order.

Here  the  chloroform  is  1  in  9,  and  the  proportion  of 
lin.  bellad.  1  in  4^.  The  latter  must  be  declared, 
but  on  the  basis  of  a  dilution  being  made  less  than 
the  statutory  limit,  chloroform  need  not  be  declared. 
It  is  not  unusual  to  have  equal  parts  of  the  liquids  in 
a  liniment,  which  might  bring  chloroform  within  the 
terms  of  the  Labelling  Order.  This  form  of  preparation 
iis  seen  in  lin.  A.B.C.,  B.P.C.,  which  contains  20  per 
cent,  chloroform.  In  this  case  it  is  sufficient  to  specify 
lin.  A. B.C.,  B.P.C.  It  is  always  necessary  in  these 
strong  preparations  to  be  sure  of  the  dilution  of  the 
chloroform. 

Forms  of  Labels 

Many  labels  submitted  to  ujs  show^wrong  construction 
in  the  declaration.  Tile  original  Act  governing  the  sale 
of  poisons  is  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  but  the 
.schedule  of  poisons  was  more  clearly  defined  in  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1908.  The  Labelling  Order 
is  made  under  powers  given  in  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
and  Pharmacy  (Amendment)  Act,  1923.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary to  specify  the  Acts  on  the  label  of  a  preparation, 
but  if  any  reference  is  made  to  the  authority  the  term 
"  Pharmacy  Acts  "  'is  the  best  to  use,  and  as  there  are 
three  different  dates,  it  is  better  to  omit  the  year. 

The  order  says  "  labelled  with  the  name  of  the  poison 
and  proportion  thereof."  It  follows  that  a  separate  slip 
label  with  the  statutory  information  upon  it  is  not  ruled 
out  here,  as  it  is  under  the  terms  upon  which  the  indica- 
tions of  the  composition  of  "  known,  admitted  and 
approved  remedies  "  are  made  under  the  Medicine  Stamp 
Acts.  There  is,  however,  a  risk  that  the  small  slip 
label  may  occasionally  be  overlooked  in  labelling.  Every- 
thing points  to  it  being  an  advantage  to  incorporate  the 
declaration  in  the  main  label.  The  question  whether  it 
should  appear  also  on  the  carton  or  wrapper  has  been 
raised,  and  our  answer  is  that,  although  there  is  no 


ruling  on  the.  point,  it  Is  an  advantage  to  have  th« 
same  style  on  the  wrapping  of  the  container  as  on  the 
container  itself.  The  wording  tused  may  be  similar  to 
this  :  — 

"  The  Pharmacy  Acts  require  this  preparation  to  be 
labelled  poison,  as  it  contains  codein  phosphate,  1  part 
in  436,"  or 

"  This  preparation  contains  among  other  ingredients  0.23 
per  cent,  of  codein  phosphate,  and,  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  is  labelled  poison." 

Abbreviations  of  the  name  of  the  poison  may  be  vised, 
subject  to  these  being  in  accordance  with  the  official 
specification.  This  matter  we  shall  deal  with  in  another 
article. 


Drug  Cultivation  in  Hungary 

Phioe,  to  the  war  there  was  no  organised  cultivation  or 
collection  of  medicinal  plants  in  Hungary.  The  numerous 
varieties  of  medicinal  plants  which  grow  wild  in  ■various 
districts  of  the  country  were  collected  chiefly  by  children, 
and  sold  by  the  peasants  to  dealers,  without  any  special 
care  in  drying.  A  few  insignificant  attempts  were  nrade  to 
cultivate  certain  drugs  on  an  experimental  scale,  but 
owing  to  lack  of  support  were  doomed  to  failure.  During 
the  war,  when  imports  of  indispensable  drugs  ceased, 
attempts  were  made  to  cultivate  certain  valuable  plants, 
particularly  peppermint,  castor  oil,  caraway  and  others. 
Later,  the  Au.xiliary  War  Department  turned  its  atten- 
tion to  this  matter  and,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  F. 
Darvas,  the  village  schoolmasters  were  instructed  to  urge 
their  scholars  to  collect,  during  their  free  time,  the  medi- 
cinal plants  to  be  found  in  the  vicinity  of  the  callages. 
Dr.  Darvas's  organisation  was  eminently  successful  and 
included  as  many  as  2,050  collectors.  As  a  further  step 
the  first  Hungarian  medicinal  plant  experimental  station 
was  created  with  the  object  of  investigating  the  active 
principles  of  medicinal  plants  and  the  most  rational  means 
of  cultivating  the  same.  Unfortunately,  during  the  years 
1918  and  1919,  practically  all  the  plantations  were  de- 
stroyed ;  indeed,  the  Communists  caused  several  of  them  to 
be  ploughed  up.  In  1920,  Dr.  Darvas,  for  the  second  time, 
created  an  entirely  new  organisation  diA/ided  into  two  sec- 
tions. All  questions  referring  to  the  cultivation  and 
examination  of  the  plants  are  dealt  with  by  the  re-created 
medicinal  plant  experimental  station,  while  the  collection 
and  distribution  of  the  drugs  is  supervised  by  a  special 
rlepartment  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  Active  steps 
have  been  taken  by  the  Government  to  interest  the 
farmers  in  cultivating  medicinal  plants,  by  supplying 
them  with  seeds  and  practical  information  through  the 
experimental  station.  Formerly,  Hungarian  drugs  were 
consigned  in  large  amounts  to  Hamburg  and  sold  as 
German  goods.  Now,  however,  Hungarian  exporters  are 
desirous  of  entering  into  direct  relations  with  foreign 
buyers  in  order  to  secure  due  recognition  in  the  world 
market  for  Hungarian  drugs.  The  principal  drugs  ex^ 
ported  from  Hungary  are  chamomile,  juniper,  lime  flowers, 
Eoapwort.  belladonna,  stramonium,  mullein  and  wormwood, 
all  of  which  occur  in  large  amounts  in  various  parts. 
During  the  last  few  years  greater  care  has  been  paid  in  the 
collection  of  ergot.  In  addition  to  these,  a  large  number 
of  other  less  important  drugs  are  collected,  including  can- 
tharides.  With  regard  to  cultivation,  at  present  attention 
is  concentrated  on  coriander,  mustard,  peppermint,  cara- 
way, lavender,  while  other.s  are  grown  in  smaller  amounts, 
mostly  in  gardens.  The  cultivation  of  aromatic  plants 
has,  so  far,  proved  highly  successful,  and  large  amounts 
are  being  used  for  the  purpose  of  extracting  their  essen- 
tial oils,  a  promising  new  branch  of  Hungarian  industry. 
To  show  the  strides  which  have  been  made  as  a  result  of 
the  introduction  of  an  organisation  to  the  cultivation  and 
collection  of  medicinal  plants.  Dr.  Darvas  states  that  prior 
to  the  war  large  amounts  of  chamomile  were  imported 
from  abroad,  although  this  plant  grows  wild  in  profusion 
throughout  the  country.  In  1920,  Hungary,  although 
reduced  in  size  in  consequence  of  the  Peace  Treaty,  was 
able  to  export  57,  in  1921  116,  and  in  1922  as  much  as 
215  truck  loads  of  drugs,  while  no  drugs  actually  produced 
in  the  country  were  imported. 
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Dental  Propaganda  Conference 

A  CONFERENCE  of  the  Dental  Heullh  Propaganda  Com 
mittee  of  the  Dental  Board  of  the  United  Kingdom  and 
representatives  of  otiier  bodies  was  lield  recently  at  44 
Hallam  Street,  London,  W.l.  The  gathering  numbered 
thirt}'-one.  The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  official 
report  : — 

The  Chaibm'iN  (the  Rt.  Hon.  V.  D.  Acland)  said  he 
had  noted  about  eight  different  methods  by  which 
the  public  might  be  interested.  Tire  first  was  tlio 
question  of  special  publications,  leaflets,  etc..  for  dis- 
tribution by  doctors  and  dentists.  The  second  was  by 
means  of  articles  in  newspapers,  on  which  there  was  a 
division  of  opinion.  For  liimself  he  thought  that  if 
advertisements  of  this  kind  were  entirely  impersonal,  the 
only  disadvantage  was  the  expense.  The  third  was 
lectures,  and  he  di'ew  attention  to  a  section  of  the  Insur- 
ajice  Act  under  which  Insurance  Committees  are  directed 
to  make  provision  for  lectures  on  matters  concerning 
public  health.  The  fourth  was  the  use  of  fihns.  which 
would  have  to  be  Iiandled  carefully,  as  the  public  were 
not  fond  of  instruction.    Lastly,  there  was  broadcaisting. 

Mr.  Lindsay  (British  Dental  Association)  said  that 
what  was  most  wanted  was  some  method  of  organisation 
and  some  scheme  devised  whereby  it  might  be  put  npoii 
a  national  basis.  He  thought  that  films  Inid  only  a 
limited  use  and  involved  great  expense.  He  thought 
that  leaflets,  of  wliich  there  were  many  in  existence, 
might  be  made  use  of,  and  that  there  should  also  be 
articles  in  the  journals  on  the  subject.  As  to  finance, 
he  thougiit  the  Ministry  of  Healtli  should  make  itself 
responsible  for  the  printing  and  issue  of  leaflets  in  the 
same  way  as  was  done  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

Mr.  Crowthebs  (Incorporated  Dental  Society)  said 
there  was  ample  evidence  that  tlie  public  .demand  for 
dental  service  had  decreased,  particularly  in  industrial 
-districts.  Owmg  to  the  reduction  of  advertisements, 
dentistry  was  not  now  nnder  continual  ]3ublic  notice  as 
it  had  been  previously.  In  dealing  with  the  masses,  the 
methods  of  attraction  by  brightly  illustrated  slogans 
would  give  results  a  hundred-fold  more  than  a  logical 
e.xpounding  of  a  subject 

Mr.  Ash  (Amalgamated  Dental  Society)  thought  the 
decrease  was  primarily  due  to  bad  times,  and  there  was 
no  real  evidence  that  the  public  took  a  greater  interest 
in  the  care  of  the  teeth  than  in  pre-war  days.  He  was 
not  of  opinion  that  the  withdrawal  of  ad\ertiseinents  liad 
contributed  to  the  falling  off  of  demand. 

Mr.  Sheppard  (Amalgainated  Dental  Society)  was  not 
altogether  in  favour  of  lectures.  The  matter  should  be 
approached  from  the  national  point  of  view,  and  this 
would  require,  he  thought,  about  £30,000  as  a  minimum. 

Mr.  Crew  (National  Association  of  Insurance  Commit- 
tees) thought  the  mains)5ring  of  the  organisation  shoul  1 
be  the  Ministry  of  Health,  which  should  direct  opera- 
tions. It  was  intended  when  before  the  Royal  Commis 
sion  to  give  evidence  referring  to  the  universal  beneftt 
of  giving  dental  treatment  to  all  concerned,  particularly 
insured  persons,  and  it  was  hoped  that  money  would  be 
allotted  for  that  purpose,  but  it  would  have  to  be  care 
fully  administered  to  avoid  waste.  He  thought  that  the 
dentist,  together  with  the  chemist  and  doctor,  ought  to 
be  represented  on  Insurance  Committees. 

Dr.  Wheatley  (Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health) 
hoped  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  going  to  institute  a 
great  scheme  of  public  health  propaganda.  The  work 
must  be  done  through  local  organisations,  particularly  the 
local  health  authorities,  the  educational  authorities  and 
Insurance  Committees.  He  attached  importance  to 
leaflets  if  brouglit  into  the  household  at  the  right  time, 
and  by  a  persoir  who  could  explain  them.  Newspaper 
articles  were  in  his  view  extremely  good,  and  lectures 
were  most  valuable  if  given  to  the  right  people. 

Sir  George  New-man's  Si-ggestions 
Sir  George  Newman  (Ministry  of  Health)  desired  to 
emphasise  the  word  "  education  "  rather  than  "  propa 
ganda."  The  way  to  teach  public  health  was  to  secure 
that  over  a  long  period  of  years  people  should  be  pro- 
vided with  the  necessary  facilities  for  living  according 


to  the  laws  of  health.  People  in  Ejigland  were  practising 
health  to-day.  jiot  because  of  the  things  that  they  had 
been  told  in  the  last  ten  years,  but  because  of  what  the 
State  had  jn'ox'ided  for  the  practice  of  health  during  the 
last  ci'iitury.  for  instance,  water  supply,  sanitalicjn,  and 
the  school  dental  ser\ice,  which  is  steadily  revolutionising 
public  opinion  in  schyols — parents  and  the  children — b/ 
the  practice  of  dentistry  on  an  enormous  «cale.  In  1911 
there  were  30  dentists  ;  'in  1923,  469  in  700  dental  clinics. 
They  were  inspecting  l,5C0.0CO  children  and  treating 
600,000.  His  experience  was  that  in  the  schools  and 
in  the  Insurance  system  tliere  was  an  increasing  and  ever- 
present  demand  for  a  better  understanding  of  dental 
hygiene,  and  for  a  better  iiracticc  of  it.  This  demand 
would  have  to  be  considered  by  the  Royal  Commission, 
whose  decisions  must  be  awaited.  Indi^;crimijiate  distri- 
bution of  leaflets  was  useless.  He  advocated  "  tooth- 
brush drill  "  as  inculcating  a  habit. 

Mr,  Walus  (Society  of  IMedical  Officers  of  Health) 
denied  that  tliere  was  any  ground  for  saying  that  there 
was  a  diminishing  interest  in  the  question  of  dental  work 
since  the  cessation  of  advertising.  Lectures  in  simjile 
lanouage  if  accompanied  by  something  like  a  "  tea-fight  " 
witli  lantern  slides  of  animals,  etc..  produced  interest, 
and  people  would  attend  them,  but  lectures  in  geiieral  on 
the  subject  of  dental  propaganda  were  useless.  At 
lectures  to  parents  the  organisers,  w-ho  were  the  people 
who  do  the  following  up  and  get  those  who  .have  been 
dentally  inspected  to  attend  for  treatment,  should  be 
there.  In  his  experience,  pamphlets  were  useless  for 
people  in  tlie  South.  WitJi  regard  to  newspaper  articles 
he  thought  they  were  apt  to  lead  in  the  direction  of 
stunts,  and  a  stun.t  was  almost  imariably  followed  by  a 
slump. 

Mr.  Henderson  (Public  Dental  Service  Association) 
said  that  ahout  5,000,000  people  were  entitled  to  denta! 
benefit  if  the  money  was  available.  His  society  hoped 
that  in  the  next  year  or  two  there  would  be  an  enormous 
extension  of  this  work.  He  was  confident  that  this  \vould 
be  tlie  result  of  the  Royal  Comniissiou  now  sitting.  No 
mention  liad  been  directly  made  of  the  enormous  system 
of  friendly  societies,  who  had  a  large  share  in  the 
present  administration  of  medical  benefit. 

Mr.  BroGk  (Dental  Board)  regretted  that  he  had  not 
found  answers  to  the  questions  which  were  in  his  mind 
when  he  came  to  the  meeting.  The  immediate 
practical  problem  v/as  :  what  steps  were  possible  to 
bring  some  of  tliose  hundred  of  thousands  of 
people  who  needed  dental  treatment  to  the  notice 
of  dentists  who  were  under-employed?  He  sug- 
gested that  the  real  object  of  the  meeting  was  not 
so  much  to  enter  into  anv  exhaustive  examination  of  the 
methods  of  approach  to  the  popular  mind,  but  to  consider 
what  was  the  practical  method  to  adopt  to  secure  some 
union,  some  co-ordination,  between  the  different  bodies, 
all  having  the  same  object,  but  all  of  which  had  been 
working  independently,  and  very  often  without  any  linow- 
ledge  of  what  the  other  organisations  were  doing.  He 
suggested  the  formation  of  a,  central  body  which  would 
act  ai5  a  nexus  between  all  the  different  organisations. 

Dr.  Fish  (British  Society  of  Dental  Surgeons)  thought 
that  the  first  thing  was  to  provide  treatment  on  a  con- 
tributory basis,  because  as  soon  as  people  found  them- 
selves contributing  to  a  scheme  they  would  take  advantage 
of  it.  The  next  point  was  the  consideration  of  the 
prevention  of  dental  disease.  He  thought  that  education 
in  eating  hard  food  and  the  elimination  of  sticky  things 
such  as  jams  and  treacle  and  various  forms  of  isugar 
should  be  undertaken.  This  should  be  part  of  the 
National  Health  Insurance  work.  He  suggested  a  book 
at  a  cheap  price  giving  inistrnction. 

The  Chairman,  having  ascertained  that  those  present 
would  be  willing,  if  asked,  to  serve  o'n  a  body  such  aa 
was  indicated  by  Mr.  Brock,  went  on  to  say  that  as  j 
result  of  the  morning's  discussion,  he  thought  the  question 
was  not  one  of  a  large  campaign  of  advertising,  or  of 
publication  and  distribution  of  literature,  but  rather  one 
of  trying  to  see  that  the  best  use  was  made  of  all  the 
existing  organisations.  Mr.  Gut  said  that  the  Propa- 
ganda Committee  would  consider  every  suggestion  that 
had  been  made  and  was  to  be  made. 
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United  States 
Pharmacies 

In  our  Special  Issue  of  1924  we  gave  a 
selection  of  views  of  Continental  phar- 
macieis,  which  we  now  follow  with  re- 
pr-eseiitations  of  a  few  well-known 
pharmacies  in  the  United  States.  One 
of  the  photographs  on  this  page  shows 
the  buildings  on  Broadway  and 
Thirty-Fourth  Street,  New  York, 
occupied  by  E.  H.  Macy  &  Co.,  Inc., 
one  of  the  largest  and  busieist  depart- 
ment stores  of  that  city.  .  It  was 
founded  isixty-six  years  ago  by  Mr. 
Rowland  H.  Macy,  with  a  capital  of 
.'S300,  and  recently  a  nineteen-storey 
addition  was  opened,  while  extensive 
structural  alterations  were  made  in 
the  old  building,  which  has  housed 
"  Macy's  "  since  1902.  The  store 
now  has  148  selling  departments  and 
7,500  employees.  The  lower  illustra- 
tion shows  a  section  of  the  new  and 
recently  enlarged  drug  and  toilet  de- 
partment, which  carries  in  stock  no 
less  tlian  1,200  kinds  of  perfumes, 
1,300  face  powders,  and  .  5C0  cold 
creams.  A  feature  of  the  organisation 
of  this  department  'is  that  the  sales 
clerks  call  section  managers  by  a 
system  of  red  and  green  lights  with 
buzzer  signals.  On  the  opjjosite  page 
the  interior  views  of  three  leading 
drug.iitores  from  the  East,  West  and 
the  middle  of  the  States  demonstrate 
the  typical  features  of  an  American 
pharmacy.  Apart  from  the  soda  foun- 
tain, which  naturally  occupies  pride 
of  place,  special  attention  is  paid  to 
the  display  of  candies,  perfumes  and 
cigars.  In  this  respect  the  perfumery 
department — the  Beauty  Show — of  the 
Owl  Drug  Store  in  Los  Angeles  strikes 
a  novel  note  with  its  profusion  of 
flowers  and  foliage,  in  which  is  sus- 
pended a  cage  with  birds.  In  com- 
parison with  these  attributes  sym- 
iDolical  of  the  Golden  West,  the 
interior  of  tlie  Liggett's  drug  store  in 
New  York  appears  austere  and  busi- 
ness-like, while  the  chairs  and  tables 
in  the  Biasi  Pharmacy,  Blcomington 
(111.),  would  seem  a  compromise 
between  East  and  West.

Selling  Wireless  Apparatus 

A  note  of  optimism  is  struck  by  Mr.  F.  Melville  Thomas,  chemist 
and  drui50ist,  Neath  and  Resolven,  who,  in  the  following  article, 
divulges  the  secret  of  his  success  in  dealing  with  the  sale  of  a 
proprietary  article.  He  urges  chemists  suffering  from  the  com- 
petition of  stores,  excessive  overhead  charges  and  small  profits  to 
follow  his  example  and  adopt  a  scientific  side-line  in  keeping  with 
the  art  of  pharmacy, 

TnvrES  are  bad!  Yes,  desperately  "bad,  for  most  traders. 
However,  there  is  no  real  room  for  the  C'heniist  to  com- 
plain. Conditions  to  him  are  as  good  and  as  bright  as 
ever  they  were,  even  as  good  as  they  were  in  1920,  if  he 
only  fakes  tlie  hand  of  opportunity.    The  best  thing  I 

could  do  as  a  chemist 
wlien  I  t«oli  over  my 
busineiss  seven  years  ago, 
at  the  age  of  twenty-five, 
was  to  get  busy,  and  I 
liave  been  busy  ever 
since.  It  is  not  my  pur- 
pose in  writing  this 
article  to '  describe  the 
means  I  adopted  during 
those  easy  money-making 
years  of  1919,  1920  and 
1921,  but  to  e.xplain  how 
to  get  busy  in  these 
yeans  of  slump.  If,  in- 
stead of  increasing  or  re- 
maining stationary,  your 
turnover  is  decreasing 
each  year,  take  my  ad- 
vice and  "  change  your 
gear,"  it  is  safer  than 
"  brakes."  I  have  done 
it,  and  the  result  is  that 
my  turnover  for  1924  is  liigher  than  it  was  even  in  1920. 
One  cannot  hops  to  keep  up  the  turnover  of  1920  by  sell- 
ing the  same  goods  to  the  same  number  of  people.  The 
selling  prices  of  the  goods  are  down,  and  the  earning 
power  of  the  population  is  dawn  even  more.  The  only 
way  to  keep  up  turnover  or  increase  that  of  1920  is  to 
adopt  another  department  or  side-line,  but  don't  start 
selhng  alarm  clocks,  rag  dolls,  or  Christmas  cards  ;  add  a 
dignified  side-line  and,  what  is  more,  a  scientific  side-line, 
something  consistent  with  our  training.  In  fact,  let  that 
sideline  be  wireless  apparatus.  It  is  dealing  in  high -class 
wireless  apparatus,  which  is  the  golden  opportunity  for 
chemists  to-day.  As  in  my  case,  if  the  sale  of  high-class 
wireless  apparatus  iis  taken  up  seriously  by  any  chemist, 
he  will  find  that  instead  of  going  down,  his  turnover  will 
increase  on  that  of  1920. 

The  Opening  Order 

I  speak  as  a  pioneer  of  Welsh  wireless  dealers,  and  as 
one  of  the  most  successful  retailers  in  the  Principality. 
It  was  at  the  Wireless  E.xhibition  held  in  London  in 
1922  that  I  gave  my  first  order  for  such  goods,  and,  let 
me  add,  that  was  one  of  the  best  day's  work  I  have 
ever  done.  My  order  was  given  at  the  stand  of  the 
Marconi  Scientific  Instrment  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  from  that  day 
to  this  I  have  neither  bought  nor  sold  a  single  wireless 
article  except  that  which  came  from  that  company's 
depot.  I  am  quite  convinced  that  it  was  the  policy  laid 
down  in  1922 — that  I  would  not  sell  anything  but  Mar- 
coniphones — which  has  been  the  fundamental  reason  why 
I  have  made  such  a  tremendous  success  of  wireless  trad- 
ing. Since  1922  I  have  adhered  strictly  to  that  policy. 
The  thought  that  I  should  stock  some  other  makes  or 
sell  accessories  for  constructors'  sets  has  never  entered 
,  my  mind.  I  have  allowed  others  to  dabble  in  parts, 
and  the  result  of  this  adhesion  to  a  definite  policy  has 
culminated  in  my  wireless  department  doing  a  turnover 
of  over  £5,000  per  annum.  The  magnitude  of  this  depart- 
ment is  such  that  for  the  past  fifteen  months  I  have 
secured  the  services  of  Mr.  Robert  Miller  (C.  <£  D., 
Jan.  10,  p.  51),  a  practical  and  capable  wireless  engi- 
neer, to  look  after  it.  However,  let  me  emphasise  that, 
prior  to  the  appointment  of  an  engineer,  one  of  my 
assistants  saw  to  the  erections  and  installations,  and 
I  employed  a  master  carpenter  to  do  the  manual  work. 


Tliis  demonstrates  that  taking  up  a  Marconiphone 
agency  does  not  necessitate  employing  a  practical  engi- 
neer.  To  deal  in  Marconiphones  does  not  require  any 
wireless  technical  knowledge;  it  only  requires  a  little 
common  sense,  and  the  help  of  a  carpenter  or  someone 
who  is  accustomed  to  roof  climbing,  to  erect  an  aerial 
and  install  a  set.  As  for  understanding  a  Marconiphone, 
a  child  of  ten  could  do  it  in  less  than  tAvo  hours. 
However,  lest  I  may  be  misunderstood,  it  may  be  men- 
tioned that  the  extent  of  the  Marconiphone  business 
lias  not  dropped  on  me  like  a  shower  from  the  clouds. 
I  have  put  considerable  personal  energy  into  this  depart- 
ment and  never  have  I  been  guilty  of  lack  of  enterprise 
— but  for  all  the  energy  and  enterprise,  no  department 
of  my  business  has  anything  like  so  substantially  paid 
me  as  wireless. 

An  Attr.4ctive  Display 
As  regards  my  window,  the  display  includes  every 
Marconiphone  model,  one-,  two-,  three-  and  four-valve 
sets,  and  loud  speakers  ranging  in  price  from  £1  10s. 
to  the  new  bronze  statuette  Primax  model  at  £20  for  a 
centre-piece.  It  is  not  just  one  of  each  I  show  and 
stock  (with  the  exception  of  the  four-valve  model)  ;  I 
order  a-half  to  one  dozen  of  each  of  the  £35  10s.  three- 
valve  and  the  £16  15s.  two-valve  sets  at  a  time.  The 
same  applies  to  the  £7  7s.  Primax  fan  loud  speaker. 
Recently  I  made  a  border  to  my  window,  using 
fourteen  of  these  loud  speakers.  It  is  of  interest  to 
note  that  this  display  contained  over  £400  worth  of 
goods,  and,  further,  that  every  article  in  the  display 
lias  been  sold  and  replaced.  My  stock  of  Marconiphones 
is  the  largest  and  most  comprehensive  in  the  Princi- 
pality. More  than  that,  I  believe  I  hold  the  unique 
position  of  being  the  only  dealer  in  the  country  whom 
the  Marconi  Co.  regard  so  liiuch  that  they  will  not 
deal  with  anyone  in  the  town  in  opposition  to  me. 
What  I  want  to  impress  upon  chemists  is  to  leave 
dabbling  in  wireless  knick-knacks  and  parts  to  others  and 
specialise  in  Marconiphones.  Justice  can  only  be  done 
to  one  make  of  apparatus,  so  let  that  one  be  of  the  best. 
When  making  a  display  of  wireless  goods  leave  out 
of  the  window  entirely  such  things  as  accumulators 
and  wires,  only  show  the  instrument  itself  with  valves 
iixed  in  and  a  pair  of  headphones  and  a  smart  loud 
speaker  suitably  arranged.  Such  a  display  appeals  to 
the  ordinary  man,  and  ' 
particularly  to  his  wife. 
Let  them  see  that  a  wire- 
less instrument  can  be  a 
piece  of  furniture  for  the 
best  room  of  any  house 
and  not  a  "  hook-up  " 
only  fit  for  a  kitchen. 
It  will  generally  be 
found  that  wireless  shops 
are  stocked  with  all  sorts 
of  wireless  oddments,  and 
when  a  customer  comes  in 
for  a  high-class  instru- 
ment it  has  to  be  specially 
ordered.  That  condition 
of  affairs  is  a  chemist's 
opportunity — take  it  by 
specialising  in  Marconi- 
phones. What  is  more,  I 
am  convinced  (and  the 
secret  of  sales  is  the 
faith  you  have  in  the 
goods  you  sell)  there  is 
the  British  market  to 
the  one-,    two-,  three

not  an  instrument  on 
compare  with  any  of 
and  four-valve  Alarconiphone 
modejs  for  long  range,  purity  of  tone  and  volume  free 
from  distortion.  Moreover,  there  is  no  instrument  so 
easy  to  sell  as  the  Marconiphone,  for  you  can  chal- 
lenge its  performance  against  any  other  make  without 
the  remotest  fear  of  being  let  down. 

Selling  a  Set 
A  remarkably  easy  way  to  sell  a  wireless  set  is  to 
get  into  conversation,   with  any  regular  customer,  on 
any  wireless  topic ;    and     if    you    see   he    is  keenly 
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intexested  in  wireless,  offer  him  as  a  favour  to  erect 
a  temporary  aerial  if  he  will  help  you  (his  assistance  is 
of  prime  importance),  and  lend  him  an  instrument  for 
the  week-end.  Invariably  that  set  will  never  come 
Back;  for  he  will  not  be  able  to  part  with  it,  and  if 
he  cannot  pay  cash  for  it  on  the  spot  he  can  pay  £3 
down  and  the  remainder  in  twelve  monthly  instal- 
ments. Providing  he  has  a  good  character,  this  con- 
tract can  be  entered  into  without  loss ,  or  risk  to  your- 
self, because  the  Marconi  Co.  stands  all  the  risk  and 
pays  the  dealer  in  full  for  the  apparatus,  less  2^  per 
cent.  It  may  be  contended  that  the  Marconiphone  is 
too  expensive  for  the  average  working  man.  This  is 
a  great  mistake,  as  more  than  half  of  my  buyers  are 
working  men.  The  cheapest  complete  two-valve  set 
retails  at  about  £10,  against  the  Marconiphone  at  £15  15s. 
The  buyer  would  have  to  pay  cash  for  the  £10  set, 
whereas  he  would  only  have  to  find  £3  for  the  Mar- 
coniphone and  the  remainder  to  be  paid  in  twelve 
monthly  instalments.  To  have  dealt  in  Marconiphones 
has  been  the  means  of  giving  my  name  and  establish- 
ment unlimited  advertisement^  apart  from  the  publicity 
I  had  in  giving  wireless  demonstrations  in  public  halls 
in  the  early  days  of  British  broadcasting.  For  instance, 
I  was  entrusted  by  the  Messrs.  Marconi,  on  behalf  of 
the  "  Daily  Mail,"  to  reproduce  the  openmg  ceremony 
of  the  British  Empire  Exhibition  at  Wembley  (on  loud 
speakers  and  apparatus  specially  lent  by  the  company) 
on  the  Neath  Public  Square.  About  a  month  ago  the 
Marconi  Co.  sent  their  public  demonstration  van  (fitted 
with  those  famous  Captam  Round  loud  speakers)  to 
Neath.  For  two  days  this  van,  bearing  my  name  fore 
and  aft  and  on  each  side,  paraded  the  town  and  district 
all  day,  and  in  the  evenmg  gave  public  concerts  on 
my  behalf.  Those  loud  speakers  could  be  heard  dis- 
tinctly a  mile  away,  and  the  volume,  which  was  free 
from  distortion,  was  nothing  short  of  miraculous.  It 
was  the  last  word  in  publicity.  There  was  a  crowd  of 
thousands,  most  of  whom  took  part  in  open-air  dancing 
from  ten  o'clock  until  midnight  to  the  lively  strains 
of  the  Savoy  Orpheans  and  Havana  Bands.  In  the 
atmosphere  of  this  amazement  and  excitement  I  close, 
and  recommend  a  remedy  for  your  complaint.  It 
is  for  you  to  decide  whether  you  need  this  remedy, 
and  it  rests  in  your  hands  whether  you  will  apply  it. 
Lastly,  and  not  least,  the  profit  on  the  remedy  is  25 
per  cent.,  plus  2^  for  monthly  payment,  'plus  2^  for 
quarterly  allowance — not  10  per  cent,  or  less,  as  on 
some  patents.

Benzoic  Acid. — A  process  for  the  manufacture  of  benzoic 
acid,  consisting  in  treating  tar  oil  residues  with  carbon 
dioxide,  removing  the  phenols'  and,  after  prolonged 
heating,  precipitating  the  benzoic  acid  by  means  of 
sulphuric  acid.

Allbtttt. — At  St.  Radegund's,  Cambridge,  on  Febru- 
ary 22,  the  Right  Hon.  Sir  Thomas  Clifford  Allbutt, 

K.C.B.,  F.R.S.,  M.D., 
LL.D.,  F.L.S.,  aged 
eighty-eight.  Sir  Clifford 
Allbutt  graduated  as 
bachelor  of  medicine  at 
Cambridge  in  i860,  and 
shovtly  afterwards  estab- 
lished himself  in  23i'actice 
at  Leeds.  To  attempt  to 
compi  ess  into  a  few  lines 
■  the  record  of  an  unusually 
full  and  distinguished  life 
would  be  misleading  :  it 
must  suffice  to  say  that, 
alike  as  Regius  Professor 
of  Physic  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Cambridge  and  as 
the  general  editor  of  "  A 
System  of  Medicine  and 
Gynaecology  "  in  eight 
volumes  (re-edited  in 
1905  with  the  assistance 
of  Sir  Humphry  Rolles- 
ton) ,  he  was  probably  the  best  known  of  English 
physicians.  In  many  spheres  of  medicine,  such  as 
ophthalmoscopy,  the  nervous  system,  and  the  heart,  he 
did  brilliant  work;  and  to  him  is  attributed  the  present 
form  of  clinical  thermometer.  The  older  form,  which 
was  in  use  till  the  late  'sixties,  had  an  average  length 
of  ten  inches,  and  involved  a  wait  of  five  minutes  in 
taking  a  reading ;  such  an  instrument  was  of  Tittle  service 
outside  the  wards  of  a  hospital,  and  the  shorter  and 
more  rapid  clinical  thermometer,  first  made  by  Harvey 
&  Reynolds,  Leeds,  found  ready  acceptance.  Sir  Clifford 
also  published  more  than  one  monograph  on  medical 
history.  Honours  were  showered  upon  him  bv  univer- 
sities and  other  academic  bodies,  and  hiis  personal  g'ifts 
were  of  an  order  that  gave  him  a  position  of  almost 
unparalleled  authority  in  his  profession.

He  wais  appointed  to  the  staff 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  remained  there 
for  abont  forty  years.  His  methods  were  so  distinctive 
that  in  1875  he  was  elected  to  the  Fellowship  of  the 
Royal  Society ;  and  he  became  a  pioneer  in  bacteriology, 
teaching  at  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital.  His  best-known 
works  are  "  Micro-organisnus  and  Disease  "  and  "  Ele- 
ments of  Histology." 

Murray. — ^At  Duns,  on  February  8,  Mr.  Charles  Alex- 
ander Murray,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  third  son  of  the  late  Mr. 
M.  D.  Murray,  chemist  and  druggist,  Dalbeattie,  aged 
twenty-four. 

Thorpe. — At  Whinfield,  Saloombe,  South  Devon,  on 
February  23,  Sir  Thomas  Edward  Thorpe,  C.B.,  F.R.S., 
D.Sc,  LL.D.,  aged 
seventy-nine.  Sir  Ed- 
ward Thorpe  was  born  at 
Harpurhey,  Manchester, 
and  was  educated  at 
Owens  College,  now  the 
Victoria  University. 
After  a  brief  period  of 
study  in  Germany,  he 
returned  to  Manchester 
to  act  as  demonstrator  in 
chemistry  under  the  late 
Sir  Henry  Rosooe,  and  in 
1870  went  to  the  Anderso- 
nian  Institution,  Glasgow, 
as  professor.  Four  years 
later  he  accepted  a  simi- 
lar post  at  Leeds,  remov- 
ing thence  to  the  Royal 
College  of  Science,  South 
Kensing-ton.  For  sixteen 
years  (1894-1910)  Sir  Ed- 
ward was  director  of  the 
Government  laboratories  in  London ;  and  in  that  capacity 
he  not  only  kept  pace  with  the  multiform  demands  of 
his  work,  but  also  succeeded  in  winning  the  confidence 
of  the  industrial  chemists  and  manufacturers  with  whom 
he  had  official  relations.  Among  the  questions  that 
came  up  for  consideration  during  his  tenure  of  office 
were  lead  poisoning  in  the  pottery  industry  and  th© 
presence  of  toxic  amounts  of  arsenic  in  beer ;  his  elec- 
trolytic method  of  detecting  the  presence  of  minute  pro- 
portions of  arsenic  was  given  in  detail  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  I,  1903,  p.  977.  During  those  years  he 
received  his  knighthood  and  was  made  an  honorary 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain.; 
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When  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  used  to 
hold  its  meetings  in  the  same  town  as  the  British 
Association,  Sir  Edward  was  an  occasional  visitor,  and 
at  Yorlfj  in  1881,  he  read  a  paper  on  glycerinuni  acidi 
gallici.  From  thiis  kind  of  investigation  to  astronomy 
is  a  long  distance,  and  the  range  of  Sir  Edward's  powers 
may  be  gauged  by  the  fact  that  he  wa.=  a  member  of 
no  fewer  than  four  solar  eclipse  expeditioms.  All  these 
activities,  however,  must  be  ranked  as  subsidiary  to  his 
editorship  of  the  "Dictionary  of  Applied  Chemiistry  "  ; 
the  first  edition  (in.  seven  volumes),  dating  from  1890, 
and  the  second,  which  began  to  appear  in  1921,  constitute 
the  memorial  by  which  he  will  best  be  remembered. 
Among  other  outstanding  investigations  carried  out  by 
him  was  a  determination  of  atomic  weights,  in  the  course 
of  which  he  worked,  inter  alia,  on  half  a  ton  of  pitch- 
blende placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Royal  Society  by 
the  Aui&trian  Government,  and  carried  out  9.400  recrys- 
tallisa.tionis  after  his  preliminary  e.xtraction.  Sir  Edward 
was  endowed  with  a  lucid  style  in  exposition,  rendering 
his  "  History  of  Chemistry  "  as  attractive  as  his  books 
on  yachting.  He  was  Vice-President  of  the  Royal 
Society  in  1894-95,  President  of  the  Chemical  Society 
from  1899  to  1901,  President  of  the  British  Association 
in  1921,  President  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry 
in  1895,  and  an  honorary  or  corresponding  member  of 
learned  bodies  in  many  parts  of  tlie  world.  Alike  on 
the  literary  and  on  the  experimental  side,  he  attaiijod 
a  distinct'ion  which  few  men  of  science  in  his  generation 
have  equalled. 

RovpNTHJSE. — At  Clifton  Lodge,  York,  on  February  24, 
Mr.  Joseph  Rowntree,  late  chairman  of  llowntree  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  cocoa,  manufacturers,  aged  eighty-eight.  Mr. 
Rowntree  was  the  son  of  a  York  grocer,  and  was 
associated  with  his  father  in  business  prior  to  takijig 
over  in  1869,  in  partnership  with  a  brother,  a,  cocoa 
business  founded  in  1838.  By  the  death  of  his  brother 
in  1883  Mr.  Joseph  Rowntree  became  tl:e  sole  proprietor 
of  the  business,  which  was  converted  into  a  limited 
company  in  1897,  and  now  gives  employment  to  7,000 
people.  At  an  early  period  in  his  career  Mr.  Rowntiree 
set  himself  to  organise  comfortable  working  and  housing 
conditions  for  his  employees,  with  the  result  that  a 
"  m'odel  "  village  of  400  houses  has  been  built  near 
the  company's  works.  Although  lie  took  but  little  active 
part  in  public  life,  Mr.  Rowntree  was  keenly  interested 
in  social  questions;  and  his  book  (written  in  collaboora- 
tion  with  Mr.  Arthur  Sherwell)  on  the  liaensing  systems 
of  "Our  own  and  other  countries  attracted  considerable 
attention.  His  three  surviving  sons  a.re  directors  of 
Rowntree  &  Co.,  Ltd;  one  of  them,  Mr.  B.  S.  Rowntree, 
Biicoeeded  his  father  as  chairman  last  year.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 

The  Death  of  Dr.  Symes 

removes  not  only  a  great  pharma- 
cist, but  a  notable  personality.  Nobody  who  was  brought 
into-  contact  with  him  could  fail  to  be  impressed  by  the 
distinction  of  his  person  and  manner,  in  which,  however, 
there  was  no  trace  of  "  side  "  or  an  affected  superiority. 
I  knew  him  only  in  business,  but  for  many  years  saw 
him  almost  weekly,  always  with  pleasure  and  a  sense 
that  I  was  dealing  with  an  ideal  pharmacist,  one  whom 
a  young  man  would  do  well  to  take  ais  a  model.  In 
mattens  of  business  he  was  always  prompt  and  direct, 
no  waster  of  one's  time,  courteous  and  affable!  without 
familiarity  and  inviting  none,  but  riever  other  than 
friendly  and  considerate.  In  short — for  there  is  no 
avoiding  the  somewhat  discredited  old  word — he  was  a 
gentleman. 

The  London  "  Mass  "  Meeting 

of  about  ICO  persons  was 
ingeniously  interpi'eted,  by  its  chairman  as  a  proof  that 
only  this  number  needed  any  further  explanation  of  the 
by-laws,  about  the  "  rushing  "  of  which  without  adequate 
discussion  there  had  been  such  a  pother.  The  real 
explanation  of  the  small  attendance  is  that  we  are  not 
such  fools  as  not  to  know  when  the  game  is  up.  It  is 
true  we  don't  want  any  further  explanation,  but  the 
reason  is  that  the  conclusion  is  foregone,  and  it  does 
not  very  much  matter  now  whether  we  know  what  it 
means  or  not.  It  is,  of  course,  only  over-frank  people 
like  myself  that  will  say  so ;  but  that  is  the  general 
feeling,  and  it  is  well  founded,  too.  In  any  case,  such 
explanations  as  the  chairman  gave  of  the  reason  why 
these  by-laws  are  necessary  now,  though  they  may  not 
have  been  so  before  the  war,  explain  nothing  but  Mr. 
White's  curious  attitude  towards  the  rank  and  file  of 
the  Society  he  helps  to  govern.  To  represent  the  change 
in  the  provision  for  the  education  of  the  future  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  (which  is  the  chief  feature  of  the  new 
by-laws)  as  rendered  necessary  by  the  "  chaos  "  caused 
by  the  war  is  simply  an  insult  to  our  intelligence. 

Sir  William  Glyn- Jones 

did  not  add  much  to-  our  under- 
standing of  the  by-laws,  but,  to  be  sure,  very  few 
questions  were  put  to  him.  Very  few  were  needed, 
but  to  some  of  those  asked  he  was  unable  to  return  a 
positive  answer.  The  fact  is  that  in  accepting  these 
laws  we  are  taking  a  step  of  which  nobody  can  see 
all  the  results.  Neither  examination  will  be  as  it  has 
been  before,  and,  as  I  said  last  week,  neither  will  be 
entirely  in  the  hands  or  at  the  discretion  of  the  Society. 
We  have  entered  into  an  alliance,  or  at  least  an  entente 
cotdiale,  with  the  London  University,  and  we  cannot 
foresee  exactly  to  what  this  may  commit  us.  And,  in- 
complete as  Sir  "William's  explanations  were,  his  argu- 
ment in  support  of  the  abolition  of  the  "  Minor  "  stage 
in  the  pharmaceutist's  training  showed  a  still  greater 
lack,  not  indeed  of  knowledge  but  of  logic,  which  is 
worse.  To  argue  that  because  a  bootmaker  cannot  turn 
a  six  size  into  an  eight  a  student  cannot  advance  from 
one  stage  of  knowledge  to  another  is  to  confuse  two 
things  which  have  absolutely  nothing  in  common.  To 
speak  of  the  "  analogy  "  between  them  is  to  mistake 
the  meaning  of  words. 

The  By-laws, 

it  appears,  would  have  been  lost  by  a  majority 
of  one  if  at  the  general  meeting  the  Council  and  its 
paid  officials,  to  the  number  of  thirty-one,  had  not 
voted  for  them.  In  a  matter  in  which  ofTicial  opinion 
is  itself  divided,  or  one  in  which  there  is  no  sharp 
division  between  it  and  popular  opinion,  it  is  quite 
proper  for  councillors  and  officials  to  vote  as  they  indi- 
vidually choose ;  but  there  is  a  manifest  indecency  in 
thus  carrying  their  own  policy  by  a  coup  de  main  in 
the  face  of  general  opposition,  especially  in  a  small, 


imperfectly  representative  meeting;  and  whatever  may 
be  the  subsequent  course  of  events,  these  by-laws  are 
rooted  in  unfairness.  The  passing  of  them  was  an 
indefensible  act,  and  if  the  Society  as  a  whole  has  any 
practical  political  wisdom  it  will  mark  its  sense  of  such 
tactics  at  the  election  in  May.  As  a  matter  of  principle, 
those  who  really  regard  ours  as  a  democratic  govern- 
ment, and  wish  it  to  be  such,  can  do  no  less.  They 
will  cast  aside  personal  choice  for  once,  that  the 
Council  may  be  taught  a  lesson  that  can  be  brought 
homo  to  it  in  this  way  only. 

Mr.  Humphrey, 

in  "  The  Script  "  for  February,  discusses 
the  desirability  of  extending  the  title  "  pharmaceutical 
chemist  "  to  all  chemists  and  druggists,  and  the  possi- 
bility of  doing  it  without  an  Act  of  Parliament.  He 
declares  himself  strongly  in  favour — as,  indeed,  most 
people  now  are — of  such  extension,  but  doubts  whether 
an  Act  would  not  be  required  to  effect  it,  and  wonders 
who-  w'ould  dare  to  ask  for  Parliamentary  powers.  But 
is  it  certain  that,  an  Act  would  be  required  ?  The  Act 
of  1852,  though  it  evidently  "  contemplates  "  different 
examinations  for  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  their 
assistants,  actually  provides  for  one  only,  in  "  knowledge 
of  the  Latin  Language,  in  Botany,  in  Materia  Medica, 
and  in  I'harmaceutical  and  General  Chemistry,"  etc. 
The  Act  of  1868,  it  is  true,  provides  that  the  examination 
for  chemists  and  druggists  shall  be  "  such  as  is  pro- 
vided under  the  Pharmacy  Act  "  for  assistants  under 
that  Act ;  but  one  infers  that  this  examination  was 
determined  by  by-laws,  as,  indeed,  subject  to  the  con- 
ditions laid  down  in  tiie  extract  I  have  quoted  from  the 
Act  of  1852,  was  that  for  pharmaceutical  chemists  them- 
selves. It  would  thus  seem  that  an  alteration  in  the 
by-laws  is  all  that  is  required  for  the  proposed  extension. 
If  more  is  required,  why  fe.rr  to  ask  for  it  ?  A  short 
Bill  providing  for  the  change,  and  repealing  so  much 
of  Clause  XV  of  the  Act  of  1868  as  forbids  tiic  use  of 
the  title  "  chemist  ''  without  "  pharmaceutical  "  pi'e- 
ceding  it  to  the  members  of  a  recognised  chemical  body, 
would  have  the  support  of  every  chemist  in  the  country 
outside  our  own  body,  and  it  is  a  concession  we  might 
well  make  in  exchange.  The  Bill  need  not  affect  qualifi- 
cation in  any  way,  but  simply  provide  that  all  chemists 
and  druggists  should  receive  the  title  of  "  pharmaceuti- 
cal chemist  "  on  becoming  and  while  continuing  members 
of  the  Society.  This  would  at  once  make  the  Society 
co-extensive  with  the  trade,  a  consummation  everybody 
desires.  iMajor  men  might  be  given  any  distinctive  title 
they  desired. 

Mr.  Lawman, 

I  am  sorry  to  see,  in  his  address  at 
Birkenhead  advocates  the  substitution  on  the  wall- 
shelves  behind  the  counter  of  ordinary  articles  of 
retail  trade  for  the  shop-rounds  to  which  we  have 
become  accustomed  through  immemorial  usage.  Surely 
this  is  inconsistent  with  his  very  sensible  statement 
that  a  pharmacy  "  should  look  like  a  pharmacy."  If 
his  advice  is  acted  upon  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  is 
aiven,  this  will  not  long  be  the  case.  There  will 
be  a  natural  tendency  to  use  these  shelves  for  such 
things  -as  are  mosf  in  demand,  which  means  that  they 
will  be  filled  with  proprietary  and  fancy  articles,  such  as 
may  be  got  in  any  general  ^store,  and  the  pharmaceutical 
element  will  have  to  be  sought  by  the  bewildered  cus- 
tomer behind  some  more  or  less  remote  dispensing 
counter.  I  think,  too,  that  Mr.  Lawman  under- 
estimates the  frequency  with  ^vhich  in  most  chemists' 
shops  these  shop-rounds  are  brought  into  requisition  in 
purely  retail  transactions.  I  see  with  regret  that  in  many 
shops  the  dispensing  counter  itself  is  virtually  hidden 
behind  a  display  of  goods  that  have  little  or  no  relation 
to  pure  pharmacy.  But  we  are  going  to  be  bachelors  of 
pharmacy  (Lond.)  for  all  that.    What  a  farce  it  is!

Editorial  Articles 

Medical  Scales  for  Ships 

Revised  medical  scales  for  merchant  shipis  have  been 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  will  come  into 
force  (m  .July  1.  These  scales  of  medicines,  medical 
stores  and  surgical  instruments  to  be  carried  on  merchant 
vessels  are  issued  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  200  and 
300  of  the  Merchant  ShippiLng  Act,  1894.  The  last  edition 
of  tiie  medical  scales  was  issued  in  1912,  and  in  many 
respects  these  scales  had  become  out-of-date.  The  revi- 
sion is  stated  to  have  been  prepared  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  in  consultation  with  the  Royal  College  of 
Pliysicians,  the  Roy.al  College  of  Surgeons,  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Cireat  Britain,  and  three  shipping 
corporations,  but  the  particular  form  of  the  consultation 
in  these  cases  is  not  referred  to.  The  main  points  in 
which  the  new  scales  differ  from  that  in  force  at  present 
are  as  follows  ;  Scales  I  and  II,  which  previously  applied 
to  emigrant  ships  only,  have  been  extended  to  all  merchant 
ships  which  are  required  by  law  to  carry  medical  prac- 
titioners. In  Scales  I  and  II  small  quantities  of  the 
following  drugs  have  been  added  :  Adrenalin  chloride, 
emetine  hydrochloride,  ethyl  chloride,  hexamine,  pituitary 
extract,  salol,  cocaine  hydrochloride,  A  small  quantity 
of  quinine  bihydrochloride  (for  injections)  has  been 
added,  and  the  whole  supply  of  quinine  may,  if  deisired, 
be  carried  as  bihydrochloride  instead  of  as  bisulphate.

The  following  drugs,  have  been  omitted  :  Ferri  et 
quininse  citras,  santonin.  The  following  additions  have 
been  made  to  the  medical  stores  :  Creosote,  emergency 
needle  and  ligature,  forehead  reflector,  hot-water  bottles, 
ioe  bags,  throat  mirrors,  and  enough  sterilised  dressing 
for  one  major  operation.  The  temperature  regulator  has 
been  omitted.  An  ear  syringe,  and,  in  Scale  II,  a  blunt 
curette,  have  been  added  to  the  instruments  required. 
In  Scales  III  and  IV  "factory  eye-drops"  (as  pre- 
scribed by  the  Home  Office)  and,  in  Scale  III,  a  supply 
of  aspirin,  have  been  added.  The  separate  column  for 
ships  carrying  ten  men  or  under  has  been  omitted  from 
Scale  III.  In  each  of  the  four  scales  minor  alterations 
have  been  made  in  the  quantities  to  be  carried  of  certain 
articles  and  in  the  directions  for  the  storage  of  certain 
drugs.  Alternative  forms  (e.g.,  powder  or  tablet)  of  a 
number  of  drugs  are  now  allowed.  As  some  of  the 
articles  enumerated  in  the  scales — namely,  filters,  disin- 
fectants, condensed  milk  and  extract  of  meat — have  to 
be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  a  note  of  the 
conditions  of  approval  of  each,  together  with  a  list  of 
brands  approved,  has  been  added  at  the  end  of  the 
scales.  In  regard  to  disinfectants,  it  is  interesting  to 
give  the  conditions  of  approval,  which  are  as  follows. 
Manufacturers  desiring  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  disinfectants  for  use  on  board  ship  should 
submit  applications  in  triplieate,  on  forms  which  can 
be  obtained  from  the  Mercantile  Marine  Department, 
Board  of  Trade.  A  cheque  for  £6  6s.,  the  fee  for 
testing,  together  with  a  sample  of  the  disinfectant,  if 
a  liquid  not  less  than  one  quart,  if  a  solid  not  less 
than  2  lb.,  must  accompany  the  application.  The  disin- 
fectants will  be  tested  chemically  and  bacteriologically ; 
the  chemical  examination  will  be  made  by  the  Govern- 
ment Laboratory,  and  the  bacteriological  examination  will 
be  made  by  the  Lister  Institute.  In  order  to  obtain  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Trade  a  disinfectant  must 
have  a  germicidal  efficiency  not  less  than  that  of  pure 
phenol,  when  tested  against' i?.  typliosxts  in  the  presence 
of  an  excess  of  organic  matter.  Up  to  November  30, 
1924,  the  following  were  approved  : —     .  '

The  following  are  the  standards  for  meat  extracts  and 
essences  for  use  as  medical  comforts  under  the  medical 
scales  : — 

Meat  Extracts 

(1)  The  extract  shall  be  prepared  only  from  the  flesh  of 
animals  fit  in  all  respects  for  human  consumption. 

(2)  The  total  solid  content  shall  be  not  less  than  75  per 
cent,  of  the  total"  weight  of  the  extract. 

(3)  (a)  The  amount  of  fat  (if  any)  in  the  extract  shall 
not  exceed  0.6  per  cent. ; 

(i)  the  amount  of  ash  shall  not  exceed  27  per  cent. ;  and 
[c]  the  amount   of  sodium  chloride  calculated  from  the 

total  amount  of  chlorine  in  the  extract  shall  not  exceed 

12  per  cent. ; 


all  these  percentages  being  estimated  on  the  total  weight 
of  tho  oxti'ac-t-. 

(4)  The  meat  extract  shall  not  contain  tin  in  excess  of  two 
grains  per  pound  nor  any  lead. 

Meat  Essences 

(1)  Tho^  essence  shall  be  prepared  only  from  the  flesh  of 
animals  fit  in  all  respects  for  human  consimiption. 

(2)  Total  solids  shall  not  be  less  than  10  i>er  cent. 

(3)  Fat  shall  not  exceed  0.1  per  cent. 

(4)  Ash  shall  not  exceed  2  per  cent. 

(5)  Sodium  chloride,  calculated  from  total  chlorine  present, 
sliaJl  not  exceed  0.3  per  cent. 

(6)  The  essence  shall  not  contain  tin  in  excess  of  one  grain 
per  pound  nor  any  lead. 

Those  which  fulfil  this  condition  are  given  in  an 
appendix.  Filters  for  supply  to  ships  have  also  to 
be  tested  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trade.  A  list 
of  those  at  present  approved  is  also  given  in  an  appendix. 
A  reminder  is  given  in  the  introduction  that  there  are 
special  powers  in  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  Section  200 
(7)  dealing  with  the  punishment  of  persons  who  manu- 
facture, sell,  keep  cr  offer  for  sale  medicines  and  medical 
stores  which  are  of  bad  quality.  For  each  offence  a  fine 
not  exceeding  £20  may  be  inflicted. 


Increased  Demand  for  Bismuth 

A  coNSiDEE.'iBLE  amount  of  interest  has  been  shown  in 
the  market  for  bismuth  metal  for  several  weeks  past,  * 
owing  to  the  recent  reductions  in  value  by  the  syndicate. 
It  is  fairly  well  recognised  that  the  world's  consumption 
of  bismuth  has  of  late  years  been  at  a  progressive  rate 
on  the  whole.  The  swelling  of  supplies  from  the  main 
sources  of  production,  however,  has  proved  so  marked 
as  to  force  a  reduction  in  the  Convention  price,  repre- 
senting altogether  50  per  cent.,  between  about  midsummer 
and  the  end  of  December  last.  Within  that  period  the 
price  was  first  dropped  2s.  6d.  per  lb.,  from  10s.  to 
7s.  6d.,  and  two  additional  concessions  followed,  making 
the  quotation  5s.  per  lb.  Since  then  a  decidedly  fii'mer 
feeling  has  become  apparent,  and  there  now  seems  to 
be  some  difficulty  in  placing  orders  at  and  even  above 
the  price  usually  quoted  by  the  Bismuth  Syndicate.  In 
fact,  judging  from  attemjjts  made  in  certain  quarters 
to  do  so  just  lately,  there  has  been  very,  little  or 
nothing  actually  offering,  and  the  quotation  is  nominal. 
There  is  thus  reason  to  assume  that  at  least  the  bulk 
of  the  large  surplus,  which  tended  to  precipitate  the 
drastic  successive  cuts  in  the  price,  has  been  taken 
care  of,  and  that  the  aspect  of  the  market  has  been 
redeemed  to  some  extent.  Evidently  the  first  cut  in  the 
price  last  year  of  2s.  6d.  rather  frightened  buyers  off, 
and  therefore  held  up  the  trade  demand  more  or  less. 
On  the  basis  of  the  last  reduction  down  to  £t=.  per  lb., 
there  is  little  doubt  that  users  have  been  stocking  up 
more  freely,  and  that  the  market  position  is  no  longer 
handicapped  by  any  unwieldy  accumulation  of  surplus 
supplies.  There  has  been  a  much  better  trade  demand 
lately  on  home  and  Continental  account,  while  Germany 
has  been  inquiring  for  quite  large  quantities  of  metal 
and  residues,  as  well  as  bismuth  ores.  Sellers  have 
certainly  regained  confidence,  and,  given  a  continuation 
or  an  extension  of  the  present  run  of  demand,  this  is 
not  unlikely  to  make  for  a  stronger  market.  Over  the 
war  period  the  price  fluctuated  to  well  beyond  10s.  per 
lb.  under  an  exceptional  pressure  of  demand.  This 
country  is  entirely  dependent  on  imports  from  abroad 
of  bismuth  metal  and  ores  in  order  to  meet  trade  needs, 
although  considerable  quantities  of  refined  metal  are 
exported.  There  has  been  no  production  of  bismuth  ores 
worth  mentioning  in  this  country.     Particulars  of  the 
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movement  of  suppliers  into  and  out  of  this  country  for 
four  years  were  as  follows  : —

These  returns  are  very  striking,  either  in  the  case  of 
ores  or  bismuth  metal.  Evidently  considerably  larger 
quantities  of  oreis  were  smelted  or  converted  into  refined 
metal  in  this  country  during  1920  from  the  heavy  quan- 
tities that  were  imported  in  that  year  of  over  485  tons, 
while  the  receipts  of  metallic  bismuth  were  still  com- 
paratively small.  On  the  other  hand,  heavy  quantities 
of  the  latter,  totalling  over  253,000  lb.,  were  exported 
in  the  same  year,  although  there  was  some  falling  off 
in  1921  to  195,328  lb.  In  1922  both  the  imports  and 
exportis  oE  actual  metal  experienced  a  very  large 
increase,  and  the  x-eturns  of  imports  for  1923  were  of 
much  larger  proportions,  as  ishown  above.  Owing  to 
the  accumulation  of  imported  metal  carried  into  the 
past  year,  besides  a  renewed  increase  in  imports  of  ores, 
price  cutting  became  inevitable.  Even  allowing  for  some 
increase  in  home  trade  requirements  at  the  reduced 
level  of  prices,  the  exports  of  home-made  and  foreign 
refined  metal  have  probably  been  going  on  on  a  large 
scale,  thus  making  for  a  healthier  position.  For  a 
great  many  years  Bolivia  has  been  the  most  important 
producing  country,  her  exports  of  ores,  as  well  as  ore 
concentrates  and  metallic  bismuth,  having  been  over  the 
war  period  and  since  on  a  very  large  scale.  The  most 
important  mines  located  there  ^are  those  owned  by  the 
Aramayo  Co.,  while  the  Llallagua  mines,  a  Chilean- 
owned  concern  prominently  identified  with  tin-mining, 
started  a  plant  for  the  production  of  bismuth  as  a 
by-product  about  two  years  ago.  Other  producing 
countries  include  North  America  and  various  European 
countries,  chiefly  Germany  and  Spain,  although  the 
German  production,  which  is  virtually  '  confined  to 
Saxony,  is  no  longer  so  important  as  it  used  to  be  a 
long  while  ago.  There  is  not  a  great  'deal  of  informa- 
tion available  so  far  as  regards  China,  but  the  develop- 
ment of  production  there  of  late  appears  to  have  made 
good  headway,  judging  from  the  rather  important  offers, 
which  are  now  said  to  be  made  for  direct  .shipment  to 
the  United  States;  We  may  acid  that  the  sale  of  refined 
bismuth  is  largely  under  the  control  of  the  Bismuth 
Association,  a  group  of  refiners  in  England  working 
with  and  under  the  direction  of  a  well-known  company 
of  refiners.  The  Association  commands  the  market  in 
Europe,  and  the  two  American  refining  companies,  the 
United  States  Smelting,  Refining  and  Mining  Co. 
and  the  American  Smelting  and  Refining  Co.,  working 
in  co-ordination  with  it,  control  the  sale  of  bismuth  in 
the  United  States.  Selling  prices  of  refined  bismuth 
are  fixed  by  the  Association. 


Goiiege  Notes 

South  of  England  College  of  Pharmacy 

The  students  of  the  College  were  the  guests  of  Mr. 
IJ.  Lucas,  principal,  at  a  social  and  dance,  held  at  the 
Avondale  Hall,  Clapham  Road,  London,  S.W.,  on  Feb- 
ruary 19.  Past  students  and  friends  were  also  present. 
Dancing  commenced  at  7.30  p.m.,  fallowed  by  songs  from 
Miss  A.  Grey  and  Mr.  G.  Gladney.  After  the  supper 
interval  Miss  Cooper,  on  behalf  of  the  students,  made  a 
presentation  to  Mr.  Lucas.  An  amusing  competition 
followed,  in  which  gentlemen  were  required  to  discourse 
for  three  minutes  on  a  subject  chosen,  in  their  absence, 
by  the  ladies  present,  and  Mr.  A.  L.  Taylor  won  the 
prize.  Towards  the  end  of  the  evening  Miss  G.  Griffin 
sang,  and  Dr.  J.  S.  White  amuised  the  company  with 
some  sketches.  The  duties  of  M.C.'s  were  carried  out 
by  Messrs.  Peachey  and  Comyns. 


India's  Imports  of  Chemicals 
and  Drugs 

During  the  financial  year  1922-23  the  total  imports  of 
chemicals  into  British  .India  increased  in  value  from 
rs.  1,91  to  rs.  2,02  lalihs.  Sodium  carbonate  was  the 
largest  item  with  rs.  45  lakhs,  compared  with  rs.  39 
lakhs  in  1921-22  and  rs.  41  lakhs  in  1920-21.  Cyanides 
and  silicate  of  soda  also  improved.  Caustic  soda  increased 
from  rs.  13  to  rs.  21  lakhs,  while  there  were  decreases 
in  sodium  bicarbonate  from  rs.  11  to  rs.  9^  and  in  sodium 
bichromate  from  rs.  7-^-  to  rs.  2  lakhs.  Alum  increased 
from  rs.  7  to  nearly  rs.  8  lakhs,  but  aluminous  sulphates 
decreased  from  rs.  ^  to  rs.  3^  lakhs.  Bleaching  powder 
had  a  marked  fall  from  rs.  15^  to  rs.  6^  lakhs,  the 
chief  .source  being  the  United  Kingdom  (93  per  cent.). 
Carbide  of  calcium,  mostly  supplied  by  Norway  (75  per 
cent.)  rose  from  11,692  cwt.,  worth  rs.  3  lakhs,  to 
24,669  cwt.,  valued  at  over  rs.  5  lakhs.  Disinfectants, 
other  than  naphthalene,  mostly  from  the  United  Kingdom 
(97  per  cent.)  increased  from  rs,  5  lakhs  to  nearly 
rs.  8  lakhs.  The  total  imports  of  acids  fell  from 
rs.  5,80,000  to  rs.  5,58,000,  the  most  noticeable  decrease 
being  m  sulphuric  acid  from  rs.  1,55,000  to  rs.  26,000. 
Magnesium  sulphate  rose  from  rs.  77,000  to  rs.  2  lakhs. 
Potassitmr  compounds  showed  an  increase  in  quantity, 
although  the  value  fell  from  rs.  61  to  rs.  5-J  lakhs.  There 
was  'decrease  in  zinc  chloride,  while  copper  sulphate, 
copperas  and  glycerin  increased. 

Imports  of  sulphur  rose  from  6.300  to  9,000  tons,  and 
in  value  from  rs.  11  to  rs.  12  lakhs.  Italy  was  the 
largest  supplier  with  4,800  tons,  followed  by  the  United 
"States  (2,^200  tons),  Germany  (770  tons),' the  United 
Kingdom  and  Belgium  (500  tons^  each).  Japan  has 
ceased  to  be  of  importance  as  a  sulphur  supplier,  imports 
from  that  source  amounting  to  only  80  tons,  or  less  than 
1  per  cent.,  compared  with  1  per  cent,  in  1921-22,  37  per 
cent,  in  1920-21,  79  per  cent,  in  1913-20,  and  99  per  cent, 
in  1918-19.  The  following  table  'shows  the  percentage 
share  of  the  principal  countries  in  the  total  imports  of 
chemicals  : —

The  total  value  of  drugs  and  medicines  increased  from 
rs.

Evening  Meeting  in  Edinburgh 

The  fourth  evening  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at 
36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  February  18,  Mr.  Anthony 
McMillan  (chairman  of  the  Executive)  presiding.  The 
following  communication  was  read  : — 

A  Colour  Test  for  Cineol 

By  Edwin  J.  Schorn,  Ph.C,  A.I.C. 
[Abstract] 

This  communication  is  preliminary.  Tlie  test  described 
is  to  be  regarded  as  a  qualitative  colour  reaction  given 
by  commercial  cineol.  The  actual  chemical  changes  have 
not  yet  been  fully  investigated,  and  the  full  scope  of 
the  reaction  has  not  been  exhaustively  examined. 
Recently  a  sample  of  eucalyptus  oil  was  examined.  This 
oil  was  high-coloured,  due  to  the  presence  of  iron.  The 
oil  also  showed  a  very  slight  acidity,  and  it  was  decided 
to  test  it  for  phosphoric  acid.  In  applying  the  usual 
ammonium  molybdate  test  in  the  presence  of  dilute  nitric 
acid  a  deep  blue  coloration  was  produced.  The  test 
was  repeated,  with  a  similar  result.  It  seemed  worth 
considering  if  the  blue  colour  was  due  to  cineol,  and 
if  there  was  any  relation  between  the  depth  of  colour 
and  the  cineol  content.  A  15  per  cent,  solution  of 
ammonium  molybdate  in  dilute  nitric  acid,  containing 
5  per  cent,  anmionium  sulphate,  was  used  as  the  test 
solution  Equal  volumes  of  reagent  and  cineol  gave  the 
blue  colour  on  warming.  Using  more  dilute  reagent  and 
in  smaller  quantity,  more  delicate  and  uniform  results 
were  obtained.  Using  a  10  per  cent,  solution  of  com- 
mercial cineol  in  industrial  spirit  (volume  in  volume), 
various  depths  of  blue  were  obtained.  The  depth  in 
colour  seemed  roughly  proportional  to  the  amount  of 
cineol  solution  used.  A  series  of  experiments  were 
then  carried  out  of  different  preparations  which  wore 
compared  in  Nessler  tubes.  A  distinct  gradation  in 
colour  wajs  quite  apparent,  the  blank  being  absolutely 
colourless.  It  is,  of  course,  possible  that  the  colour  is 
not  due  to  cineol  at  all,  but  to  some  impurity.  How- 
ever, using  the  same  sample  of  commercial  cineol  as 
standard,  it  is  easily  seen  that  the  depth  in  colour  is 
proportional  to  the  amount  of  cineol,  whether  the  reaction 
is  due  to  cineol  or  impurity.  It  was  found  that  10 
per  cent,  solutions  of  three  eucalyptus  oils  also  gave  the 
colour  reaction.  The  work  was  carried  out  in  the  labora- 
tories of  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co. 

Discussion 

Mr.  Lothian  said  this  interesting  suggestion  would 
be  very  valuable  if  it  was  found  reliable.  He  found  a 
considerable  variation  in  cineol  content  in  the  various 
commercial  eucalyptus  oils.  In  fact,  it  almost  seemed 
that  sometimes  a  rich  oil  was  diluted  down  so  as  to 
comply  with  the  pharmaoopoeial  standard. 

Mr.  GiLMouR  said  this  was  a  fuie  example  of  an 
observant  worker.  He  would  look  with  great  interest 
for  the  further  development  of  this  research. 

Mr.  Stout  asked  if  Mr.  Schorn  had  applied  the  test 
in  the  case  of  any  other  oil  such  as  cajuput  oil,  for 
example,  which  also  contained  cineol. 

Mr.  Hill  said  this  blue  colour  was  interesting.  It 
was  known  that  cineol  contained  an  oxygen  atom  which 
was  apparently  quite  indifferent,  chemically  speaking. 
In  morphine  and  also  in  sugar,  which  gave  a  similar 
blue  colour,  the  constitutional  formula  contained  a  similar 
apparently  indifferent  oxygen  atom.  It  would  be  inter- 
esting to  know  whether  this  blue  colour  had  any  pela- 
tionishio  to  the  isolated  indifferent  oxygen  atom,  and 
■whether  tie  chemical  reaction  yielding  a  blue  colour  lay 
in  this  direction. 

Mr.  Schorn,  replying,  said  he  had  applied  the  test  to 
oil  of  cajuput  which  gave  the  blue  reaction,  but  he 


had  not  yet  tried  it  with  other  oils  containing  cineol. 
He  thought  the  suggestion  made  by  Mr.  Hill  was  an 
extremely  feasible  one.  It  was,  his  intention  to  carry 
on  the  investigations  with  a  view  to  finding  out  the 
possibilities  as  to  its  quantitative  application.

Note  on  Solutions  of  Cocaine  Hydrochloride  and 
Phenol 

By  Thomas  Wilson,  Ph.C. 
[Abstract] 

Recently  the  following  query  was  received  from  a 
doctor  : — •

In  the  B.P.O.,  1923,  under  "  Cocain.  Hydroch.,"  page  335, 
it  sitates  that  cocaine  hydrochloride  is  incompatible  with 
phenol.    Why  the  above  ? 

The  author  showed  that  there  is  some  uncertainty 
as  to  whether  cocaine  hydrochloride  and  phenol  are 
really  incompatible,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  these 
two  are  not  infrequently  prescribed  together  it  seemed 
desirable  to  clear  up  this  point.  The  Royal  Edinburgh 
Infirmary  Pharmacopoeia  formula  when  compounded  as 
written  with  glycerin  as  the  solvent  showed  no 
sign  of  incompatibility,  and  remained  quite  clear. 
The  same  strength  of  solution  with  90  per  cent, 
alcohol  presented  no  difficulty.  Equal  proportions 
of  glycerin  and  water  as  the  solvent  was  then 
tried  with  the  same  result.  When,  however, 
water  only  was  tried  there  was  immediate  pre- 
cipitation, a  milky  solution  resulting  which  in  time 
separated  into  a  clear  supernatant  liquid,  and  a  small 
lower  oily  layer  disappearing  on  warming  and  reapoearing 
when  cooled.  The  author  then  described  a  number  of 
experiments,  concluding  with  regard  to  the  original  query 
that  when  phenol  and  cocaine  are  ordered  together  there 
is  a  combination  formed,  soluble  in  glycerin,  in  alcohol 
and,  to  a  leaser  extent,  in  water.  There  is  no  real 
incompatibility,  but  if  too  little  water  is  ordered  there 
is  a  separation  of  phenol,  possibly  containing  cocaine. 
As  the  aqueous  solution  is  used  for  ear-drops,  it  would 
obviously  be  dangei-ous  if  there  was  any  separation  of 
phenol  which  might  be  poured  into  the  ear.  The  remedy 
seems,  therefore,  to  be  a  weaker  solution  of  phenol  as, 
a  solvent,  say,  1  in  40,  or  if  the  stronger  proportion  of 
phenol  is  desired,  the  addition  of  a  little  glycerin,  say, 
glycerin  and  water,  equal  quantities,  as  the  solvent. 

Discussion 

The  Chairman  said  that  in  the  West,  since  the  intro- 
duction of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Regulations,  the 
use  of  cocaine  hydrochloride  by  medical  practitioners  for 
medical  treatment  had  very  greatly  diminished. 

Mr.  Boa  said  the  Infirmary  Pharmaoopoeial  preparation 
was  vei-y  frequently  prescribed  in  Edinburgh.  He  had 
never  noticed  any  indication  of  incompatibility  in  such 
solutions  except  where  water  was  present  as  in  the 
example  quoted  by  Mr.  Wilson,  and  in  such  cases  the 
addition  of  a  little  glycerin  immediately  removed  the 
difficulty. 

Mr.  Hill  said  this  note  opened  up  a  larger  question, 
and  he  was  glad  to  note  Mr.  Wilson  intended  to  foUow 
it  up.  It  seemed  clear  that  the  alleged  incompatibility 
did  not  exist,  and  that  it  was  rather  a  question  of 
solubility.  One  point  arose  in  this  connection.  They 
would  notice  from  the  specimens  exhibited  that  Mr. 
Wilson  had  worked  with  exceptionally  small  quantities. 
The  reason  for  that  was  not  only  the  cost,  but  the 
stringent  restrictions  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts.  It 
had  been  liis  experience  that  pharmacists  were  frequently 
debarred  from  making  a  research  by  the  fact  that  their 
authority  to  be  in  possession  of  dangerous  drugs  was 
severely  limited  by  the  official  regulationis.

After  islanding,  the  mixture  exhibits  a  copious  light- 
brown  precipitate,  ohviously  derived,  from  the.  extracts 
of  liquorice.  The  mixture  is  strongly  acid  to  litmus. 
After  a  negative  experiment  to  determine  whether  alkali 
had  any  adverse  effect  on  the  acid  constituents,  the 
■whole  mixture  was  rendered  faintly  alkalinei  with 
amjiTOnia.  A  distinct  improvement  in  appearance  was 
immediately  apparent.  The  muddy  precipitate  disap- 
peared and  a  dark-ooloured  mixture  free  from  suspended 
matter  was  produced.  While  in  the  acid  mixture  the 
sweetness  of  tlie  liquorice  is  much  diminiished,  it  is 
intensified  in  the  alkaline  one,  so  that,  both  in  appear- 
ance and  palatability  the  mixture  is  greatly  enhanced 
in  value  by  the  procedure  indicated.  The  only  objection 
to  its  adoption  might  be  the  necessity  to  scrap  the 
synonj'm  "  Brown  Mixture."

Note  on  an  Impurity  in  Tragacanth

[Abstract] 

This  matter  arose  in  connection  with  the  dispensing

On  standing  a  few  days  the  colour  gradually  changed 
to,  a  reddish-violet.  An  examination  of  the  various 
ingredients  indicated  that  tragacanth  mucilage  gave  the 
same  reddiish-violet  coloration.  Iron  was  suspected,  but 
the  text-books  contained  no  record  of  iron  as  an  impurity 
in  tragacanth.  Tragacanth  mucilage  tested  with  potas- 
sium thiocyanate  solution  gave  no  colour  reaction  until 
after  the  addition  of  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  which 
suggested  that  the  iron  was  present  in  a  basic  or 
insoluhle  form.  Accordingly  nine  samples  of  tragacanth 
■were  examined,  all  of  which  contained  iron  in  quantity 
varying  from  0.01  per  cent,  to  O.G015  per  cent. 

Discussion 

Mr.  Blackie  said  he  had  examined  several  specimens 
of  powdered  and  whole-gum  tragacanth  by  the  colori- 
metric  method,  indicated,  by  Mr.  Elliot  and  got  similar 
results. 

Mr.  Boa  said  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  whether 
the  iron  was  really  present  in  the  gum  as  imported  or 
whether  it  was  introduced  'in  the  process  of  grinding. 
He  would  like  to,  ask  if  the  samples  were  Smyrna  traga- 
canth or  Persian  tragacanth.  The  Smyrna  tragacanth 
gave  a  much  stronger  mucilage  than  the  Persian. 

Mt.  Hill. said  Mr.  Elliot's  point  about  iron-free  hydro- 
cUoric'  acid  was  ianportant  in  the  application  of  such  a 
test,  because  it  was  found  that  both  suljaliuric  and 
hydrochloric  acid  which  were  described  ais  pure  contained 
a  sufficient  trace  of  iron  to  give  the  thiocyanate  reaction. 
With  regard  to  the  specimens,  it  was  not  possible  to 
say  whether  they  were  from  Smyrna  or  Persia.  One 
received  from  a  pharmacist  in  Cairo  contained  the 
lowest  percentage  of  iron. 


Mr.  Elliot,  in  repljdng  on  the  point  as  to  the  source 
from  which  the  iron  comes,  said  it  was  conceivable  that 
it  might  come  from  the  soil. 


Branch  Meetings 

Bolton.^ — ^At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Bolton  Branch, 
Mr.  H.  Knott  (chairman)  presiding,  held  recently,  the 
draft  regulations  were  discussed  and  unanimously 
accepted. 

Bradford. — The  Bradford  Branch  met  on  Fehruary  23  at 
the  Technical  College,  Mr.  A.  T.  Bailes  in  the  chair.  A; 
resolution  was  passed  conveying  condolence  with  the 
relatives  o(f  the  late  Mr.  John  GoTdon,  a  past-president 
of  the  former  Bradford  Chemists'  Association.  Mr.  Bailes 
urged  memlbers  to  determine  as  to  how  the  Bradford 
delegates  were  to  be  instructed  for  the  London  meeting 
to  be  held  in  March  to  formulate  regulations  governing 
the  new  by-laws.  It  was  announced  also  that  the  annual 
meeting,  of  the  Bradford  Branch  would  Ibe  held  on 
March  24,  when  light  refreshments  would  be  providedt 
Mr.  T.  Hardy,  Maryport,  meanber  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  of  the  Executive  oi£  the 
R.P.U.,  gave  an  address  on  The  Outlook  in  Pharmacy, 
which,  he  said,  must  be  viewed  from  the  two  stand- 
points of  professional  and  educational  welfare  on.  the  one 
hand  and  trade  interest  on  the  other.  He  mentioned  the 
close  contact  which  the  craft  had  now  secured  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  t'he  Privy  Council,  the  Home  Office 
and,  in  regard  to  the  seaports  at  any  rate,  of  the  Board 
oif  Trade.  There  was  better  feeling  than  ever  before 
between  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Home  Office 
and  the  Ministry  of  Health.  He  would  not  say  the 
Ministry  had  been  generous  in  regard  to  N.H.I.,  but  it 
had  been  kindly  and  was  symipathetic,  subject  to  the 
limitations  of  the  nation's  call  for  stringent  economy. 
The  outlook  for  pharmacy  depended  largely  on  the 
sympathy  given  by  the  rank  and  file  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  in  looking  aster  the  professional  and 
educational  side  and  the  R.P.U.  on  the  trade  side.  He 
regretted  that  the  Council  had  not  seen  its  way  to  send- 
the  draft  by-laws  to  be  discussed  by  the  branches,  but 
the  delay  was  due  to  a  misunderstanding  or  disagreement 
between  the  science  and  medical  faculties  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  London  in  regard  to  the  new  Degree  in  Phar- 
macy, and  wlien  the  matter  was  settled  the  by-laws  were 
published.  The  haste  was  due  to  the  fact  tha;t,  until  the 
by-laws  were  known,  the  schools  of  pharmacy  in  tlie 
country  could  not  get  on  with  their  syllabus  and  curricu- 
lum for  the  ne.w  session.  Important  as  were  the  by-laws, 
the  regulations  governing  them  were  still  more  impor- 
tant, and  they  could  be  moulded  by  the  directions  of  the 
London  meeting  of  delegates  of  the  branches  to  deter- 
mine the  nature  of  the  reg^ulations.  From  the  scientific 
or  higher  pharmaceutical  standpoint  Mr.  Hardy  thought 
the  outlook  was  exceedingly  good.  He  did  not,  however, 
feel  quite  so  happy  in  regard  to  the  outlook  on  the  busi- 
ness— the  bread  and  butter — side  of  pharmacy.  The 
chemist  was  hedged  around  by  many  Acts  of  Parliament, 
and  there  were  various  new  Bills  threatening  a  serious 
position — the  Proprietary  Medicines  Bill,  the  Therapeutic 
Substances  Bill,  the  Poisons  Bill,  etc.  The  chemist  had 
to  alter  liis  labels  and  state  certain  percentages  and  may 
be  placed  in  a  serious  position  very  easily.  They  had 
the  difficulty  of  dealing  with  incorrect  capacity  of  bottles 
of  reputed  size.  It  had  to  be  remembered,  in  regard  to 
analyses,  that  there--  was  the  same  human  element,  with 
possibility  of  error,  there  as  there  was  in  dispensing,  and' 
a  sufficient  allo'wance  for  possiibility  of  error  should  be 
made.  There  were  maiiy  iihingis  adverse  in  the  business 
outlook,  and  he  suggested  that  the  remedy  was  the 
utmost  loyalty  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the' 
Retail  Pharmaceutical  Union.  If  they  would  aim  always 
to  estalblish  for  pharmacy  the  highest  opinion  on  the  part 
of  the  Government  Departments  with  whom  they  were  to 
have  dealings  in  the  future  they  would  gain  the  confi- 
dence of  the  Government  and'  the  public  alike,  and,  if 
that  were  so,  the  outlook  for  both  the  higher  pharma- 
ceutics and  the  trade  side  was  that  of  a  Ibrighter  future. 
(Applause.)  The  chairman  said'  ordinary  phamiacists 
must  have  felt  that  there  were  many  black  clouds  at 
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present,  and  it  was  gratifying  to  have  somelbody  with 
the  authority  of  Mr.  Hardy  assure  them  that  even  these 
clouds  had  the  provei<bial  silver  hning.  The  new  laws 
and  regulations  made  business  very  difficult,  but  perhaips 
they  held  something  better  in  prospect  for  the  next 
generation,  at  any  rate.  Mr.  M.  Firth  complained  that, 
whilst  the  law-albiding  chemist  refused  to  supply  scheduled 
poisons  of  any  kind  except  on  the  strict  reading  of  the 
law,  customers  came  and  said  they  could  buy  such  things 
as  Easton's  Syrup  taJblets  in  many  places  without  ques- 
tion. Mr.  Hardy  said  he  was  aware  af  this  complaint, 
and  vi'ould  bring  the  matter  before  the  Law  Committee 
as  an  official  complaint  from  Bradford.  Asking  whether 
Bradford  Branch  would  desire  all  offenders — even  if  mem- 
bers af  the  Pharmaceutical  Society — to  be  prosecuted  for 
such  offences,  he  was  assured  definitely  that  Bradford 
would  have  it  so. — Mr.  A.  Taylor  and  Mr.  R.  A.  Cross 
comnlained  of  the  common  sale  of  liquid  ammonia  by 
grocers,  in  any  kind  of  bottle,  and  often  without  label, 
and  suggested  that  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  could 
not  take  legal  action  the  local  police  ought  to  do  so. 
Mr.  Cross  complained  that  in  one  case  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  local  police  at  Bradl'ord  nothing  had 
happened  beyond  a  warning  to  the  offender. — The  Presi- 
dent said  the  police  asked  for  a  specific  case,  but  when 
one  wais  given  them  they  got  no  further  than  a  warning. 
Ho  believed  now,  however,  that  the  police  had  inistruc- 
tionis  to  take  proceedings  in  such  cases.  A  vote  of  thanks 
was  pasrsed  to  Mr.  Hardy. 

Burnley. — A  well-attended  meeting  of  the  Burnley 
Branch  was  h-eld  in  the  Chemistry  Lecture  Room  at  the 
Teclinical  College  on  February  19.  The  Pre.'^ident  (Mr. 
U.  Aylmer  Coates,  M.P.S.),  speaking  on  the  new  regu- 
lations, gave  an  interesting  account  of  the  proposed  new 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Pharmacy  as  it  affected  the  holders 
of  pharmaceutical  certificates  at  present,  and  the  rela- 
tion in  which  it  stood  to  the  laws  already  passed 
governing  membership  of  the  Phaniiaceutical  Society. 
In  discussing  the  powers  of  the  Society  to  alter  their 
by-laws,  IVL.'.  Coates  said  that  instead  of  devoting  their 
time  in  promoting  a  uniform  system  cf  education,  and 
protection  for  those  who  carry  on  the  business  of 
chemists  and  druggists  as  required  by  the  Charter 
of  Incorporation,  they  have  been  inoculated  with  educa- 
tional mania.  He  recalled  also  that  in  18S8,  when  a 
certain  gentleman  put  up  for  the  Council,  who,  to  quote 
the  words  on  a  circular  issued  by  the  opposition  to  the 
electors,  was  engaged  in  the  business  .of  educating  can- 
didates for  the  examinations,  it  was  stated,  as  that 
gentleman  appears  still  blind  to  the  impropriety  of  his 
request:  "We  trust  that  our  fellow-electors  will  not 
fail  to  detect  the  danger  involved  to  their  privileges." 
(The  privilege  was  that  of  appointing  examiners  to  the 
Council.)  "  If  a  teacher  of  pharmacy  is  elected  to  the 
Council,  it  is  probable  this  privilege  might  be  taiken 
away  if  such  a  breach  of  propriety  were  committed. 
Moreover,  if  the  head  of  one  Pharmaceutical  School 
e.xhibits  anxiety  for  a  seat  on  the  Council,  it  is  doulbt- 
less  supposed  to  carry  advantages,  and  for  the  sake  of 
these,  or  merely  in  self-defence,  other  teachers  may 
make  the  claim  upon  the  electors."  This  circular  was 
signed  by  F.  Baden  Benger,  Manchester;  William 
Martindale,  London;  Bernard  S.  Proctor,  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne;  and  Richard  Reynolds,  Leeds.  At  the  close  of 
the  address  a  discussion  took  place,  and  it  was  resolved 
by  the  meeting  that  a  protest  be  made  that  no  candi- 
date should  be  eligilble  for  the  degree  unless  he  'had 
previously  undergone  the  necessary  training  inseparable 
from  apprenticeship.  It  was  also  unanimously  decided 
that  Mr.  Coates  be  asked  to  go  as  delegate  "from  this 
branch  to  the  London  Conference.  The  following 
resolution  was  then  proposed  by  Mr.  F.  P.  Pick,  Ph.C, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Cummings,  and  carried  unanimously: — 
That  this  branch  strongly  objects  to  any  degree  being 
conferred  on  any  student  before  he  has  undergone  the 
necessary  period  of  training  under  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist,  and  this  period  to  be 
not  less  than  that  existing  at  present. 

Gloucester.— The  Gloucester  Branch  met  on  February 
19,  when  a  lecture  was  giyen  by  Mr.  John  F.  W^ard,  B.Sc., 


on  Colloids  in  Medicine  and  Pharmacy.  The  final  lecture 
of  the  session  will  be  given  by  Mr.  D.  Mitchell  on 
"  Foods." 

Ipswich.— On  Fdbruary  18  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
Ipswich  and  Suffolk  Branch  was  held  with  the  local 
Natural  History  Society,  the  occasion  being  a  lantern 
lecture  entitled  Primitive  Medicine  and  Follclore  oi  the 
Guiana  Indians,  given  by  Mr.  J.  Macvie  Hill,  B.Sc, 
F.I.C.  In  the  course  of  his  address  the  sipeaker  said 
that  for  centuries  the  aborigines  removed  prussic  acid 
from  bitter  cassava,  which  was  their  princi[>al  food,  and, 
after  fermentation,  their  native  beer.  When  the  Eliza- 
bethan adventurers  arrived,  the  so-called  gavages  used 
ipecacuanha,  coca,  chocolate  or  cocoa,  tobacco,  etc.,  yet 
these  native  clinicians  and  pharmacologists  were  dymg 
out  rapidly  as  a  result  of  wearing  clothes.  The  natives 
possessed  much  therapeutic  knowledge,  which  they  were 
unwilling  to  impart  to  the  European,  They  anticipated 
quinine,  emetine,  strychnine,  cocaine,  etc.  As  pharma- 
cists, their  arrow  poison  was  a  pharmaceutical  triumph, 
and  maceration,  evaporation,  and  even  percolation  were 
familiar  to  them.  Surrounded  with  an  inexhaustible 
vegetation,  their  plants  produced  food,  drinks,  medi- 
cines, etc.  As  a  pharmacologist,  the  aborigine  knew 
that  cinchona  did  not  cause  black-water  fever.  The 
native  poisoms,  especially  fish  poisons,  would  puzzle 
many  of  our  eminent  toxicologists.  The  natives  had 
remedies  for  the  bite  of  their  different  snakes,  but  they 
were  applied  indiscriminately  as  a  rule.  The  lecturer 
then  proceeded  to  describe  the  training  or  prescribed 
course  of  study  a  Piai-man,  or  native  medicine  man, 
had  to  undergo,  and  the  severe  trials  which  take  place 
in  the  course  of  his  studies. 

Lancashire  (N.E.).--A  meeting  of  the  North-East 
Lancashire  Branch  was  held  at  the  Commercial  Hotel, 
Accrington,  on  February  24.  Mr.  S.  H.  Sidebottom 
(chainiian  of  the  branch)  presided.  The  chairman  out- 
lined the  regulations,  and  emphasised  the  points  made  by 
Sir  Wni.  C41yii  Jones  at  the  Manchester  Contference,  and 
Mr.  Lightbown  amplified  his  reniarlts,  wlhilst  certain 
details  of  the  scheme  might  not  meet  with  the  approval 
of  all.  After  a  discussion  the  members  apiproved  the 
draift  regulations,  su'bject  to  the  following  suggestion  : — 
(1)  That  consideration  should  be  given  to  apprentices 
already  indentured;  (2)  that  the*  question  of  fees  should 
be  considered  in  cases  where  the  student  fails  to  pass 
the  examination  through  sickness  or  other  reason  over 
which  he  had  no  personal  control;  (3)  that  any  further 
regulations  should  be  submitted  to  the  branches  for  con- 
sideration before  their  adoption  by  the  Society,  and  that 
the  branches  should  also  be  consulted  regarding  altera- 
tions and  suggested  amendments.  Messrs.  S.  H.  Side- 
bottom  and  A.  Espley  were  appointed  to  attend  a  con- 
ference in  London  on  Marcli  18.  Mr.  Sidebottom  was  also 
appointed  to  attend  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Confer- 
ence to  be  held  in  Glasgow  from  July  27. 

London  (E.). — At  a  meeting  of  the  East  Metropolitan 
Branch,  held  on  February  19,  at  Forest  Ga,te,  Mr.  W. 
Gray  (chairman)  presiding,  Mr.  Frank  Browne  gave  an 
address  on  Radium,  and  showed  some  interesting  speci- 
mens.

What  they  really  required 
was  a  business  training  to  fit  a  man  for  the  battle  of 
life ;  hence,  in  his  opinion,  it  would  be  better  to  delay 
the  adoption  of  the  by-laws  than  to  pass  a  scheme 
which  they  might  have  I'eaison  to  regret.  Mr.  Thomas 
Hardy,  responding,  said  there  had  been  an  agitation  in 
some  quarters  that  the  title  "  pharmaceutical  chemist  " 
should  be  given  to  every  chemist  and  druggist,  but 
before  that  could  be  done  a  new  Act:  would  have  to  be 
obtained.  The  speaker  commended  tliei  great  energy 
and  vision  of  their  President  with  regard  to  the  new 
headquarters,  saying  that  his  desire  was  to  advance 
pharmacy  in  every  phase.  Mr.  H.  C.  Roper  gave  "  The 
Medical  Profession,"  coupling  with  the  toast  the  name 
of  Sir  Thomas  Oliver,  who  replied.

said  the  Privy  Council  had  approved  London  University 
■setting  up  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Fharmacy  on  the 
medical  side.    ,  The   improved  educational  advantages 
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which  were  accruing  through  the  Society  and  the 
higher  status  that  was  being  accorded  by  such  a  degree 
was  bound  to  prove  of  the  utmost  advantage  to  phar- 
macy generally  in  the  country.  A  remarkable  amount 
of  work  had  been  got  through  by  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union  in  connection  with  the  Chemists'  Defence  Associa- 
tion and  the  Chemists'  Mutual  Insurance  Company.  Mr. 
Southerden,  in  isubmitting  "  The  Plymouth  Pharma- 
cists," said  Kcholariships  ought  to  be  available  enabling 
men  who  would  become  ornaments  to  the  profession  to 
qualify,  but  who  had  not  the  means  to  do  iso,  and  in 
this  connection  he  commended  to  their  interest  the 
Devon  and  Cornwall  Pharmaceutical  Scholarship  Fund.

Miss  Dawson,  in 
responding,  said,  in  view  of  the  suggestion  to  link  up 
the  Association  and  the  branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  she  felt  that  they  had  such  a  virile  Association 
in  Oldham  that  she  strongly  advocated  the  necessity  of 
holding  on  to  it  as  long  as  they  could.

Keith,  Mr.  G.  W.  Evans  and  Miis.  G.  W.  Evans,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Hugo  Wolff,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Keall.  The 
spur  tables  were  in  charge  of  Messrs.  Howells  (secretary), 
Poole,  Harrison,  Clemsnt,  Minter,  and  Moss.    After  the 
loyal  toast  the  President  called  upon  Mr.  Woolcoek  to 
propose  the  first  toast,   "  Pharmacy."     Mr.  Wcolcock 
said  he  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  Asisocia- 
tion,  and  always  carefully  followed  its  activities.  He  noted 
they  had  taken  an  important  part  in  the  by-law  battle 
just  over,  but  no  doubt,  although  they  might  not  see 
eye  to  eye  with  the  powers  that  be,  they  would  settle 
down  again  into  harmony  and  continue  to  work  for  the 
good  of  pharmacy  generally.     He  coupled  the  names  of 
i\Ir.   Sargeant,   who,  he  said,   represented  the  spiritual 
side  of  pharmacy,  and  Mr.  E.  Moss,  who  was  typical 
of  the  "  bread  and  butter  "  side.      Mr.   Sargeant,  in 
reply,  said  this  was  his  first  visit  to  the  Thames  Valley, 
and  he  thanked  them  for  the  warm  welcome  he  had 
been  given.     Mr.  Woolcoek  had  said  he  was  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  spiritual  side;  he  would  remind  them 
that  a  body  without  a  spirit  was  a  corpse.     In  a  brief 
reference  to  the  new  by-laws  he  said  he  was  very  much 
opposed  to  the  1898  Act,  but  probably  his  opncsition  in 
those  days  was_  only  to  obtain  notoriety.  Continuing, 
he  said  the  need  of  to-day  was  education,  which  under- 
lie? the  progress  of  all  countries.    As  the  constitution  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  stood  to-day,  the  Council  had 
the  power  to  make  regulations  as  they  wished  to  carry 
on  the  work  of  the  Society.     The  time  had  come,  he 
said,  when  the  constitution  must  be  altered  so  as  to 
jjrevent  suclf  meetings  as  they  had  last  week,  which 
were  not  representative  of  the  country  at  large.  They 
must  have  properly  appointed  delegates  from  the  branches 
to  attend  and  voice  the  feelings  and  ideas  of  the  rank 
and  file  of  members.      It  was  up  to  the  members  if 
they  were  not  satisfied  with  the  Council  to  turn  them 
out  when  they  came  up  for  election.    Mr.  Edgar  Moss, 
in  reply,  said  that  education  was  the  foremost  thing 
they  liad  to  consider  in  these  days ;  he  looked  forward 
to  the  time  when  all  the  dispensing  for  the  nation  would 
be  in  the  chemists'  hands.    Mr.  Hugo  Wolff,  in  a  short 
speech,  proposed  the  toast  of  the  "  Thames  Valley  Phar- 
macists' Association,"  coupling  the  name  of  iMr.  Goode 
with  the  toast,  which  was  received  with  musical  honours. 
In  reply,  Mr.  Goode  urged  the  Council  to  put  all  their 
cards  on  the  table,  then  there  would  be  no  trouble,  and 
the  various  associations  would  be  loyal  to  the  Council, 
but  would  reserve  the  right  of  criticism.     Mr.  A.  W. 
Poole,  in  an  apt  little  speech,  proposed  "  The  Ladies," 
to  which  Mris.  Dobson  replied.     The  evening  was  one 
of  the  successes  of  pharmacy,  an  excellent  musical  pro- 
gramme   interposed  the  speeches,  and  the    ladies  all 
received  a  memento  of  the  occasion. 
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Associations'  Winter  Session 

Ealing. — The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Ealing  Pharma- 
cists' Association  was  held  on  February  17,  at  the  Ealing 
Town  Hall.  Mr.  H.  A.  Irwin,  in  the  chair,  introduced 
Mr.  Seymour  J.  Price,  F.C.I.B.,,  who  gave  an  interest- 
ing illustrated  lecture  on  mountain  climbing  in  Switzer- 
land, entitled  With  Axe,  Rope  and  Guide. 

Liverpool.— Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst  (President)  filled  the  chair 
at  an  open  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association, 
which  ladies  and  students  attended  by  invitation,  held 
in  the  Royal  Institution  on  February  4.  The  secretary 
(Mr.  F.  Wokes,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.)  read  an  appreciative 
acknowledgment  from  Dr.  Charles  Symes  of  the  hoaour 
of  having  life  membenship  conferred  upon  him  at  the 
previous  meeting.  Professor  W.  E.  S.  Turner,  O.B.E., 
D.Sc,  F.Inst. P.  (professor  of  glass  technology  in  the 
University  of  Sheffield)  delivered  a  lantern  lecture  on 
Glass-  as  an  Instrument  of  Human  Progress.  In  an 
historical  preface  he  mentioned  that  arrow  or  spear 
beads,  of  natural  glass,  for  uise  in.  combat  or  the  chase, 
were  found  in  the  Isle  of  Arran.  and  minute  cuneiform 
inscriptions  examined  in  Egypt  suggested,  that  lenses 
must  have  been  in  use  at  least  a  thousand  years  ago. 
The  first  glass  w^orks  erected  in  America  was  for  the 
manufacture  of  beadis  for  barter  with  Eed  Indians. 
Phoenician,  Roman  and  Egyptian  glass  ware  was  rife- 
viewed,  photographs  of  the  "  Portland  vase  "  being 
shown  on  the  screen  in  order  to  exhibit  the  skill  early 
obta'ined  in  the  art  of  cameo  work  on  two  layers  of 
glass,  a  skill  still  difficult  to  rival.  Passing  on  to  demon- 
strate the  development  of  astronomical,  chemical,  metal- 
lurgical, and  bacteriological  science,  primarily  due  to  the 
advent  of  the  telescope,  microscope,  ultra-microscope, 
spectroscope,  prism,  and  the  uses  of  glass  vessels,  in 
which  to  observe  physical  and  chemical  changes,  the 
lecturer  po'inted  out  that  but  for  the  advance  in  bacterio- 
logy to  which  the  microscope  had  contributed,  the  Panama 
Canal  workers  could  not  have  been  kept  in  health  or 
tropical  countries  made  safe  for  Europeans.  Incidentally, 
he  depicted  the  inevitable  waste  of  material  in  the  manu- 
facture of  optical  glass,  and  quoted  high  authority  thtit 
a  factory  devoted  to  optical  glass  alone 'could  not  be 
run  in  normal  times  save  at  a  serious  loss.  His  collection 
of  American  photographs  indicated  the  extensive  manu- 
facture of  plate  glass  in  the  States,  and  another  series 
portrayed  the  growth  of  British  enterprise.  In  reply  to 
questions,  he  illustrated  how  glass  mortars  were  apt  to 
burst,  owing  to  the  different  degrees  of  cooling  effected 
in  the  layers.  On  the  vote  of  thanks,  the  President. 
Mr.  Harold  Wyatt,  Mr.  David  H.  Evans  and  others 
testified  to  the  enjoyment  and  illumination  of  the 
lecture,  the  second  contributed  by  a  Sheffield  scientist 
this  session. 

London  (N.). — The  monthly  meeting,  of  the  North  Lon- 
don Phainiaceutical  Association  wais  held  at  the  North 
Library.  Manor  Gardens,  Holloway,  on  February  17,  the 
President  (Mr..  J.  Downing.)  in  the  chair.  A  vote  of 
condolence  was  passed  to  the  family  of  the  late  Mr. 
T.  H.  W.  Idris,.  an  honorary  president  of  the  Associa- 
tion, who  had  been  a.sisociated  with  North  London  for 
a  large  part  of  his  career.  The  secretary  reported  on 
the  Eai-ly  Closing  Association.  A  report  on  the  forma- 
tion of  a  Central  Executive  for  London  pharmaceutical 
bodies  was  given  ;  very  little  progress  had  been  made.  ~ 
Various  items  relating  to  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 
were  put  forward.  Delegates  were  appointed  on  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Committee.  The  delegates' 
meeting  to  consider  the  regulations  under  the  by-laws 
recently  passed  was  held  over  for  a  branch  meeting.. 
It  was  pointed  out  about  eight  delegates  was  the  quota 
for  the  North  Metropolitan  area.  The  secretary  distri- 
buted a  summarised  statement  of  the  regulations,  which 
he  explained.  Considerable  discussion  arose,  and  several 
amendments  were  suggested.  The  object  was  to  make 
the  advance  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  to  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  much  simpler  and  more  encouraging  to 
proceed  with,  in  order  to  strengthen  the  pharmaceutical 
chemist  as  a  class  in  numbers.  Among  those  discussing 
it  were  Messrs.  Fouracre,  Swanston,  Hearle,  Young, 
and  Cracknell. 


London  (S.W.).— The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Soutli- 
West  London  Chemists'  Association  was  held  on  Feb- 
ruary 5  at  Carpenter's  Restaurant,  Clapham,  S.W.,  the 
President  (Mr.  G.  Barratt)  in  the  chair.  Dr.  E.  Burnet, 
who  said  he  had  with  him  in  his  bag  several  tests  and 
experiments  to  finish  that  night,  and  with  the  meeting's 
permission  he  would  discuss  them.  He  showed  how  it 
was  possible  to  state  with  certainty  what  animal's  flesh 
wais  present  in,  for  example,  sausages.  Also  how  human 
blood  was  distinguished  from  animal  blood.  In  such 
cases  the  bio-chemist,  he  said,  is  absolutely  essential. 
Next  he  tested  some  protein  obtained  from  a  mummy 
over  5,000  years  old,  and  showed  that  this  was  still  as 
active  as  when  life  existed-  in  the  body.  If  vaccines 
could  be  kept  desiccated;  their  life  would  be  practically 
indefinite.  He  h'imself  was  still  using  some  made  over 
sixteen  years  ago,  and  they  were  as  active  as  when  he 
made  them.  Finally,  he  showed  how  many  complaints 
such  as  asthma,  epilepsy,  etc.,  were  due  to  the  fact 
that  many  people  were  hypersensitive,  and  instanced 
cases  of  asthma  due  to  wheat,  cats'  and  dogs'  hairs,  etc. 
In  moving  a  very  hearty  vote  of  thanks  from  the  chair, 
which  was  carried  with  acclamation,  the  President 
thanked  Dr.  Burnet  for  his  interesting  and  instructive 
address. 

Londonderry. — There  was  a  large  attendance  of 
members  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Londonderry 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Aissociation,  held  in  the 
MelviUe  Hotel,  Foyle  Street,  when  satisfactory  reports 
w-ere  submitted  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Dickson,  treasurer  and 
secretary.  Mr.  Joseph  Wellwood,  the  outgoing  chairman, 
reviewed  the  work  of  the  year  and  thanked  the  members 
for  their  cordial  support.  He  paid  a  compliment  to  the 
work  of  Mr.  Dickson.  Mr.  John  Maxwell  (Prior  &  Co., 
Ferryquay  Street)  was  unanimously  elected  Chairman 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  Mr.  Dickison  was  re-elected 
Treasurer  and  Secretari/. 

Manchester. — A  joint  meeting  of  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  the  Manchester  and 
Salford  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held' 
on  February  11  :  there  was  a  good  attendance.  Mr.  R.  G.' 
Edwards,  who  occupied  the  chair,  introduced  Mr.  F. 
Fairbrother,  M.Sc,  Manchester  University,  to  give  a 
lecture  on  The  Ajipli cation  of  Colloidal  Chejivistry  to 
Pharmacy.  The  lecturer,  in  his  address,  dealt  with 
the  elementary  facts  of  his  ^subject,  and  illustrated  it 
with  a  number  of  experiments.  He  defined  the  colloidal 
state  of  matter,  and  explained  the  nature  of  emulsions, 
showing  some  striking  light  effects  on  benzol  and"  water 
emulsions.  He  described  the  nature  and  structure  of 
giue  and  gelatines^  and  showed  a  cylindrical  mass  of 
agar-agar  jelly,  which  contained  99  per  cent,  of  water 
and  only  1  per  cent,  of  solid  matter.  Mr.  Edwards 
proposed,  and  Mr.  Grier  seconded,  the  vote  of  thanks. 
A  discuission  follov,'ed.

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Trade  Report 

42  Gannoin  Street,  E.C.4,  February  26. 

Business  in  Mincing  Lane  is  reported  as  being  a  trifle 
better  than  the  preceding  fortnight,  but  there  is  a  lack 
of  interest  generally  and  complaints  of  dull  trade  are 
rife.  The  bulk  of  price  changes,  it  will  be  seen  from  our 
table,  have  a  downward  tendency,  and  while  this  is  so 
buyers  hold  aloof.  The  few  changes  include  a  better 
feeling  in  Japanese  slab  camphor,  but  no  decided  advance 
is  expected.  Agar  agar,  of  first  quality,  continues  very 
scarce  on  spot.  Para  tonka,  beans  have  been  in  steady 
demand  at  firm  rates.  Cascara  sagrada  has  shown  a 
little  more  activity  Tor  two-year -old  bark.  Annatto  seed 
should  improve  as  its  use  as  a  dye  is  not  banned  under  the 
proposed  new  food  regulations.  Anise  and  cumin  seeds 
are  a  trifle  easier  :  a  further  sharp  advance  has  taken 
place  in  American  peppermint  oil  and  spot  supplies  of 
branded  oils  of  genuine  quality  are  at  e.xhaustion  point. 
Menthol  is  nominal  and  little  business  is  reported  in 
Japanese  mint  oil.  Business  in  pharmaceutical  chemicals 
is  slightly  better,  but  still  mostly  for  small  parcels. 
Price  changes  are  few,  with  benzoates  easier.  Bromides 
show  no  definite  change  and  phenacetin  remains  unsteady. 
Among  industrial  chemicals,  etc.,  business  is  fair  although 
small.  Cornish  arsenic  is  still  weak  and  a  number  ox 
potassium  products  are  cheaper,  including  permanganate, 
caustic,  etc.  ;  zinc  oxides  are  also  lower.  Acetone,  for- 
maldehyde, sal  ammoniac,  alum,  and  oxalic  acid  have  also 
moved  in  buyers'  favour.  In  coal  tar  products,  creosote 
oil,  cresylic  acid,  carbolic  acid  crystals,  methyl  alcohol  and 
pitch  are  all  dull  and  easier.

Annatto  seed. — The  new  food  preservative  proposals 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  discussion  pro- 
hibit the  use  of  gamboge  and  a  number  of  coal-tar  dyes 
giving  a  yellow  colour.  .  As  this  also  refers  to  foods 
imported  into  this  country,  it  is  anticipated  that  annatto 
seed,  which  is  at  present,  used  only  in  small  quantities, 
will  find  a  greater  outlet,  this  being  one  of  the  very  few 
yellovv'  dyes  upon  which  a  veto  is  not  placed.  Forward 
business  has  been  quiet,  and'  prices  quoted  are  only 
nominal.  For  fair  Madras  and  Jamaica  on  the  spot, 
1924  crop,  Is.  to  Is.  3d.  per  lb.  is  wanted. 

Antimony  reacted  late  last  week,  apparently  due  to 
freer  offers  from  China,  and  is  rather  in  an  unsettled 
state.  English  refined  was  reduced  about  £5  a  ton,  now 
ranging  from  £69  10s.  to  .£70.  Of  Chinese  regulus  on 
the  spot,  holders'  ideas  are  about  £65,  while  c.i.f.  terms 
for  arrival  or  shipment  are  £60  downward.  The  demand 
was  obviously  checked  by  the  reaction.  Crude  metal 
has  been  also  weaker  in  sympathy  with  refined,  c.i.f. 
offers  having  been  reported  at  £37  to  £36,  although 
spot  is  quoted  about  £39.

The  review 
commences  with  a  concise  survey  of  the  operations  of  the 
Stevenson  Restriction  Scheme,  followed  with  the  monthly 
and  quarterly  average  prices  in  detail  since  restriction  was 
begun.  Paragraphs  are  devoted  to  plantation  all-in  coeta 
of  221  companies,  production  and  consumption  in  1924, 
world's  stoc'cs  at  end  December  1924,  production  1925,  con- 
sumption 1925,  probable  decrease  in  stocks  1925,  U.S.A.  stocks, 
London  stocks,  etc.  The  review  concludes  with  complete 
statistical  tables. 

Railway  Rates 

The  Railway  Clearing  House  has  issued  a  pamphlet  dealing 
wiith  the  relation  between  railway  rates  and  the  prices  of 
food.  In  a  foreword  it  is  stated  that  railway  ra4;es,  which 
had  remained  practically  at  pre-war  level  throughout  the 
Avar  period,  were  increased  generally  by  100  per  cent,  in 
1920.  Since  that  date  they  have  been  gradually  reduced  to 
approximately  50  per  cent,  over  the  jDre-war  figures,  at 
■\\hich  level  they  now  stand.  With  the  view  of  indicating 
clearly  the  very  small  proportion  of  the  price  of  the  ai-ticle 
attributable  to  railway  carriage,  typical  diagrams  in  regard 
to  staple  foods  (potatoes,  sugar,  flour,  milk,  fish,  and  meat) 
are  given.  From  tho  e.xamples  it  is  shown  that  the  maximum 
amount  due  to  carriage  charges  to  vai-ious  parts  of  Great 
Britain  does  not  exceed  jd.  per  lb.  as  a  ride,  and  in  nvimeroius 
cases  it  is  far  less.

The  By-Laws  and  After 

Sir, — Mr.  Maurice  Jones  tell  me  upon  what 
grounds  he  bases  his  statement  (C.  <l-  D.,  February  21, 
p.  285)  that  "the  P.A.T.A.  are  the  real  enemies  to- 
il ght  "  ? — Yours  faithfully,

Sir,— The  new  degree  is  certainly  "  eyewash  "  ;  but  why 
does  Mr.  Maurice  Jones  want  us  to  fight  Boots  and  the 
P.A.T.A.,  when  chemists  in  good  central  positions  are 
selling-  out  to  Mesisrs.  Boots  at  the  rate  of  fifty  a  year, 
and  when  the  P.A.T.A.  isaved  most  of  uis  from  being 
swallowed  by  Boots  twenty-fiv©  years  ago?  And  the 
CD. A.  was  the  only  big  stick  which  l<;ept  the  food 
and  drugs  inspectors  in  theu'  corner.  The  R.P.U.  does 
not  appear  to  me  to  be  improving  the  record  of  the  older 
organiisations,  but  that's  a  detail  which  will  work  itself 
level  in  time.  The  great  fact  about  this  degree  istunt  is 
this — that  the  high  school  boy  is  not  so  good  in  trade  as 
the  elementary  boy ;  anid  the  elementary  scholars  are 
now  (and  have  been  for  thirty  years)  four-fifths  of  the 
whole  of  the-  retail  drug  workers  and  owners  of  shops  in 
England,  Scotland  and  Wales.  Those  in  d.oubt, 
clear  out  your  elementary  school  workers,  substitute  high 
school  graduates  for  them,  and  then  give  us  your  actual 
experience  after  three  months'  trial.  I  don't  need  to 
argue  about  it  :  I  know.  This  degree  and  £20  fee  can 
only  mean  one  of  three  things  :  (1)  Starvation  of  Minor 
examination  (through  lack  of  students) ;  (2)  separation 
of  profession  and  trade  (when  the  professors  will  cer- 
tainly starve)  ;  (3)  amalgamation  with  the  unregistered 
(like  the  dentists).  A  few  figures  will  show  how  our 
trade  stands  to-day  (60,000  drug-trade  workers  was,  I 
thinlc,  the  last  census  figure)  : —

Out  of  these  seven-tenths  unqualified  only  one-tenth 
have  much  chance  of  qualifying  under  the  new  degree, 
because  the  lack  of  the  Preliminary  examination  will 
■prevent  them.  So  by  all  means  let  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  get  on  with  it.  They  are  up  against  natural 
and  economic  forces;  also,  snobbery  and  pretence,  which 
send  certain  types  of  apprentices  to  us,  only  to  be 
disillusioned  and  leave  the  trade,  and  we  gladly  carry 
on  with  the  elementary  scholars.  Every  town  and  village 
produces  the  type  of  men  and  women  who  are  traders 
by  choice,  and  they  make  the  best  chemists ;  but  they 
rarely  ever  come  from  the  high  school,  nor  are  they 
good  at  modern  examinations,  which  are  notoriously  full 
of  ancient  drivel,  entirely  divorced  from  everyday 
modern  practice.  The  late  Mr.  Rymer  Young  said  that 
"  Some  of  the  most  egregious  asses  in  creation  were 
reckoned  as  the  successes  of  modern  education."  They 
can  pass  examinations  with  ease,  but  they  are  useless 
in  business  ;  and  from  what  I  have  seen  of  the  suggested 
new  examinations,  they  are  of  the  same  old  type,  and 
quite  usele.ss  to  us  in  business  to-day,  with  one  exception 
in  the  new  syllabus — "  the  student's  note-book  may  be 
called  for  and  examined  along  with  his  work  in  the 
actual  Qualifying  examination."  A  "  bonfire  of  old 
school  books  "  would  have  enabled  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  demand  their  £20  fee  and  get  it,  because, 
like  modern  books  on  photography,  they  would  really 
be  teaching  us  the  business.  But  when  we  have  to 
learn  our  trade  outside  of  the  examination,  which  never 
yet  has  helped  one  of  us.  then  readers  can  form  their 


own  oonclusionis  jof  the  future  of  _th6  new  degree,  and 
of  the  men  who  can  do  and  are  doing  and  will  continue 
to  do  a  big  trade  in  drugs  without  any  degree  or  any 
examination  of  any  kind  whatever.  The  "co-ops."  had 
7,000  patent  medicine  licences  in  1914.  If  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  can  carry  on  its  highbrow  programme 
without  any  chance  of  ,  raking  in  seven-tenths  of  the 
unqualified  workers  in  the  retail  drug  trade,  then,  by 
all  means,  let  them  get  on  with  it. — Yours,  etc..

Sir, — However  much  the  by-laws  are  intended  to  raise 
the  status  of  the  pharmacist,  that  object  can  never  be 
attained  while  the  present  Council  indulge  in  the  tactics 
that  have  just  been  experienced.  If  Dickens  were  alive 
to-day  he  would  have  had  ejccellent  copy.  Let  us  hope 
that  by  the  time  the  "  palaoe  "-  is-  built  we  shall  have 
a  Council  to  whom  it  will  be  a  pleasuii©  to  make 
obeisance.  So  much  has  been  written  relating  to  the 
by-laws  that  there  is  little  left  to  criticise,  but  I  should 
like  to  say  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  raising  of  the  age 
limit  for  examiners  seems  to  show  that  there  has  been 
a  deal  of  "  wire-pulling  "  somewhere.  Past  experi- 
ence has  shown  that  sixty,  perhaps  less,  should  be  the 
age  limit..  Are  intellectual  younger  men  so  scarce  in 
pharmacy  that  the  Council  have  to  resort  to  such  a 
procedure?  The  local  aissociations  will  do  well  to  watch 
the  course  of  future  events.  It  has  pleasC'd"  the  Presi- 
dent to  refer  to  pharmacy  as  the  greatest  trade  union 
known;  judging  by  the  political  manoeuvres  of  the  union 
"  bosses,"  which  throw  doubt  upon  earnest  sup- 
porters, I  can  agree  with  him.  I  do  not  class  as  a 
"  pluralist  "  a  man  who  has  -passed  the  Qualifying  or 
Major  examination,  but  is  interested  in  the  wlioleisale 
and  manufacturing  trades.  Seeing  that  the  two  sections 
number  many  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
it  is  only  fair  to  them  that  they  should  have  some 
representation  on  the  Council.  But  those  must  be  ex- 
eluded  who  have  forsaken  pharmacy  for  more  lucrative- 
professions,  but  are  still  willing  to  take  pin  money  from 
pharmacists  by  professing  to  legislate  for  tliem.  And 
what  a  mess  they  have  made  of  affairs,  in  spite  of  their 
qualifications!  If  the  object  of  the  by-laws  is  to  create 
more  of  that  kidney,  there  is  going  to  be  a  bad  time 
ahead.  So  badly  have  the  "  men  "  who  frighten  (  ?)  the 
"  bunnies,"  conducted  affairs  relating  to  pharmacy  that 
the  Government  are  making  it  their  policy  to  ignore 
them.  After  all.  one  cannot  wonder  at  this  disquieting 
state  of  affairs,  because  it  is  only  natural  that  outsiders 
judge  the  members  of  a  trade,  or  profession,  by  the 
men  they  appoint  to  manage  their  affairs.  Great  atten- 
tion must  have  been  attracted  by  tlie  undignified  (one 
might  say  stupid)  methods  of  the  Council  during  the 
controversy ;  and  the  tactless  speeches  of  the  President 
will  not  have  created  a  good  impression.  Pharmaceu- 
tical "  pluralists  "  oould  also  curtail  their  activities  to 
our  advantage;  many  of  thenT  cannot  possibly  give  of 
thgi'  best  with  so  many  different  calls  upon  their  time 
and  energies,,  however  sincere  they  may  be.  All  members 
entitled  to  the  vote  must  give  earnest  consideration  to 
the  candidates  for  election  to  the  Council.  It  is  foolish 
to  elect  men  haphazard  and  continually  "  grouise  "  about 
them  ;  every  retiring  member's  record  should  be  analysed 
before  he  is  re-elected.  It  has  now  been  s'hown  that  if 
the  members  of  the  local  as.sociations  make  up  their 
minds  that  they  do  not  intend  to  submit  to  any  organised 
humbug  on  the  part  of  "  Bloomers-bury  "  Square,  they 
have  the  power  in  their  own  hands  to  force  fair  play. 
Wake  up,  England  !    Carping  critieism — so  let  it  be.

Sir, — I  note,  according  to  Mr.  Maurice  Jones,  of 
Willesden,  that  "  the  control  of  pharmacy  that  matters 
at  the  moment  is  vested  in  Messrs.  Boots  and  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Aissociation,"  and  "  until  pharma- 
cists ais  a  body  realise  that  Me&srs.  Boots  and  the 
P.A.T.A.  are  the  real  enemies  to  fight  we  shall  simply 
drift."  It  is  refreshing  to  find  a  chemist  with  courage 
sufficient  to  place  this  view  on  record.  Apart  from  the 
fact  that  the  P.A.T.A.  is  open  to  attack  at  any  moment 
from  Government  investigation  as  to  its  being  a  trust 
or  combine  detrimental  to  the  public,  in  that  it  prevents 
a  free  and  unfettered  market,  and  consequently  a 
restraint  on  competition  in  trade,  it  dictates  to  the 
manufacturer  and  retailer,  exercising  such  control  as  to 
interfere  with  the  legitimate  conduct  of  their  business. 
The  P.A.T.A.  attempts  to  take  away  an  individual's 
freedom  and  right  to  buy  or  sell  as  he  thinks  fit,  but 
human  ingenuity  always  has  a  way  of  making  inopera- 
tive any  trust  or  combine  which  controls  the  manufac- 
turer and  compels  retailers  to  sell  at  specified  prices, 
many  of  which  show  an  inordinate  rate  of  profit;  there- 
fore the  Association  is  continually  troubled  with  iirice- 
cutters  of  protected  goods,  and  I  predict  this  diffi.culty 
will  become  greater ;  meanwhile  those  who  cut  wrices 
will  filch  the  trade  of  those  who  make  a  fetish  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  You  cannot  make  a  believer  in  Free  Trade 
bow  down  to  any  monopoly.  Chemists  should  accustom 
themselves,  as  INIessrs.  Boots  do,  to  seeking  no  longer 
a  ma.ximum  profit  on  each  item  of  a  minimum  sale,  but 
a  maximum  total  profit  by  means  of  a  minimum  profit 
on  each  item  of  a  large  total  sale.  In  my  view,  any 
combination  which  aims  at  boycotting  the  man  who  is 
prepared  to  cut  down  prices  so  as  to  make  a  reasonable 
profit  on  a  maximum  turnover  is  assisting  Messrs.  Boots 
to  win  the  trade  while  the  chemist  is  troubling  himself 
about  that  wonderful  degree  which  will  make  him  into 
a  professional  man. — I  am,  etc.,

U n profitable  Proprietaries 

Mr.  L,  J.  Sparke  {C.  <t;  D.,  February  7,  p.  212)  tells 
us  that  Birmingham  chemists  are  selling  a  proprietary 
medicine  costing  Is.  l^d.  at  ll^d.  The  first  comment 
that  comes  into  one's  mind  is  more  forcible  than  polite  ; 
a  second  thought  shows  us  how  pitiable  it  is  that  such 
sales  can  still  be  made  by  qualified  men.  Here  are 
members  of  the  same  trade  undercutting  each  other 
until  they  get  below  the  cost  of  the  article;  if  this 
line  is  a  Is.  3d.  patent  (which  presumably  it  is),  and 
costs  Is.  l^d.,  it  is  not  worth  selling  at  all,  even  at 
face  value,  and  it  is  a  pity  the  Birmingham  chemists 
do  not  agree  to  refuse  to  stock  it. — Non-Cut  (21/2). 

Fowl  Incubator  Disinfectant 

Sir.  A.  B.  Wheatley,  Barnwood,  Gloucester,  comments 
on  a  reply  in  the  C.  <.€■  D.,  January  24,  p.  138,  as  to 
disinfectant  for  incubators,  wherein  we  suggested  forma- 
lin in  the  early  stages  of  incubation.  As  a  chemist, 
and  also  a  poultry  enthusiast,  Mr.  Wheatley  states  that 
ditsinfection  should  be  done  before  filling  the  incubator 
with  eggs.  He  uses  potass,  permang.  1  oz.  placed  in  a 
saucer  and  1  oz.  of  formaldehyde  solution  poured  on  it. 
This  is  put  on  the  bottom  tray  of  the  incubator  and 
th©  whole  left  for  twenty-four  hours.  This  quantity 
is  sufficient  for  one  up  to  150-egg  size.  The  incubator 
is  afterwards  ventilated  before  filling  with  eggs. 

"  The   Godd  Old  Days  " 

"  Xrayser  II's  "  reminiscences  {C.  d-  D..  January  10, 
p.  53)  remind  me  of  my  father's  tales  of  the  "  good 
old  days."  He  was  apprenticed  in  1843  to  a  Mr.  Steel, 
Beccles,  Suffolk,  for  fiue  years.     No  wages  were  paid 
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till  he  was  out  of  his  time.  Work  began  at  7  a.m.  m 
summer  and  8  a.m.  in  winter,  and  the  nominally  free 
Sunday  gave  little  chance  of  outings,  as  attendance  at 
church  twice  dailv  was  insisted  on.  An  annual  week  or 
fortnight  was  the  only  real  holiday.  When  out  of  his 
time  he  received  £15  a  year  in  London  for  work  from 
8  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  daily  (11  on  Saturdays),  and  Sunday 
duty  from  8  a.m.  to  10  a.m.  and  6  p.m.  to  9  p.m.  He 
never  received  over  £30  a  year  as  an  assistant,  though 
he  knew  of  men  who  got  £40.— F.  A.  W.  (12/1). 

Cheap  Labour 

"  Traveller  "  (C.  ot-  D.,  January  17,  p.  105)  makes 
the  statement  that  the  difference  between  cheap  and 
expensive  labour  makes  the-  difference  in  fixing  the 
profits.  It  does,  and  it  alrso  makes  a  difference  in  the 
profits  as  well  in  course  of  time.  The  phrase  "  cheap 
and  nasty'-'  is  as  applicable  to  labour  as  it  is  to  goods. 
In  a  pharmacist's  businesis  the  public  still  expect  that 
service  and  advice  which  they  can  only  get  from  trained 
and  experienced  assistants,  and  even  in  side  lines — e.g., 
photographic  goods — ^cheap  labour  is  a  bad  investment. 
Instead  of  complaining  that  the  higher  educated  graduate 
will  be  "too  expensive  to  employ,  the  tiring  to  do  is  to 
secure  for  pharmacy  the  recognition  which  will  enable 
it  to  pay  a  skilled  man  a  wage  commensurate  with  his 
qualification. — Value  for  Pay  (19/1).. 

In  a  Land  of-Dreams 
Surely  the  heads  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  must 
live  in  a  land  of  dreams,  or  at  an  altitude  where  the 
rarefied  atmosphere  gives  a  roseate  outlook  on  the  most 
mundane  affairs.  At  the  Southport  dinner  [C.  S  D., 
January  31,  p.  151)  Mr.  Sargeant  told  us  that  we  stand 
as  a  cohesive  profession  to-day,  that  we  could  stand 
against  any  profesision  in  the  world,  and  that  we  could 
challenge  the  doctors  if  need  be.  Retail  pharmacists  who 
endure  the  daily  snubs  and  the  frequently  undisguised 
contempt  of  local  medicos  will  read  these  remarks  with 
amazement.  ?  It  seems  strange  that,  if  we  are  in  such 
a  favourable  position,  we  tamely  submit  to  the  multitu- 
dinous regulations  constantly  being  enacted.  The  greatest 
point  on  which  the  Society  could  challenge  the  doctors 
is  the  question  of  dispensing.

The  doctor  had  instructed  the  patient  to  melt  a  little  each 
night  and  pour  over  the  back  of  the  hands,  then  bandage. 
It°will  peel  off  nicely  in  the  morning.— Yours  truly, 
Pendleton.  D-  Lewis. 

Mag.  Carb.  in  Mixtures 
C.  fi.  (10/2)  aisks  what  should  be  used  when  "  mag. 
carb."  is  ordered  in  a  prescription— mag.  carb.  levis  or 
mag.  carb.  pond.  As  an  apprentice  he  was  taught  to 
use°pond.  unless  otherwise  ordered,  now  he  is  assui'ed 
the  general  rule  is  to  use  levis.  [The  two  carbonates 
have  probably  identical  chemical  and  therapeutic  pro- 
perties, and  "the  light  variety  would  remain  diffused  in 
the  mixture  longer  than  the  heavy  carbonate.  On  this 
account  It  is  probably  better  to  use  mag.  carb.  levis, 
but  usage  varies.] 

A  Semi- Solid  Lotion 
gij,^ — Would  you  tell  me  why  the  following  lotion,  a 
few  days  after  being  dispensed,  becomes  semi-solid,  and 
how  this  could  be  prevented  ?  : —

[Formation  of  lead  borate  in  the  lotion  is  the  cause 
of  it  becoming  thick,  lead  borate  being  insoluble  in  water. 


It  cannot  be  prevented  in  the  prescription  combination. 
Pour  the  lead  sutoacetate  solution  in  portions  into  the 
whole  quantity  of  the  boric  acid  solution,  shaking  quickly 
after  each  portion  has  been  added.  Prepared  in  this  way, 
the  lotion  remains  in  a  pleasing  creamy  condition,  and 
pours  without  difficulty.  It  is  on  the  lines  of  the  old 
white  bottle  "  so  much  esteemed  in  veterinary  practice, 
prepared  from  lead  acetate  and  zinc  sulphate,  the 
insoluble  lead  sulphate  formed  being  an  important  part  of 
the  lotion.  Should  the  lotion  at  any  time  be  too  thick 
to  pour,  dilution  with  distilled  water  to  a  working  thinness 
seems  a  reasonable  procedure.] 

Donovan's  Solution  with  Iron  Perchloride 

SiE, — AVill  you  let  me  know  the  best  way  to  dispense 
the  following  prescription?  Free  iodine  seems  to  be

[When  this  mixture  is  compounded  as  written,  iodine 
is  liberated  owing  to  the  free  acid  in  the  tincture  of  iron 
perchloride.  This  is  unavoidable.  The  quantity  of  iodine 
set  free  is  very  small,  and  may  be  disregarded  if  the 
combination  is  otherwise  found  serviceable.  The  appro- 
priate iron  salt  to  combine  with  Donovan's  solution  is 
ferrous  iodide,  which  can  be  introduced  in  the  form  of  the 
official  syrup  of  ferrous  iodide  (the  proportion  bein^ 
decided  by  the  prescriber) .    The  mixture  then  keeps  well.]

Dissolve  the 
potassium  iodide  in  the  water  to  which  the  solution_  of 
arsenic  has  been  added  ;  then,  having  rendered  the  spirit 
of  nitrous  ether  neutral  or  slightly  alkaline  with  potas- 
sium bicarbonate,  mix  it  with  the  other  ingredients. 
Componnded  in  this  way,  the  mixture  is  '  clear,  and 
remains  so.]

[In  the  mixture  compounded  from  your  prescription 
there  is  no  evidence  to  indicate  that  the  potassium 
chlorate  undergoes  decomposition.  It  is  somewhat  re- 
sistant to  chemical  action,  and  we  incline  to  the  opinion 
that  in  this  combination  it  remains  unchanged.  The 
mixture  will  keep  perfectly  as  it  is,  chloroform  water 
being  an  excellent  preservative.  The  preservative  effect 
of  the  potassium  chlorate  may  be  discounted.] 
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Legal  Queries 

W.  T.  T.  (16/2). — Dioriine,  being  ethyl-morphine,  does 
not  come  within  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act. 

E.  N.  W.  (17/2).— It  would  be  better  to  submit  the 
lease  to  a  local  solicitor  for  his  opinion  on  the 
interpretation. 

T.  IF.  D.  (20/2).— It  is  illegal  for  an  unqualified 
person  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist 
with  a  qualified  chemist  as  cover. 

G.  W.  B.  (24/2). — It  is  only  registered  chemists'  and 
those  who  have  served  an  indentured  apprenticeship  to 
a  chemist  who  may  sell  "  known,  admitted;  and 
approved  "  remedies  tmstamped. 

Sfes  (12/2). — There  is  a  doubt  as  to  the  best  method 
of  disposing  of  "  dangerous  "  drugs  on  giving  up 
biisiness,  and  we  advise  you  to  write  to  the  Home  Office, 
Whitehall,  London,  S.W.,  for  advice.  Will  you  let  us 
know  what  their  answer  is  ? 

Matros  (10/2). — The  apprentice's  indentures  may  be 
cancelled  by  mutual  consent,  and  the  apprentice  would 
be  able  to  complete  the  hours  with  another  chemist. 
The  only  thing  necessary  would  be  for  you  to  sign  up 
for  the  hours  he  served  with  you  and  his  future  employer 
for  the  remainder. 

M.,  Ltd.  (11/2). — As  a  general  rule  eeidlitz  powders 
when  sold  should  conform  to  the  standard  of  the 
British  Pharmacopceia,  as  this  is  a  presumptive  standard 
for  the  article.  A  vendor  can,  however,  set  up  another 
standard  as  a  special  brand,  provided  that  the  purchaser 
is  not  prejudiced  in  any  way. 

F.  J.  11.  (16/2). — In  the  absence  of  any  agreement  for 
the  exclusive  sale  rights  of  the  series  of  veterinary 
remedies  by  the  previous  vendors,  there  does  not  seem 
any  reason  why  you  should  not  make  the  medicines 
according  to  the  formulas  supplied  by  the  inventor's 
daughter.  You  should  satisfy  yourself  that  the  previous 
vendor  has  no  successor. 

W.  F.  (9/2). — The  gripe  drink  formula  contains  the 
product  of  1  oz.  of  opium  in  100  oz.,  equalling  1  per 
cent.,  or,  assuming  that  the  full  content  of  morphine. 
10  per  cent.,  is  extracted,  this  will  be  0.1  per  cent,  of 
morphine,  which  is  outside  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act. 
Under  the  Labelling  Order,  the  label  should  state  that 
the  preparation  contains  1  per  cent,  of  opium. 

A.  &  Go.  (16/2).— The  first  of  the  two  labels  would 
not  render  the  preparation  to  which  it  is  affixed  liable 
to  medicineHstamp  duty.  The  second,  with  the  pro- 
prietary claim  implied  in  the  name,  would  probably 
involve  liability  to  duty.  If  the  article  contains  any 
scheduled  poison  the  name  and  proportion  must  (after 
December  31,  1925)  be  declared  on  the  label. 

L.  <(■  r.  (20/2).— The  reply  we  gave  (C.  rf-  D.,  Feb- 
ruary 21,  p.  285)  regarding  the  necessity  of  affixing  the 
name  and  address  of  printer  to  bills,  etc.,  is  according 
to  the  Act.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that 
the  object  of  the  Act  is  to  trace  the  origin  of  seditious 
literature,  and  as  prosecutions  can  only  be  instituted  on 
the  sanction  of  the  Attorney -General,  the  provisions  are 
often  neglected  where  innocent  literature  such  as  com- 
mercial handbills  is  concerned. 

G.  W.  0.  (14/2). — It  is  illegal  for  a  person  carrying 
on  a  retail  business  to  use  the  title  druggist  unlesis  he 
is  registered  as  a  chemist  and  druggist.  An  unqualified 
person  cannot  sell  scheduled  poisons  nor  carry  on  the 

'business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist"  which  includes 
the  sale  and  dispensing  of  poisons.  The  assistants' 
examination  of  the  Apothecaries'  Company  entitles  the 
holder  of  the  certificate  to  dispense  for  an  apothecary, 
not  to  keep  open  shop. 

H.  H.  (13/2). — The  alternative  method  of  making  a 
medicine  into  a  "  known,  admitted  and  approved  " 
remedy  is  to  make  a  hona-fide  declaration  of  the  ingre- 


dients on  the  label.  In  this  case  the  amounts  of  the 
ingredients  need  not  be  stated.  Care  must  be  taken, 
however,  not  to  incur  liability  by  any  claims  of  pro- 
prietary rights.  The  name  and  proportion  of  statutory 
poisons  in  the  article  must,  after  December  31,  be  stated 
on  the  label. 

/.  H.  S.  (6/2). — There  is  a  doubt  as  to  whether  dilute 
sulphuric  acid,  e.g.,  accumulator  acid,  is  a  poisonous 
substance  according  to  Section  5  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  The  entry  is  merely  "  sulphuric 
acid,"  and  was,  we  imagine,  intended  to  include  the 
strong  acid,  which  is  a  dangerous  substance  to  handle. 
The  older  rulings  of  the  Courts  that  dilutions  are  still 
poisons  do  not  seem  applicable  to  the  Schedule,  since 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  recognised  certain  dilu- 
tions as  not  being  scheduled  poisons. 

L.  M.  (13/2). — Medical  practitioners  who  in  order  to 
obtain  their  diploma  passed  an  examination  in  pharmacy 
are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  first  fifteen 
sections  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  Section  3  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1869,  exempts  them  from  the  poison- 
retailing  conditions  of  any  medicine  they  dispense  for 
their  patients,  provided  it  is  labelled  as  required  by 
Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1858.  Such  practi- 
tioners may  use  the  title  "  chemist  and  druggist,"  but 
not  "pharmacist,"  unless  they  are  registered  ajs  chemists 
and  druggists  and  carry  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and 
druggist  in  Great  Britain. 

G.  H.  M.  (14/2)  has  a  girl  apprentice,  aged  eighteen, 
whose  commencing  salary  is  £13  a  year.  Must  she  be 
insured  under  the  Health  and  Unemployment  Insurance 
schemes  ?  If  so,  what  contributions  are  payable  by  her 
and  "  G.  H.  M."  respectively'  [The  apprentice  must  bu 
insured  unless  she  obtains  exemption  upon  the  ground 
that  sihe  is  dependent  upon  some  other  person.  As  regards 
Health  Insurance,  "  G.  H.  M."  must  pay  both  his  own 
and  the  apprentice's  contributions,  making  9d.  per  week, 
as  the  apprentice  receives  less  than  3s.  salary  per  working 
day,  without  board  and  lodging.  As  regards  Unemploy- 
ment Insurance,  "  G.  H.  M."  must  pay  8d.  and  tfie 
apprentice  7d.  per  week.  If  exemption  is  granted  to  the 
apprentice,  "  G.  H.  iM."  will  still  have  to  pay  his  share 
of  the  contributions,  i.e.,  5d.  for  Health  and  8d.  for 
Unemployment  Insurance.] 

S.  M.  T.  G.  (11/2)  and  G.  L.  G.  (14/2)  ask  how  a 
medicated  wine  licence  can  be  obtained,  and  how  much 
it  costs.  [There  is,  strictly  speaking,  no  such  thing  as 
a  medicated  wine  licence.  The  licence  which  goes  by 
this  name  is  an  ordinary  wine  retailer's  "  off  "  licence, 
which  has  been  granted  by  the  justices  on  the  under- 
standing that  only  medicated  wines  are  to  be  sold  under 
it.  If  the  licensee  sells  ordinary  wine  he  commits  no 
offence  against  the  law,  but,  of  course,  the  justices  may 
refuse  at  the  next  licensing  sessions  to  fenew  his  licence. 
This  wine  "  off  "  licence  authorises  the  sale  of  wine  in 
reputed  pint  or  quart  bottles  for  consumption  off  the 
premises.  An  application  for  the  licence  has  to  be  made 
at  the  annual  licensing  sessions  held  for  each  licensing 
district  in  the  first  fortnight  of  each  February.  The 
applicant  must  give  twenty-one  days'  notice  of  his 
intention  to  apply  to  :  (1)  One  of  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  the  parish,  (2)  the  superintendent  of  police  of 
the  district,  and  (3)  the  clerk  to  the  licensing  justiceis. 
The  notice  must  also  be  put  up  and  maintained  between 
10  a.m.  and  5  p.m.  on  two  consecutive  Sundays  within 
twenty-eight  days  before  the  application  is  made  on  the 
door  of  the  premises  to  be  licensed  and  on  the  door  of 
the  parish  church  or  chapel.  It  has  also  to  be  advertised 
in  some  local  newspaper  on  some  day  not  more  than 
four  and  not  lesis  than  two  weeks  before  the  day  when 
application  is  to  be  made,  and  on  such  other  days,  if 
any,  as  the  licensing  justices  may  direct.  If  the  licence 
is  granted,  it  has  to  be  confirmed  by  the  confirming 
authority,  which  is  ordinarily  Quarter  Sessions. When 
confirmed,  application  is  next  made  to  the  local  office  of 
Customs  and  Excise,  where  the  Excise  licence  mav  be 
obtained  as  a.  matter  of  course  on  payment  of  the  licence 
duty,  which  varies  from  £2  10s.  to  £10,  according  to  ttte 
annual  value  of  the  premises  to  be  licensed.] 
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Miscellaneous  Inquiries

B.  G.  (7/2). — Making  hens  lay. — The  two  usual 
methods  of  encouraging  hens  to  lay  eggs  are  (1)  the 
administration  of  iron  compounds  such  as  fea-ri  sulphas, 
and  (2)  the  addition  of  a  warming  ingredient  to  the 
food,  such  as  black  pepper,  cayenne,  or  currie  powder. 

/.  W-  D.  (8/2). — Theatrical  cold  ceeam. — The  follow- 
ing is  from  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  : — 

Spermaceti    8  oz. 

White  wax    24  oz.

Melt  the  spermaceti  and  wax  on  a  water-bath  and 
add  the  liquid  paraffin.  Disisolve  the  borax  in  the  water 
at  140°  F.,  and  add  to  the  fat  mixture  with  constant 
stirring  until  cold.  The  perfume  is  added  towards  the 
end  of  the  process. 

H.  S.  (9/2). — Extract  of  meat  cubes. — Salt,  gelatin, 
and  agar-agar  are  the  stiffening  agents  employed  to  make 
extract  of  meat  cubes. 

H.  B.  (9/2). — Fixatives  for  lavender  water. — The 
most  used  are  benzyl  benzoate  and  civet ;  phenyl-propyl 
cinnaniate  may  be  used  in  place  of  benzyl  benzoate. 

P.  d;  0.  (9/2). — Bleaching  bristle. — Pigs'  bristles  are 
bleached  either  by  sulphurous  acid  or  by  hydrogen 
peroxide.  The  first  process  may  be  either  by  suomitt-ing 
the  bristles  to  the  action  of  burning  sulphur  or  by 
immersion  in  an  acidified  solution  of  sodium  bisulphite. 
The  hydrogen  peroxide  process  (in  warm  alkaline  solu- 
tion) is  used  for  the  best-class  bristles. 

/.  F.  (9/2). — Insurance  dispensing. — To  join  the  panel 
of  chemists  entitled  to  dispense  prescriptions  for  Insur- 
ance patients  application  must  be  made  to  the  Insurance 
Committee  of  your  district.  The  drug  tariff  may  be 
taken  as  a  fist  of  the  drugs  most  often  required  for 
Insurance  patients,  but  the  doctor  is  not  limited  to  that 
list.  ,  See  C.  &  D.  Diary,  1925,  for  further  details 
regarding  National  Insurance  Act. 

It.  S.  H.  (10/2). — Milk  testing.— It  is  only  by  the 
use  of  the  usual  laboratory  processes  that  accurate  and 
quick  results  can  be  obtained  in  the  analysis  of  milk. 
The  fees  charged  are  as  low  as  Is.  per  sample  for  quan- 
tity analyses.  The  milk  testers  sold  to  the  public  arc 
only  approximate  assays,  and  are  not  really  a  guide  as 
to  the  quality  of  milk. 

/.  B.  (10/2). — Pharmacy  conditions  in  Australia — 
See  C.  tfc  D.,  November  1,  p.  661,  or  G.  <£•  £>.,  1919, 
p.  38. 

A.  T.  H.  (10/2). — Assistant's  salary.  —  The  salary 
usually  being  paid  now  for  a  qualified  assistant  with  your 
experience  is  90s.  to  100s.  per  week.  It  is  not  usual  for 
an  employer  to  pay  for  the  removal  of  furniture  from 
another  town.  If  a  lower  salary  than  that  mentioned 
was  paid,  some  concession  might  be  made  on  the  basis 
of  the  employer  specially  desiring  your  services.

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago

"The  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  February  15,  1875 

The  Treatment  of  Boils 

Dr.  Madison  Marsh  (in  the  Philadelphia  Medical 
Reporter)  attacks  the  popular  theory  that  boils  are  healthy 
indications.  They  follow  on,  he  says,  one  after  another,  or 
crop  after  crop,  until  the  patient's  strength  gives  way,  or 
the  general  health  is  greatly  impaired  :  and  he  does  not 
think  it  can  ever  be  healthy  to  be  sick.  The  following  treat- 
ment he  has  followed  for  twenty-five  years  with  unvarying 
success :  "  As  soon  as  the  patient  applies  for  relief,  I  put 
an  adult  on  elixir  vitriol,  twenty  drops  three  times  a  day, 
in  a  glass  of  sweetened  water,  one  hour  before  meals,  pre- 
viously smearing  the  teeth  well  with  fresh  butter  or  chewing' 
a  piece  of  fat  pork,  for  a  sure  protection  to  the 
teeth.  This  is  much  better  than  sucking  through  a 
quill,  as  there  is  in  this  way  regurgitation  enough  to 
throw  the  acid  forward  on  to  the  teeth.  Using  the 
butter  or  pork  is  a  perfect  protection,  if  the  teeth 
are  subsequently  washed  with  a  solution  of  bicarb, 
soda,  a  heaping  tablespoonful  to  a  glass  of  water.  In  the 
use  of  sulphuric  acid  in  this  way  the  boil  (or  crop)  then  op 
hand  will  soon  melt  away,  and  there  will  be  but  one  effort 
more  to  return  before  they  will  finally  disapi^ear,  no  more 
to  reappear.  The  acid  should  be  kept  up  in  ten-drop  doses 
for  at  least  two  weeks  after  the  boils  have  disappeared.  To 
afford  relief  from  pain  and  soreness  I  apply  a  piece  of 
common  adhesive  plaster,  cut  round,  sufficiently  large  to 
cover  the  tumour  to  the  extent  of  the  areola,  clipping  the 
edges  so  that  it  will  set  smooth,"

Cadmium,  Commerce  of. — The  world's  production  of 
cadmium  during  1922  was  approximately  131,600  lb. 
metal  and  134,800  lb.  cadmium  sulphide,  both  from  the 
United  States,  also  55,000  lb.  from  Upper  Silesia;  Aus- 
tralia also  appears  to  have  produced  over  78  tons  in  1923. 
The  United  Kingdom  appears  to  have  imported  (less  re- 
exports) 35,210  lb.  in  1922,  and  France  24,244  lb.,  these 
figures  being  much  larger  than  the  previous  year.  In 
1922  Australia  sent  23.653  lb.  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
and  the  United  States  29,0C0  lb.  Recent  production  m 
Germany  is  ais  follows  : —

An  output  of  24,697  kg.  of  cadmium  in  Poland  is 
reported  for  1922.  A  little  cadmium  is  recovered  at 
electrolytic  zinc  plants  in  England,  and  in  1923  an 
important  source  of  the  metal,  in  addition  to  the  entrance 
of  the  Anaconda  Copper  Mining  Co.  into  the  field,  was 
added,  namely,  the  Electrolytic  Zinc  Co.  at  Risdon, 
Tasmania.  The  latter  company  reported  a  production 
of  235,409  lb.,  valued  at  £27,551.  The  average  London 
market  price  (per  lb,)  of  cadmium  metal  during  1922  was 
5s.  9d.,  compared  with  6s.  Id.  in  1921  and  6s.  6d.  in 
1920,  the  'increased  consumption  and  larger  production 
having  led  to  lower  prices. 

Cadmium  Yellow  is  a  commercial  pigment  containing 
98  to  99.9  per  cent,  of  cadmium  sulphide,  which  is  sup- 
plied in  various  shades  from  pale  citron-yellow  to  deep 
orange-red.  Adulterants,  such  as  o.xide,  carbonate,  or 
sulphide  of  zinc,  are  sometimes  added  up  to  50  per  cent. 
Owing  to  its  permanent  character,  the  use  of  cadmium 
yellow  iis  increasing,  especially  in  America,  where  manu- 
facture increased  from  2,392  lb.  in  1911  to  134.774  lb.  in 
1922.  Imports  from  Germanv.  France  and  America  into 
the  United  Kingdom  were  :  1921,  260  lb.  :  1922,  162  lb,  ; 
and  1923,  412  lb. 

Caffeine  is  a  crystalline  alkaloid  present  in  tea,  coffee, 
guarana,  mate,   and   kola.    Chemicially   it   is   a  purine 
derivative,  being  1:3:7—  trimethylxanthine  : —

Caffeine  is  a  ureide,  but  is  not  considered  sufficiently 
toxic  to  be  classed  as  poisonous  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908  (Part  I  of  the 
Schedule  incltides  poi.sonous  ureides).  Caffeine  is  used 
in  medicine  as  a  cerebral  stimulant  and  cardiac  tonic, 
and  it  also  possesses  diuretic  properties.  Commercially 
its  chief  consumption  is  as  an  ingredient  of  headache 
powders  to  counteract  the  depressing  action  of  acetanilide 
or  of  phenacetin.  The  chief  source  of  caffeine  is  tea 
duist  or  damaged  tea,  which  is  denatured  before  release 
from  bond  by  the  addition  of  slaked  lime  (10  per  cent.) 
and  asafoetida  (0.1  per  cent.).  Caffeine  crystallises 
with  one  molecule  of  water  of  crystallisation ;  but  it 
gradually  loses  water  at  ordinary  temperatures,  so  that 
commercial  caffeine  contains  usually  7  to  8  per  cent,  of 
water.  Caffeine  is  a  weak  base  (its  solution  being 
neutral  to  litmus),  and  its  salts  are  dissociated  in 
solution. 


Caffeine  Poisoning  causes  giddiness,  thirst,  vomiting, 
purging,  and  trernors.  Antidotal  ti-eatment  consists  in 
use  of  emetics  (mustard,  ipecacuanha,  or  apomorphine) 
or  stomach  pump,  followed  by  giving  stimulants  and 
applying  heat  to  the  hands  and  feet.  Injection  of 
morphine  and  atropine  may  also  be  used. 

Caffeine  Salts. — Caffeincc  citias  is  the  most  important 
salt  of  caffeine,  and  consists  of  equal  parts  of  caffeine  and 
citric  acid  in  loose  combination,  formed  by  wetting  with 
water  and  subsequent  drying.  Effervescent  caffeine  pre- 
parations usually  contain  the  citrate  (4  per  cent.),  or, 
more  rarely,  caffeine  hydrobromide.  Caffrlme  »oilio- 
benzoas  (45  per  cent,  caffeine)  and  ca/fciiirc  sodio-suliri/hn 
(44  per  cent,  caffeine)  are  very  soluble  in  water  (1  in  2), 
and  are  therefore  used  for  hypodermic  injections  of 
caffeine.  Oaffcina  tri-iodidum  (=  caffeine  di-iodo- 
hydriodide,  CeHj^N^O^Ij,  HI,,  H^O)  is  sometimes  used 
to  relieve  rheumatic  or  gouty  painis,  while  caffcinre 
scdici/las  is  also  uised  in  headache  associated  with  rheu- 
matic conditions.  Cafff.ince  valerianas  is  preferred  in 
hysterical  conditions  accompanied  by  migraine. 

Cajuput  Oil  is  distilled  from  the  leaves  and  twigs  of 
Melaleuca  leiicu\dcndron  and  other  species  of  Mclalruca. 
The  tree  is  a  native  of  the  Malucca  Islands,  and  much 
of  the  oil  is  exported  from  Macassar  on  Celebes  (rin 
Singapore),  which  is  the  principal  centre  for  the  oil. 
The  oil  is  sold  per  lb.  in  bottles  (chiefly  wine  and  beer) 
of  IQj  oz.,  25  of  wliich  are  packed  at  a  time  into 
cases  made  of  the  stems  of  the  sago  palm.  The  oil 
is  pungent,  volatile,  aromatic,  green,  transparent  and 
limpid.  It  is  used  internally  as  a  stimulant,  as  an 
anti-spasmodic  and  as  a  diaphoretic ;  externally  when 
mixed  with  olive  oil  or  in  rectified  spirit,  as  an  embroca- 
tion in  rheumatism,  neuralgia,  etc.  The  chief  constituent 
of  the  oil  is  cineol,  of  which  it  may  contain  up  to 
55  per  cent. 

Calabar  Beans. — These  seeds  are  the  produce  of 
Physostigma  veneiiosuin,  N.O.  Leginninoscr,  occurring  as 
a  tree  climber  in  West  Africa,  near  the  mouths  of  tlie 
old  Calabar  and  Niger  rivers,  in  the  Gulf  of  Guinea. 
The  seeds  are  of  a  deep  chocolate-brown  colour,  with  a 
broad  black  hilum  running  the  whole  length  of  the 
straight  side.  The  seeds  are  1-1|  in  long,  about  ^  in. 
broad,  and  g  to  |  in.  thick,  and  slightly  kidney- 
shaped,  the  outer  side  being  curved.  They  are  almost 
tasteless,  and  hence  dangerous.  Although  first  made 
known  in  England  in  1846.  it  was  not  until  about 
1863  that  Professor  Fraser,  of  Edinburgh,  discovered 
its  property  of  contracting  the  pupil  of  the  eye  when 
applied,  externally,  but  that  if  taken  internally  it 
finally  paralysed'  the  heart.  The  active  constituent 
of  calabar  beans  is  the  alkaloid  physostigniine.  also 
named  eserine,  from  the  native  name  of  the  seed, 
"  Esere."  Another  alkaloid,  physovenine,  posesses  the 
same  mydriatic  action,  but  is  present  in  small  quantity 
only ;  other  crystalline  alkaloids  present  are  eseramine 
and  geneserine;  the  physiological  action  of  the  last  differs 
from  that  of  physostigmine.  The  sulphate  and 
salicylate  of  physostigmine  are  the  princijjal  salts 
used.  It  is  largely  used  in  the  form  of  discs 
for  ophthalmic  purposes.  It  its  also  employed  in 
paralysis  and  other  nervoujs  diseases,  for  the  exciting 
action  of  the  drug  on  motor  nerve  endings.' Aqueous 
solutions  after  a  time  assume  a  red  colour,  due  to  the 
presence  of  rubrescrine,  an  oxidation  product  in  presence 
of  alkali,  but  are  said  not  to  lose  much  in  efficacy. 
(See  "Year  Book  of  Pharmacy."  1889.  p.  61;  1896, 
p.  47.)  Occasionally  other  seeds  are  offered  in  conimeroe 
as  calabar  beans,  such  as  those  of  Entada  scundeus 
(garbee  beans)  and  Miiriina  iireris  (horse  eye  beans),  etc., 
but  none  of  them  could  possibly  be  mistaken  for  calabar 
beans.  The  only  seed  resembling  it  that  has  appeared 
in  commerce  is  that  of  Physosperinniii  cyjiiulricum, 
Holmes,  which  is  similar  but  straighter,  longer,  and 
has  the  hilum  not  reaching  the  end  of  the  seed.  It 
gives  the  same  reaction  with  potash  as  the  true  calabar 
bean.  But  these  seeds  have  not  appeared  in  commerce 
since  the  year  1879,  when  they  were  first  imported. 
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Calamine  is  native  zinc  carbonate  (ZnCO,).  known  as 
zinc  spar  or  Smithsonite,  the  Matlock  district  in  Derby- 
shire being  the  chief  source  of  commercial  supplies  in 
this  country.  The  ore  also  occurs  on  tire  Continent,  but 
calamine  from  Germany  iis  practically  wholly  factitious 
in  character.  Native  calamine  varies  considerably  in 
colour  from  pale  pink  to  yellow,  orange,  or  brown,  and 
varies  considerably  as  regards  solubility  in  acid,  accord- 
ing to  the  amount  of  siliceous  calamine  (hemimorphite, 
ZnSiOj,  HjO),  which  is  associated  with  zinc  spar.  Good 
native  calamines  are  obtainable  in  fine  powder  and  free 
from  grit,  but  the  chief  criterion  is  colour,  as  theise  are 
used  in  making  prepared  calamine,  in  regard  to  which 
the  shade  of  "  flesh  tint  "  is  the  all-important  require- 
ment, owing  to  use  in  making  beauty  creams  and 
lotions.  Genuine  calamine,  ishakeni  with  water  and 
allowed  to  settle,  gives  a  colourless  supernatant  liquid. 
There  are  many  kinds  of  calamine  preparations,  ranging 
from  z'inc  carbonate,  in  which  the  ferric  colouring  matter 
is  precipitated  at  the  same  time  as  the  zinc  salt,  to 
mixture  of  zinc  carbonate  or  oxide  coloured  with  red 
iron  oxide.  The  better  qualities  consist  of  blends  of  pre- 
pared native  calamine  and  zinc  carbonate.  The  cheapest 
calamines  may  be  weighted  with  barium  sulphate. 
Formerly,  genuine  calamine  contained  an  appreciable 
amount  of  gritty  sand,  and  elutriation  with  water  was 
essential  in  making  calamine  lotions.  Modern  prepared 
calamines  are  quite  free  from  grit,  and  tend  to  become 
finer  and  lighter  (i.e.,  more  bulky). 

Calamus. — The  rhizome  of  Acorua  Calamus,  Linn., 
N.O.  Aracecc,  although  growing  wild  in  Norfolk,  is 
supplied  in  British  commerce  by  the  dried  root  collected 
in  Holland,  Russia,  East  Prussia,  and  Galicia.  It  ts 
a  native  of  Central  Asia,  from  the  Black  Sea  to  Northern 
China  and  Japan,  and  also  of  the  northern  parts  of 
North  America,  but  has  spread  by  cultivation  throughout 
Europe,  except  Spain.  The  rhizome  is  also  imported 
occasionally  from  Japan,  where  there  are  three  species 
closely  resembling  each  other  in  odour  but  differing  in 
eize,  and  slightly  in  the  character  of  the  volatile  oil. 
These  are  derived  irom  Acorus  Galamvs,  Linn.,  Acoi'iis 
sjmrius,  Schott,  and  Acorns  gram'ineus,  Ait.  The  last- 
named  is  cultivated  in  gardens  in  this  country,  especially 
the  variety  with  variegated  leaves.  All  these  species 
are  used  in  medicine  in  Japan.  In  nearly  all  countries 
where  the  plant  grows  the  rhizome  forms  a  household 
remedy  as  a  carminative  tonic,  the  volatile  oil  dispelling 
flatulence  and  acting  as  a  bactericide,  and  the  bitter 
principle  as  a  tonic.  In  India  it  has  had  from  time 
immemorial  a  great  reputation  for  all  kinds  of  com- 
plaints, as  an  anthelmintic  for  young  children,  for  the 
bronchitic  affections  of  children,  and  in  dysentery  and 
diarrhoea,  and  as  especially  useful  in  distreissing  cough. 
In  India  the  drug  is  brought  to  Bombay  from  Northern 
India,  but  a  darker-coloured  variety  from  Persia  has 
a  more  j^owerful  odour  and  fetches  a  higher  price  there. 
In  European  commerce  the  drug  is  usually  sold  with  the 
Jeaves  and  the  rootlets  entirely  removed.  It  is  curious 
that  buyers  prefer  peeled  or  decorticated  root,  also  in 
split  condition,  which  means  loss  of  aroma,  when  com- 
pared with  a  washed  and  cleaned  root.  It  is  sub- 
cylindrical  and  slightly  flattened,  of  a  pale  brownish 
colour,  with  triangular  or  oblique  scars  on  the  upper 
surface,  and  a  zigzag  line  of  numerous  circular  scars 
on  the  under  surface,  where  the  stout  rootlets  have  been 
cut  off.  It  is  about  ^  to  |  in.  in  diameter.  The 
broken  surface  shows  an  outer  ring  about  quarter 
the  diameter  of  the  rhizome ;  numerous  esisential  oil 
dots  are  scattered  throughout  the  diameter.  The  bitter 
properties  ai'e  attributed  to  the  glucoside  acorin  and  the 
odour  to  an  essential  oil,  about  1.3  to  3.5  per  cent.,  in 
which  the  chief  constituent  is  stated  to  be  asaryl  alde- 
hyde. The  oil  is  used  in  perfumery,  but  differs  a  little 
in  character  according  to  its  source.  The  fresh  root 
yields  only  1  per  cent.,  but  the  odour  is  sweeter  than 
that  of  the  dried  root.     The  oil  of  the  leaves  is  less 


rich  in  esters.  Japanese  calamus  (probably  .lco)(/,s 
spurius)  is  said  to  yield  5  per  cent,  of  oil,  which  differs 
in  its  higher  specific  gravity,  lower  ester  value,  and 
optical  rotation  (Parry).  Oil  of  calamus  from  Java 
differs  in  being  soluble  in  70  per  cent,  alcohol.  The 
decorticated  root  is  sold  in  the  U.S.A.,  but  loses  oil 
in  the  process,  as  the  cortical  portion  contains  numerous 
oil  cells.  Possibly  this  fits  it  for  use  for  children  to 
bite  on  when  teething,  a  purpose  for  which  it  is  some- 
times used.  The  coarsely  powdered  root  forms  a  useful 
ingredient  in  sachet  powder,  and  there  is  a  demand  for 
peeled  root  among  coal  miners,  as  on  chewing  it  excites 
the  salivary  glands. 

Calamus  Oil.— The  oil  distilled  from  the  rhizome  of 
the  sweet  flag,  Acorns  calamus,  is  used  as  a  flavouring 
material  in  various  beverages,  notably  in  some  of  the 
Continental  lager  beers.  The  plant  is  a  member  of 
the  Aroidece,  a  family  with  aquatic  tendencies,  and  is 
found  largely  throughout  Europe.  It  must  not  be  con- 
fused with  Calamus  aroinaticiis.  described  by  Royle, 
which  is  now  known  to  be  one  of  the  Cymbopogon 
family.  The  oil,  which  is  of  a  very  aromatic  character, 
has  the  following  constants  :  Sp.  gr.,  0.950  to  0.970; 
optical  rotation,  +9°  to  +33°;  refractive  index.  1.5000 
to  1.5080;  ester  value,  5  to  20;  and  ester  value  after 
acetylation,  30  to  55.  The  Japanese  calamus  oil  is 
distilled  from  a  plant  which,  acco!;ding  to  E.  iVi.  Holmes, 
is  Acorus  spurius.  This  oil  has  a  specific  gravity,  0.970 
to  0.995;  optical  rotation.  -12°  to  +25°;  refractive 
index,  1.5090  to  1.5180;  ester  value.  1  to  10;  and  ester 
value  after  acetylation,  16  to  28. 

Calcium  is  an  element  widely  spread  in  nature  and  of 
great  importance  industrially  and  economically,  as  it 
is  essential  to  plant  and  animal  life  and  enters  into  the 
composition  of  cements  for  building  purposes.  The  metal 
itself  (sp.  gr.  1.518),  which  is  somewhat  soft  and  silvery, 
decomposes  water  and  melts  at  810°  C.  Its  technical 
uses  are  negligible.  Calcium  is  exceedingly  important 
medicinally,  and  the  problem  of  ensuring  calcium  reten- 
tion by  the  body  tissues  and  fluidis  calls  for  an  extremely 
delicate  physiological  balance.  It  is  now  known  that 
calcium  .salts  given  by  mouth  have  little  or  no  effect 
on  the  calcium  content  of  the  blood,  which  accounts  for 
the  irregularity  of  the  effects  due  to  administration  of 
cakium  chloride,  calcium  lactate,  and  calcium  glycero- 
phosphate, organic  calcium  combinations,  such  as  casein 
preparations  or  milk,  being  preferable.  Generally, 
calcium  deficiency  is  symptomatic  of  defective  meta- 
bolism (e.g.,  rickets,  haemophilia,  eczema,  chilblains); 
and  though  calcium  salts  injected  into  the  blood  stream 
are  retained,  this  does  not  necessarily  cure  the  con- 
dition. Undue  excretion  of  phosphates  and  oxalates 
leads  to  calcium  deficiency,  which  is  indicated  hj  con- 
tinued bleeding  and  readiness  of  rash  formation. 
There  are  quite  a  number  of  purely  medicinal 
salts  of  calcium.  Calcium-  acctylsalicylatc  is  known 
owing  to  its  soldbility  as  soluble  aspirin  (trade 
names  being  "Kalmopyrin,  Kalsetal,  and  Tylcalsin). 
Calcium  bromide  and  calcium  iodide  are  used  in  place 
of  the  potassium  salts  where  slower  absorption  is  desired. 
Calcium  lactate  has  largely  replaced'  the  more  acrid 
calcium  chloride  in  the  internal  treatment  of  chilblains. 
Calcium  hypo  phosphite  retains  its  vogue  as  an  adjuvant; 
to  cod-liver  oil  emulsion,  but  calcium  glycerophosphate 
is  the  most  popular  calcium  salt  at  present,  being  an 
ingredient  of  the  many  glycerin  elixirs  and  syrups  for 
giving  tone  to  the  nervous  system.  Calcium  formate  has 
lost  its  temporary  popularity  along  with  other  formates. 
Calcium  lactate,  despite  the  drawback  of  varying  solu- 
bility when  stored,  is  still  largely  prescribed.  Calcium 
lactophosphate  is  prepared  extemporaneously  in  making 
.syrup  of  calcium  lactophosphate  for  administration  to 
children.  Calcium  qwroxide  and  calcium  perbcn-ate  have 
been  used  in  dentifrices  (to  generate  hydrogen  peroxide). 
Calcium    permanganate    ha-s    similar    properties   to  the 
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potassium,  but  is  a  little  less  astringent  and  is  thus 
preferred  at  times  in  mouth  washes. 

Calcium  Acetate,  as  white  and  grey  acetate  of  hme, 
is  commercially  important  in  manufacture  of  acetic  acid 
and  acetone. 

Calcium  Arsenate  has  rapidly  become  of  grea.t  im- 
portance in  the  United  States  in  combating  boll  weevil 
of  cotton;  and  its  preparation  accounts  for  a  large  con- 
sumption of  arsenic. 

Calcium  Carbide  is  made  in  increasing  quantities 
wherever  electric  power  is  cheap  and  supplies  of  carbon 
(as  coke  or  anthracite)  and  limestone  are  available. 
Norway,  Germany,  America  are  the  principal  producing 
countries.  Besides  being  used  as  a  source  of  acetvlene, 
carbide  is  made  for  conversion  into  cyanamide  and 
nitrolim  for  use  as  fertilisers  in  agriculture.  Calcfum 
silicide  is  an  analogous  product  also  made  electrolytically 
in  Scandinavia,  The  imports  of  carbide  into  Great 
Britain  during  1924  amounted  to  793,037  cwt.  (£529,940), 
against  715,914  cwt.  (£485,601)  in  1923  and  549,727  owt. 
(£392,343)   in  1922. 

Calcium  Carbide  Storage.— The  regulations  regarding 
the  storage  of  petroleum  [q.v.)  apply,  with  a  few  excep- 
tions, to  carbide  of  calcium.  Among  the  special  regulations 
prescribed  in  regard  to  carbide  is  one  which  requires 
that  the  label  on  the  vessel  in  which  it  is  contained 
shall  bear  in  conspicuous  characters  the  words  "  Carbide 
of  Galcium,"  "  Dangerous  if  not  kept  dry,"  and  "  The 
contents  of  this  package  are  liable,  if  brought  into  con- 
tact with  moisture,  to  give  off  a  highly  inflammable 
gas."  The  label  must  also  bear,  in  the  case  of  a  vessel 
kept,  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee  or  owner; 
in  the  case  of  a  vessel  sent  or  conveyed,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  sender;  and  in  the  case  of  a,  vessel  sold 
or  exposed  for  sale,  the  name  and  address  of  the  vendor. 
A  licence  to  store  carbide  must  be  obtained  from  the 
local  authority,  and  for  it  a  yearly  charge  not  exceeding 
5s.  mav  be  made.  Up  to  5  lb.  of  carbide  may  be  kept 
without  a  licence,  provided  that  it  is  stored  in  separate 
hermetically  closed  metal  vessels  containing  not  more 
than  1  lb.  each,  and  up  to  28  lb.  may  be  kept  without 
a  licence,  subject  to  more  onerous  conditions. 

Calcium  Carbonate  occurs  naturally  in  enormous  de- 
posits as  limestone,  chalk,  marble,  and  calc  spar,  all  of 
which,  when  "burnt"  at  about  1,0C0°  C,  form  quick- 
lime (or  calcium  oxide),  which  in  turn  is  the  base  of 
all  calcium  salts  (see  calcium  oxide).  Calc.  carb.  prsecip., 
or  precipitated  chalk  of  commerce  and  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia, is  obtainable  in  grades  of  various  density 
to  suit  purposes  for  which  it  is  required,  its  chief  use 
being  in  tooth  powders.  The  variation  in  density  is 
obtained  by  altering  the  temperature  and  concentration 
of  the  solutions  of  calcium  chloride  and  sodium  bicar- 
bonate, before  or  during  precipitation  of  the  calcium 
carbonate. 

Calcium  Chloride  is  a  by-product  in  the  alkali  in- 
dustry, and  thus  makes  a  cheap  brine  for  refrigerating 
purposes.  Supersaturated  solutions  are  used  in'  foot- 
\yarmers,  the  liquid  on  solidifying  giving  out  a  con- 
tinual supply_  of  heat  (latent  lieat  of  crystallisation). 
Galcium  chloride  crystallises  with  six  molecules  of  water 
of^  crystallisation.  The  fused  B.P.  salt  should  not  con- 
tain more  than  5  per  cent,  of  water,  and  has  lead  and 
arsenic  limits  of  20  parts  and  5  parts  per  million  respec- 
tively. Incomplete  solubility  indicates  overheating 
during  drying  and  formation  of  oxychloride.  Anhydrous 
calcium  chloride  is  used  largely  as  a  desiccating  sub- 
stance, and  its  facility  for  absorbing  water  makes  it 
a  difficult  substance  to  prevent  deliquescing. 

Calcium  Citrate. — Raw  lemon  juice  ("  agro  crudo  ") 
contains  about  50  grams,  while  the  concentrated  juice 
("  agro  cotto  ")  contains  about  4C0  to  425  grams  of 
citric  acid  in  1,000  c.c.    Eight  parts  by  volume  of  raw 


juice  yield  one  part  of  concentrated  juice;  1,040  lemons, 
weighing  120  kilos.,  yield  45  to  50  litres  of  raw  juice, 
or  6  litres  -of  concentrated  juice,  in  addition  to  about 
425  grams  of  oil  of  lemon.  Sicily  and  Calabria  are  the 
chief  sources  of  supply  of  calcium  citrate,  which  is  pre- 
pared by  heating  concentrated  lemon  juice  to  80°  C.  by 
means  of  a  current  of  steam,  and  adding  milk  of  lime 
in  a  thin  stream.  When  75  per  cent,  of  the  acid  ie 
neutralised  the  remainder  is  pirecipitated  by  means  of 
powdered  calcium  carbonate.  The  precipitate  of  crude 
calcium  citrate  is  collected  on  a  cloth  and  washed  with 
boiling  water.  On  an  average,  100  litres  of  raw  juice 
yield  8  kilos,  of  calcium  citrate,  having  a  content  of 
64  per  cent,  of  citric  acid,  the  standard  on  which  the 
price  is  based  (see  "  Camera  Agruraaria  ").  Crude 
calcium  citrate  is  marketed  in  "  botti,"  a  "  botte  " 
containing  305  kilos.  ;  it  occurs  as  greyish  or  yellowish 
crystals.  During  the  period  January  to  November  (inclu- 
sive), 1924,  Italy  exported  3,473  tons  of  calcium  citrate, 
the  chief  purchasers  being  :  Great  Britain,  1,526  ;  United 
States,  913;  France,  861;  Germany,  171  tons. 

Calcium  Nitrate  is  growing  in  importance  as  a  fertiliser 
in  agriculture,  owing  to  limestone  being  used  for  absorp- 
tion of  nitrous  fumes  (obtained  from  atmospheric  nitro- 
gen) made  by  electric  arcs  furnaces  at  Notodden  and 
flyakan,  Norway. 

Calcium  Oxide,  or  lime,  for  preparing  medicinal  salts, 
should  be  obtained  from  marble.  For  chemical  salts, 
crystals  of  Iceland  spar  (calcite)  is  used.  Buxton  lime- 
stone is  largely  used  for  making  lime  for  chemical 
industries,  such  as  manufacture  of  bleaching  powder.  Cal- 
cium oxide,  made  by  burning  chalk  at  about  1,000°  C, 
may  vary  from  nearly  pure  calcium  oxide  to  siliceous 
limes  containing  alumina,  which  approximate  in  composi- 
tion to  Portland  cement.  Its  chief  commercial  use  is  in 
the  manufacture  of  mortar,  cement,  *  and  bleaching 
powder.  Good  or  "  fat  "  lime  slakes  rapidly  with 
generation  of  much  heat.  Calcium  hydroxide,  solution 
(lime  water)  is  added  to  milk  used  in  feeding  infants, 
both  as  antacid  and  to  aid  bone  formation.  This  solution 
contains  about  0.1  per  cent,  of  calcium  oxide,  and  rapidly 
loses  strength  on  exposure  to  air,  owing  to  formation 
of  insoluble  carbonate.  Food  and"  drug  inspectors  pay 
particular  attention  to  this  unstable  and  unprofitable 
product,  in  order  to  secure  convictions  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Calcium  Phosphate  (CajPOJ  is  insoluble  in  water  and 
is  used  chiefly  as  an  inert  diluent  in  pills  and  extracts. 
Acid  calcium  phosphate,  CaHj(PO,),,  2HjO,  is  delique- 
scent. This  salt  is  contained  in  superphosphate  of  lime 
(=  CaHJPOJ,  +  2CaS0J,  made  by  interaction  of  sul- 
phuric acid  and  bone  ash  and  mineral  phosphate,  and 
which  is  the  most  important  phosphate  fertiliser. 

Calcium  Phosphide,  in  contact  with  water,  evolves 
spontaneously  inflammable  phosphoretted  hydrogen,  and 
on  account  of  this  property,  is  used  in  manufacture  of 
signal  lights  or  flares  for  use  at  sea. 

Calcium  Silicide. — See  Calcium  Carbide. 

Calcium  Sulphate  is  the  basis  of  plaster  of  Paris  or 
gypsum  cements,  which  correspond  to  2CaS0^,  H^O.  This 
hemi-hydrate,  when  wetted,  is  gradually  converted  into 
the  di-hydrate  CaSO,.  211^0,  which  expands  in  setting 
and  gives  a  clean  cast  of  the  mould.  Temperature 
regulation  (110°-120°  C.)  is  important  in  making  plaster 
of  Paris  from  gypsum,  because  it  will  not  set  if  it 
becomes  dehydrated. 

Calcium  Sulphides  and  oxysulphides  are  contained  in 
the  "  calx  sulphurata  "  made  by  boiling  together  lime 
and  sulphur,  which  is  the  basic  constituent  of  lime- 
sulphur  sheep  dips. 

Calculations. — ^IVlany  ready  money  reckoners  are  on 
the  market.  As  aide  to  the  more  intricate  calculations 
logarithm  tables  and  the  slide-rule  are  indispensable. 
When  adding  up  columns  of  figures,  add  upwards  from 
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the  bottom,  and  ior  checking  commence  at  the  top.  The 
following  hints  are  useful  in  every-day  calculation.  By 
practice  they  become  automatic,  and  much  time  is 
saved:  (1)  To  find  the  price  of  a  dozen  articles  at  so 
many  pence  and  farthings  each,  cdil  the  pence  shillings 
and  each  farthing  3d.,  e.g.,  1  dozen  at  3gd.  =  3s.  9d. ; 
(2)  to  find  the  price  of  a  gross,  the  price  of  one  article 
being  given,  reckon  the  pence  in  the  price  of  the  article 
as  shillings,  and  the  number  of  pence  in  these  shillings 
will  be  the  p.rice  in  shillings,  e.g.,  1  gross  at  64-d. 
each  =  78s. ;  (3)  to  find  the  price  of  one  article,  the 
price  of  a  gross  being  given,  reckon  the  shillings  a6 
pence  and  divide  them  by  12,  e.g.,  1  article  at  24s.  per 
gross  =  2d.  each ;  to  find  the  number  of  gallons  in  cylin- 
drical vesisels,  square  the  diameter,  multiply  the  depth  by 
five,  then  multiply  these  two  products  together.  From 
this  last  product  deduct  two  for  each  hundred,  and  one 
for  each  thousand,  e.g.,  tank,  6  ft.  diameteir,  7  ft.  deep. 
How  many  gallons  ?

Calendars  as  Advertisements. — Small  pocket  calendais 
(about  2^-  in.  by  I5  in.)  are  favoured  by  chemists.  They 
consiist  of  a  stock  calendar  with  the  usual  information, 
and  enclosed  in  stiff  paper  cover.  The  front  is 
frequently  embdssed  with  something  popularly  supposed 
to  be  lucky,  and  the  back  carries  a  small  advertisement. 
There  is  .little  room  fo-r  anything  else  save  the  address, 
telephone  number,  and  some  striking  phrase  likely  to 
linger  in  the  memory..  This  type  of  calendar  is  useful 
for  ladies,  as  it  takes  up  small  space.  Other  calendars 
are  of  the  booklet  form,  on  a  larger  scale,  but  these 
are  only  of  transient  value,  even  when  a  list  of  ailments  , 
is  given  and  the  method  of  treatment.  The  booklets 
are  stock  things,  which  discounts  the  value  of  their 
messaoe.  Small  card  calendars,  perfumed,  are  also 
effective,  and  ladies  frequently  keep  this  form  for  a 
considerable  time.  The  chemist  is  largely  bound  by 
stock  kinds  of  calenders,  since  the  cost  of  a  special 
set  is  greater  than  the  advertising  value.  See  Advertising 
in  Almanaos. 

Calendula. — The  florets  of  the  common  or  garden 
marigold  Caiendida  officinalis.  Linn.  (Soaici,  Fr.  Ringel- 
blume,  Germ.)  are  usually  imported  from  the  Continent, 
and  ar-e  of  a  paie  yellowish  or  pallid  tint,  being  pro- 
bably collected  from  the  wild  plant.  During  the  war  the 
Continental  supply  was  replaced  by  a  much  better  article. 
The  plant  exists  in  gardens  in  several  horticultural  forms  : 
pale  yellow,  striped  with  deeper  yellow',  with  a  yello^^' 
centre  and  a  dark  centre,  and  als-o  with  double  flowea's. 
The  last-named,  of  a  deep  orange  coloiur  when  cultivated 
separately,  yields  an  article  of  a  colour  nearly  app ;/\aohiiig 
that  of  saffron,  and  .old  fairly  freely  a-t  3s.  6d.  to  5s.  per 
lb.,  whilst  the  pale  Continental  airticle  sold  from  Is.  6d. 
to  2s.  wholesale.  The  Englisli  deep  orange  variety  retains 
its  colour  for  some  time  if  kept  dry.  Calendula  florets  were 
formerly  used  as  an  internal  remedy  for  jaundice,  pro- 
bably suggested  by  its  colour,  according  to  the  doctriaie  of 
signatures,  and  was  also  reported  to  possess  diuretic  pro- 
perties when  taken  internally.  The  tincture  has  been 
given  in  amenorrhoea  in  doses  of  5-20  minims.  It  is 
diluted  with  9  or  19  parts  of  water  for  use  as  a  lotion  for 
cuts.  It  is  now  n.sed  chiefly  a.s  a  domestic  remedy  in  the 
form  of  tincture  of  the  fresh  flowers  or  flowering  tops, 
and  is  supplied  largely  as  a  homojopathic  preparation  foi' 
the  rapid  healing  of  fresh  cuts  or  wounds,  chronic  ulcers 
and  varicose  veins,  broken  chilblains,  etc.,  and  the  preven- 
tion of  suppuration.  It  was  official  in  the  last  U.S.A. 
Pharmacopoaia.  The  plant  has  a.  strong  odour,  which  is 
lost  on  drying.    The  tincture  of  the  fresh  plant  is  prefer- 


able to  one  made  from  the  dried  herb,  as  it  is  possiblo 
that  the  healing  properties  are  due  to  the  aromatic  con- 
stituents secreted,  which  do  not  seem  to  have  been  chemi- 
cally examined  for  possible  antiseptic  properties,  nor  has 
the  bitter  principle  been  reported  on  separately.  The 
florets  have  been  used  to  adulterate  saffron,  but  differ 
in  the  fact  that  they  are  florets  and  not  stigma,  and  by 
the  haiirs  on  the  florets,  which  have  two  series  of  cells  for 
three-quarters  of  their  length,  terminating  in  a  single 
series  for  a  quarter  of  their  lengtli. 

Calls  on  Company  Shares. — When  the  shares  of  a  com- 
pany are  not  fully  paid  up,  the  amount  unpaid  on  them 
may  be  called  up  at  any  time.  The  articles  may  make 
special  provisions  as  to  calls ;  but,  in  the  absence  of  such 
provisions,  calls  are  made  at  the  discretion  of  the  direc- 
tors, provided  that  no  call  is  to  exceed  one-fourth  of  the 
nominal  amount  of  the  share  or  to  be  payable  at  less 
than  one  month  of  the  last  call.  At  least  fourteen  days' 
notice  of  the  call  must  be  given  to  the  shareholder,  and 
the  time  and  place  of  payment  must  be  stated  on  the 
notice.  A  registered  shareholder  of  unpaid-up  shares 
cannot  escape  liability  to  pay  calls  by  surrendering  the 
shares.  He  might,  however,  if  he  can,  show  the  Court 
that  he  was  wrongly  made  a  shareholder,  and  that,  upon 
learning  his  position,  he  lost  no  time  in  applying  to  have 
his  name  removed  from  the  register.  If  the  call  made 
on  a  share  is  not  paid  on  or  before  the  date  fixed,  interest 
becomes  payable  by  the  shareholder  on  the  sum  due  at 
the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  unless  the  resolu- 
tion providing  for  the  call  specifies  a  higher  rate,  and 
this  is  allowed  by  the  articles  of  the  company.  The 
member  in  default  may  be  sued  in  respect  both  of  the 
amount  of  the  unpaid  call  and  the  interest,  and  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  directors  to  take  every  reasonable  means  of 
enforcing  payment.  A  company  may  also  retain  any 
dividend  payable  in  respect  of  such  shares  as  a  set-off 
to  the  sum  due  on  the  call.  Where  a  call  is  made  after 
the  death  of  a  shareholder,  it  is  payable  out  of  his  estate. 
If  the  shareholder  becomes  bankrupt,  the  company  can 
claim  in  the  bankruptcy  not  only  for  a  call  actually  made, 
but  also  for  an  estimated  sum  to  cover .  future  calls. 
These  rules  apply  to  a  company  carrying  on  business.  If 
it  has  been  ordered  to  be  wound  up,  the  power  to  make 
calls  passes  from  the  directors  to  the  liquidator.  In  such 
a  case  the  liquidator  is  required,  with  the  sanction  of  the 
committee  of  inspection,  to  make  such  calls  upon  the 
persons  whose  names  appear  on  the  list  of  contributories 
of  the  company  as  registered  holders  of  shares  not  fully 
paid  as  he  estimates  will  be  required  to  pay  the  debts  01 
the  company  and  the  costs  of  the  winding  up.  If  it  is 
shown  that  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  person  liable 
to  pay  these  calls  is  about  to  abscond  or  remove  or  con- 
ceal his  goods  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  payment,  the 
Court  may  order  his  arrest  and  the  seizure  of  his  books 
and  goods. 

Camphor  Oil. — The  oil  drained  off  from  the  crude 
camphor  contains  from  40  per  cent,  to  90  per  cent,  of 
camphor,  and  is  taken  to  more  modern  refineries,  where 
the  camphor  is  separated  from  the  oil  bv  a  further  dis- 
tillation. The  oils  which  result  as  by-products  from  this 
second  distillation  are  two  in  number,  the  first  distilling 
over  at  a  temperature  of  175-180°  C,  and  the  second 
at  215-220°.  The  first  of  these  is  an  almost  water-white 
oil,  known  as  light  camphor  oil,  and  is  used  as  a  deo- 
dorant and  as  a  substitute  for  'turpentine  in  paints;  the 
second  is  brown  in  colour,  and  contains  considerable 
safrol.  hence  it  is  used  as  a  source  of  safrol,  and  also  as 
a  turpentine  substitute  in  paints.  These  oils  have  been 
exported  from  Japan  and  Formosa  for  several  years,  and 
the  trade  has  rapidly  assumed  important  dimensions. 
Recently,  a  refinery  was  established  in  Shanghai,  and  it 
has  exported  small  nuantities  of  camphor  oil  to  the  United 
States 'and  Great  Britain.  This  branch  of  the  camphor 
trade  offers  opportunity  for  extensive  development,  as 
large  quantities  of  the  oil  can  be  produced,  and  'it  has 
qualities  which  assure  it  a  ready  market  in  Europe  and 
America.
